1976 Wheat Allotment 

On February 19, 1975, a notice of pro¬ 
posed rule making regarding determina¬ 
tions with respect to the 1976 national 
allotment for wheat was published In the 
Federal Register (40 FR 7099). Inter¬ 
ested persons were Invited to submit 
written data, vlewi and recommenda¬ 
tions regarding the determinations. The 
comment* and recommendations re¬ 
ceived have been duly considered. 

A new S 728.4b Is issued in accord¬ 
ance with the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938. as amended, to determine 
and proclaim the 1976 national allotment 
for wheat. 

Pursuant to section 379c<a) (1) of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, os 
amended by the Agriculture and Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act of 1973, the Secre¬ 
tary Is required to proclaim a national 
wheat acreage allotment not later than 
April 15 of each calendar year for the 
crop harvested in the next succeeding 
calendar year. Such allotment shall be 
the number of acres he determines on 
the basis of the estimated national 
average yield for the crop for which the 
determination Is being made will pro¬ 
duce the quantity (less Imports) that he 
estimates will be utilized domestically 
and for export during the marketing 
year for such crop. If the Secretary 
determines that carryover stocks are ex- 
oe&sive or an increase In stocks Is needed 
to assure a desirable carryover, he may 
adjust the allotment by the amount he 
determines will accomplish the desired 
decrease or increase in carryover stocks. 

The determination In l 728.4b of the 
1976 national wheat allotment is based 
on the estimated yield and usage set out 
therein. The determination has been 
made on the basis of the latest avail¬ 
able statistics of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. 

Part 728 is amended by adding a new 
9 728.4b to read os follows: 


9 728.4b 1976 vuilkmml wheal allotment. 

Based on an estimated national yield 
of 33.1 bushels per acre and estimated 
total utilization (less Imports) for the 


1976-77 marketing year of 2.040 mil¬ 
lion bushels, the 1976 national wheat al¬ 
lotment Is determined to be 61.6 mil¬ 
lion acres and a national allotment of 
that amount is hereby proclaimed. The 
estimated total utilization (less esti¬ 
mated imports of 1 million bushels) Is 
based on estimated domestic use of 841 
million bushels and estimated exports of 
1.200 million bushels. 8ince carryover 
stocks at the end of the marketing year 
will be adequate but not excessive, no 
adjustment In the allotment for the pur¬ 
pose of increasing or decreasing carry¬ 
over stocks was determined to be neces¬ 
sary.

PART 217—INTEREST ON DEPOSITS 

Withdrawal of Savings Deposits by 
Telephone 

The Board has re-examined the Issue 
of the manner In which member banks 
may accept Instructions from owners of 
savings deposits. Upon review of this is¬ 
sue and in light of technological Innova¬ 
tions which minimize the problems of 
record-keeping and security, the Board 
has decided to rescind Its policy, an¬ 
nounced In 1936, against withdrawals 
from savings accounts by telephone 
(1936 Fed. Res. Bulletin 624). 

Part 217 Is amended by adding the 
following new section: 

fi 217.152 Withdrawal* of saving* de¬ 
posit* by telephone, 

(a) The Board of Governors has been 
asked to reconsider its view, adopted 
in 1936, that a member bank may not 
permit a depositor to withdraw funds 
from his savings account by means of 
a telephone or other oral order (1936 
Fed. Res. Bulletin 624). That position 
was based upon the Board s concern for 
member bank security and also upon Its 
concern that unrestricted telephone ac¬ 
cess to savings accounts might lead de¬ 
positors to treat such accounts as exten¬ 
sions of their checking accounts and de¬ 


stroy the distinction between the ac¬ 
counts. 

(b) The Board has studied the tele¬ 
phone withdrawal systems currently be¬ 
ing developed by several member banks 
and feels that the security and record¬ 
keeping devices made possible by new 
technology and incorporated into these 
systems will keep errors and unauthor¬ 
ized use to a minimum. 

(c) The Board recognizes that the 
telephone has become an accepted me¬ 
dium for transmitting financial data and 
that the telephone merely provides the 
customer with an additional method of 
communicating Instructions regarding 
his account to his bank. In fact, numer¬ 
ous other depository Institutions includ¬ 
ing nonmember commercial banks and 
savings and loan associations have for 
some time been permitted to oiler tele¬ 
phone withdrawal services. 

Therefore, the Board withdraws its pol¬ 
icy against the offering of telephone 
withdrawal services while advising mem¬ 
ber banks to safeguard such transfers 
with proper procedures and Internal 
control.

State Application Procedures 

The National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration on November 29. 1973, 
published final guidelines pursuant to 
section 305 of the Coastal Zone Manage¬ 
ment Act of 1972 (Pub. U 92-583. 86 
Stat. 1280). hereafter referred to as the 
“Act," for the purpose of defining the 
procedures by which states can qualify 
to receive development grants under 
section 305 of the Act and policies for 
development of their management pro¬ 
grams. 

The guidelines are for grants under 
section 305 to develop a management 
program that will meet the requirements 
of section 306 of the Act 8ection 305 
provides guidelines as to what must bo 
considered in a management program 
while section 306 seta forth requirements 
that must be met before the Secretary 
can approve a state management pro¬ 
gram for administrative grants. 

The National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration is publishing herewith 
amendments to the section 305 regula¬ 
tions issued November 29. 1973 (15 CFR 
Part 920). The purpose for amending 
these regulations Is to further clarify 
the application procedure used by a state 
in applying for section 305 development 
grant. Furthermore, these amendments 
have been promulgated on the basis of 
the Office of Coastal Zone Management's 
experience during the past year in re¬ 
viewing and processing section 305 grant 
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applications The following amendments 
will more fully complement the section 
306 regulations published January 9. 
1976. in the Federal Register (15 CFR

(a) The primary purpose of develop¬ 
ment grants made under Section 305 of 
the Act is to assist a state In developing 
a comprehensive management program 
for their coastal rone that con be ap¬ 
proved by the Secretory. The purpose of 
these guidelines is to define clearly the 
processes by which grantees apply for 
and administer grants under the Act. 
These guidelines shall be used and Inter¬ 
preted In conjunction with the Grants 
Management Manual for Grants under 
the Coastal Zone Management Act. here¬ 
inafter referred to as the "Manual.” This 
Manual contains procedures and guide¬ 
lines for the administration of all grants 
covered under the Coastal Zone Manage¬ 
ment Act of 1972, as amended. It has 
been designed as a tool for grantees, al¬ 
though it also addresses the responsibili¬ 
ties of the National Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration and its Office of 
Coastal Zone Management, which is re¬ 
sponsible for administering programs 
under the Act. The Manual incorporates 
a wide range of Federal requirements, in¬ 
cluding those established by the Office 
of Management and Budget, the General 
Services Administration, the Department 
of the Treasury, the General Accounting 
Office and the Department of Com¬ 
merce. In addition to specific policy re¬ 
quirements of these agencies, the Manual 
Includes recommended policies and pro¬ 
cedures for a grantee to use in submitting 
a grant application. Inclusion of recom¬ 
mended policies and procedures for 
grantees does not limit the choice of 
grantees In selecting those most useful 
And applicable to local requirements and 
conditions. Orants given to the State 
must be expended for the development 
of a management program that meets 
the requirements of the Act. The grants 
shall not exceed two-thirds of the total 
cost of the development programs. Fed¬ 
eral funds received from other sources 
cannot be used to match OCZM grants. 
No more than three annual management 
program development grants can be 
awarded to a State 

<b> Section 305(c) of the Act in port, 
provides: 

In order to qualify for a grant under this 
section, tha 8tate must demonstrate to the 
aattafaetton of the Secretary that such a 
grant wlU be used to develop a management 
program consistent with the requirements act 
forth In section aoe of the Act. After making 
the Initial grant to a coastal State, no sub¬ 
sequent grant shall be made under this sec¬ 
tion unless the Secretary finds that the State 
la aatsefactorlly developing such a manage¬ 
ment program.

In any event, whether the appli¬ 
cation is considered to be Statewide or 
not. the Preapplication form shall in¬ 
clude an attachment indicating the date 
copies of the Preappllcation form were 
transmitted to the State clearinghouse 
and if applicable, the IdenUty of the 
areawide clearinghouse (s) receiving 
copies of the Preappllcation form and 
the date(s) transmitted. The PreappU- 
oatlon form may be used to meet the 
project notification and review require¬ 
ments of OMB Circular A-95 with the 
concurrence of the appropriate clearing¬ 
houses.

(3) Identify the goals the 8tate ex¬ 
pects to achieve by development of its 
coastal zone management program, and 
the objectives it has set to meet those 
goals. 

(4) Describe the overall program de¬ 
sign for developing the management pro¬ 
gram. This should be an outline of the 
8 tete's plan of action, identifying the 
work to be accomplished, for developing 
an approvablc management program. 
Briefly and generally describe how the 
overall program design is intended to 
meet the requirements set forth in 
55 920.11, 920.12, 920.13, 920.14, 920.15, 
920.16 of Subpart B of this part. In de¬ 
veloping the overall program design the 
applicant should also give early consid¬ 
eration to the more specific requirements 
for approval of a ma nagement program 
as set forth In 15 CFR Part 923. 8ubparts 
B, C, D and E. The applicant will also 
find in 8ubpart A, 5 923.4 a general de¬ 
scription of the factors considered in the 
evaluation of management programs 
submitted for approval.

Status of Participating Communities 

The purpose of this notice is to list 
tho6C communities wherein the sole of 
flood Insurance is authorized under the 
National Flood Insurance Program (42 
U B.C. 4001-4138). 

Insurance policies can be obtained 
from any licensed property insurance 
agent or broker serving the eligible com¬ 
munity, or from the National Flood In¬ 
surers Association servicing company for 
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the state (addresses are published at 39 
FR 26186-93). A list of servicing com* 
panics is also available from the Fe deral 
Insurance AdiniaisUaUou, HUD. 401 
Seventh Street SW., Washington. D.C. 
20410. 

The Flood Disaster Protection Act of 
1973 requires the purchase of flood in¬ 
surance on and after March 2, 1974, as a 
condition of receiving any form of Fed¬ 
eral or Federally related financial assist¬ 
ance for acquisition or construction 
purposes m an Identified flood plain 
area having special hazards that is lo¬ 
cated within any community currently 
participating in the National Flood In¬ 
surance Program. 

Until July 1, 1975, the statutory re¬ 
quirement for the purchase of flood in¬ 
surance does not apply until and unless 
the community enters the program and 
the special flood hazards have been iden¬ 
tified. However, on July 1, 1975, or one 
year after the Identification of the com¬ 
munity as flood prone, whichever is later, 
the requirement will apply to all identi¬ 
fied special flood hazard areas within the 
United States, so that, after that date, 
no such financial assistance can legally 
be provided for acquisition or construc¬ 
tion in these areas unless the community 
has entered the program and flood in¬ 
surance has been purchased. 

The Federal Insurance Administrator 
finds that delayed effective dates would 
be contrary to the public interest. There¬ 
fore notice and public procedure under 
5 U.S.C. 553(b) are Impracticable, un¬ 
necessary. and contrary to the public 
Interest. ^ 

Section 1914.4 of Part 1914 of Sub¬ 
chapter B of Chapter X of Title 24 of 
the Code of Federal Regulations is 
Amended by adding in alphabetical se¬ 
quence new entries to the table. In each 
entry, a complete chronology of effective 
dates appears for each listed communi¬ 
ty. The date that appears In the fourth 
column of the table is provided in the 
order to designate U) the effective date 
of the authorization of the sale of flood 
insurance in the area under the emer¬ 
gency or the regular flood insurance pro¬ 
gram; (2) the effective date on which 
the community become ineligible for the 
sale of flood Insurance because of it* 
failure to submit land use and control 
measures as required pursuant to 
* 1909.24(a); or (3) the effective date of 
a community's formal reinstatement In 
the program pursuant to § 1909.24<b). 
These dates serve notice only for the 
purposes of granting relief, and not for 
the application of sanctions, within the 
meaning of 5 U.8.C. 551.

X. Background. Part 1954 of Title 29. 
Code of Federal Regulations, seta out 
procedures under section 18 of the Oc¬ 
cupational Safety and Health Act of 1970 
(29 U-S.C. 667) (hereinafter referred to 
as the Act) for the evaluation and moni¬ 
toring of State plans which hare been 
approved under section 18(c) of the Act 
and 29 CFR Part 1902.

Once 
this determination has been made, under 
4 1954.3(f) of this chapter, a notice of the 
determination of the operational status 
of a State plan as described In an agree¬ 
ment setting forth the Federal-State re¬ 
sponsibility is to be published In the 
Federal Register. 

2. Notice of North Carohtia Operation¬ 
al Agreement (a) In accordance with 
the provisions of fi 1954.3 of this chapter, 
notice is hereby given that it has been 
determined that North Carolina has met 
the following conditions for operational 
status: 

(1) Enactment of the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act of North Carolina 
(hereinafter referred to as OSHANC) 
(Senate Bill 342, Chapter 295. North Car¬ 
olina State Code) by the North Carolina 
Oencral Assembly effective July 1, 1973; 

(2) Promulgation under section 6. 
OSHANC, of general Industry and con¬ 
struction standards by the Commissioner. 
North Carolina Department of Labor. 
Initially effective June 4. 1973. with re¬ 
visions through January 16, 1975. The 
maritime standards of 29 CFR 1910.13 
through 1910.16 ore excluded as North 
Carolina has chosen not to assume Juris¬ 
diction over maritime or longshorlng ac¬ 
tivities covered by those standards. The 
general industry and construction stand¬ 
ards were found in the professional Judg¬ 
ment of the Assistant Regional Director 
to be Identical to the Federal standards 
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in 29 CFR Part 1910 and 29 CFR Part 
1926, and to provide overall protection 
equal to the comparable Federal stand¬ 
ards In such issues. Notice of approval of 
the North Carolina standards by the As¬ 
sistant Regional Director was published 
on March 11. 1975 (40 FR 11420): 

(3) A sufficient number of qualified 
safety and health personnel employed 
under an approved merit system: namely, 
thirty-four (34) safety inspectors and 
seven health inspectors as of February 
1. 1975; 

(4) Operation of a review and appeals 
system before the North Carolina Occu¬ 
pational Safety and Health Review Board 
providing the mechanism for employers 
and employees to contest enforcement 
actions and/or abatement dates. Appeals 
are processed by the Board under rules 
And regulations effective as of January 
9. 1975: 

(5) State enforcement since July 1. 

1973, of the State standards described in 

(2) above by the North Carolina Depart¬ 
ment of Labor monitored under Subpart 
C of 29 CFR Part 1954, including two 
semi-annual evaluations, covering the 
period from July 1. 1973, to June 30. 

1974. 

(b) In addition, the State has pro¬ 
vided under its plan for: 

<1) Notification to employers and em¬ 
ployees since December 4. 1974, of rights 
and responsibilities under OSHANC by 
requiring the display of a State poster 
In workplaces covered by the plan: 

(2) Occupational accident and illness 
recordkeeping and reporting by employ¬ 
ers covered under the plan (NCSC. Chap¬ 
ter 295, section 18); 

(3) Responding to complaints filed 
with the North Carolina Department of 
Labor for violations of the prohibition 
against discrimination by employers 
against employees for 

(4) Assurance of the rights of em¬ 
ployers and employees and their repre¬ 
sentatives consistent with the provisions 
of the Federal Act and its Implementing 
regulations. 

Pursuant to this finding, an agreement 
effective February 20. 1975. and Incor¬ 
porated as part of the North Carolina 
plan has been entered Into between Wil¬ 
liam C. Creel. Commissioner of the North 
Carolina Department of Labor, and Don¬ 
ald E. MacKenzie, Assistant Regional Di¬ 
rector for Occupational Safety and 
Health of the U.S. Department of Labor 
providing that Federal enforcement ac¬ 
tivity under section 18(e) of the Act will 
not be initiated with regard to Federal 
occupational safety and health standards 
in issues covered under 29 CFR Part 
1910 and 29 CFR Part 1926 wherever 
North Carolina occupational safety and 
health standards are in effect and opera¬ 
tional. 

Under the agreement. Federal respon¬ 
sibility under the Act will continue to be 
exercised, among other things, with re¬ 
gard to complaints about violations of the 
discrimination provisions of section 11 
<c) of the Act <29 UB.C. 660(c)); en¬ 
forcement of standards promulgated un¬ 
der the Act subsequent to the agreement 
where necessary to protect employees, as 


mis 

in the caso of standards promulgated 
under section 6(c) of the Act (29 U&.C. 
665(c)), until such time as the State 
shall have adopted equivalent standards 
in accordance with Subpart C of 29 CFR 
Part 1953; enforcement of Federal stand¬ 
ards in the maritime and longshorlng is¬ 
sues covered by 29 CFR 1910.13 through 
1910.16 which issues have been specifi¬ 
cally excluded from coverage under the 
pUui: and Investigations and Inspections 
for the purpose of evaluating the State 
plan under sections 18(e) and (f) of the 
Act (29 UB.C. 667 (e> and (f)). 

The agreement is subject to revision 
or termination by the Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of Labor for Occupational 8ofety 
and Health upon substantial failure by 
the State to comply with any of its pro¬ 
visions. or when the results of evaluation 
under 29 CFR Part 1954 reveal that 
State operations covered by the agree¬ 
ment fail in a substantial manner to be 
at least as effective as the Federal 
program. 

In accordance with this agreement and 
effective as o f Feb ruary 20. 1975, Sub- 
part I of 29 CFR Part 1952 is hereby 
amended as set forth below.

Termination 

Pub. L. 93-110. 87 Stat. 352, and Pub. 

L. 93-373. 88 Stat 445. provide that, ef¬ 
fective December 31. 1974, sections 3 and 
4 of the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 (31 
U.S.C. 442 and 443) are repealed and no 
provision of any law, and no rule, regu¬ 
lation, or order in effect on that date 
may be construed to prohibit any person 
from purchasing, holding, selling, or 
otherwise dealing with gold in the United 
States or abroad. 

On December 31. 1974. President Ford 
promulgated Executive Order 11825 (40 
FR 1003) revoking prior Executive or¬ 
ders and provisions of Executive orders 
Insofar as they pertained to the Tegula- 
tlon of the acquisition of, holding of. 
or other transactions in gold. 

Ac cordingly, the Gold Regulations (31 
CFR Part 54) providing for the prohibi¬ 
tion. regulation and licensing of the ac¬ 
quisition of. holding of. or other trans¬ 
actions In gold by persons subject to the 
jurisdiction of the United States ceased 
to have any legal force and effect as of 
December 31. 1974. In conformity with 
the legal termination of the gold restric¬ 
tions, the Gold Regulations are formally 
revoked herein. Therefore, the gold li¬ 
censing functions, procedures, and forms 
of the Office of Domestic Gold and 811ver 
Operations contained in Part 93 are un¬ 
necessary and are accordingly revoked 
ns provided herein. 

Section 121.25 of the Emergency 
Ranking Regulations, relating to gold for 
use In trade, profession, or art, was su¬ 
perseded by Treasury licensing proce¬ 
dures and is revoked consistent with the 
revocation of such procedures In Part 93. 
Finally, certain conforming amendments 
are made to fit 90.6 and 100.4 of this 
chapter to eliminate references to the 
gold restrictions. 

All of the foregoing amendments con¬ 
stitute technical implementation of the 
termination of the gold restrictions and 
remove legally obsolete provisions from 
the Code of Federal Regulations. In that 
these provisions implement section 3 of 
Pub. L. 93-110, as amended by Pub. L. 
93-373. which took effect on December 31, 
1974. and relieve restrictions, it is deemed 
that notice and public procedures arc un¬ 
necessary and impractical. 

The revocation or amendment of any 
regulation herein shall not be deemed 
to authorize retroactively any act or 
omission not authorized by such regu-

lotion, or any ltcense Issued pursuant 
thereto, as in effect at any time prior 
to the date hereof, and shall not affect 
any act done, or any right accruing or 
accrued, or any suit or proceeding had 
or commenced in any civil or criminal 
cause prior to said date, but all such 
liabilities, penalties, and forfeitures 
shall continue and may be enforced in 
the same manner as if said revocation or 
amendment had not been made.

1974. the State of Missouri submitted to 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
compliance schedules to be considered 
as proposed revisions to t he approved 
p)an pursuant to 40 CFR 51.6. These 
schedules were adopted by the State and 
submitted to the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency for review after notice and 
public hearings. The public hearings 
were held in accordance with the pro¬ 
cedural requirements of 40 CFR 51.4 and 
51.6 and the substantive requirements of 
40 CFR 51.15 pertaining to compliance 
schedules. The approvable compliance 
schedules have been reviewed and de¬ 
termined to be consistent with the ap¬ 
proved control strategies of Missouri. 

Accordingly, the Administrator pro¬ 
posed approval of these schedules on 
January 9,1975. in the Pwwu. Ricxstxr 
at 40 FR 1711. The proposed approval of 
these schedules published in the January 
9, 1975, Fxdxeal Rxoismm provided for a 
30-day comment period. No comments 
concerning these schedules were received.

Set forth below are specific compliance 
schedules which the Administrator ap¬ 
proved pursuant to 40 CFR 51.8. 

Each approved revision establishes a 
new date by which the individual source 
must comply with the applicable emission 
limitation In the federally approved 
State Implementation Plan. This date 
is indicated in the table below, under 
tlie heading “Final Compliance Date.” 
In all cases, the schedules include Incre¬ 
mental steps toward compliance with the 
applicable emission limitations. While 
the tables below do not include these In¬ 
terim dates, the actual compliance sched¬ 
ules do. The “Effective Date” column in 
the table refers to the date the compli¬ 
ance schedule becomes effective for pur¬ 
poses of federal enforcement. 

In the indication of approval of Indi¬ 
vidual compliance schedules, the individ¬ 
ual schedules are included by reference 
only. In addition, since the large number 
of compliance schedules preclude setting 
forth detailed reasons for approval of 
each Individual schedule in the Federal 
Register, an evaluation report has been 
prepared for each individual compliance 
schedule. These evaluation reports are 
available for public Inspection at the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency Regional 
Office. 1735 Baltimore, Kansas City, Mis¬ 
souri. The compliance schedules and the 
State Implementation Plans are avail¬ 


able for public Inspection at the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency Regional Of¬ 
fice; the Environmental Protection Agen¬ 
cy. Division of Stationary Source En¬ 
forcement. 401 M Street. Washington. 
DC.; and the Missouri Department of 
Natural Resources. State Office Building, 
Jefferson City, Missouri. 

This rulemaking will become effective 
Immediately upon publication. The Agen¬ 
cy finds that good cause exists for not 
deferring the effective date of this rule¬ 
making because the compliance schedules 
are already in effect under State law and 
federal approval imposes no new burdens.

Control Region a transportation control 
plan which Included measures requiring 
the elimination of free employee parking 
<40 CFR 99 52 476(f), 52 1080(f), 52 2435 
(d>). the Institution of commercial 
parking rates at federal facilities (40 
CFR 59 52.486. 52 1085. 52 2437). and the 
imposition of certain parking surcharges 
(40 CFR 99 52.478(d). 52 1080(d), 52.2435 
(b) >. 

On January 15. 1974 (39 FR 1848). the 
EPA withdrew all surcharge regulations 
from the federally promulgated portions 
of the transportation control plans due 
to the intent of Congress, as expressed In 
the draft Conference report on the En¬ 
ergy Emergency Act. to prohibit the im¬ 
position of parking surcharges by EPA. 
but to allow approval of locally-adopted 
measures Subsequently, the Energy Sup¬ 
ply and Environmental Coordination 
Act of 1974 (ESECA) amended the Clean 
Air Act to provide in section 110(c)(2) 
<B> that no parking surcharge may be 
required by the EPA Administrator, 
though one could be approved, and to 
provide in section 110(c) (2MD) (I) that 

The term "parking surcharge regulation" 
means a regulation Imposing or requiring 
the Imposition of any tax. surcharge, fee. 
or other charge on parking spaces, or any, 
other area ased for the temporary storage 
of motor vehicles. 

While EPA has understood that the 
federally-promulgated aspects of the 
provisions for charging commercial 
rates and for eliminating free employee 
parking were voided by these provisions, 
the federally-promulgated regulations 
have never been formally revoked by 
EPA. Therefore, the Administrator Is 
now revoking from the transportation 
control plans of the District of Columbia, 
Maryland, and Virginia, the compliance 
schedule requirements for eliminating 
free employee parking and the federal 
requirement for Instituting commercial 
parking rates at federal facilities. The 
approval of the local measure remains 
unchanged.

Incentive Per Diem Charges—1968 

By order dated April 24. 1973, this 
Commission reopened the proceeding for 
reconsideration of certain issues which 
are: 

1. To determine whether the funds now 
earmarked for boxcars should be permitted 
to be drawn down for the acquisition of other 
types of cars In demand, like core red hoppers, 
and whether such modification would in¬ 
crease the number of boxcars available for 
general use. 

X To determine whether the existing teat 
period average should be modified In any 
respect. 

3. To determine whether a specified period 
Should be prescribed within which incentive 
funds must be expended or committed to the 
acquisition of general service boxcars. 

4. To determine whether carriers which 
fall to acquire their normal complement 
of such cars and. consequently, are unable 
to draw down the Incentive funds within a 
specified period, should be required to re¬ 
turn the funds collected to the debtor car¬ 
riers 

6. To determine other methods to facili¬ 
tate the use of the accrued Incentive per 
diem funds far the purchase, bulk&ng. or 
rebuilding of general service, unequipped 
boxcars. 

6. To determine whother any group of car¬ 
riers should be exempt from the payment 
of incentive per diem. 

Upon consideration of these six Issues, 
based on an oral hearing, and numerous 
verified statements, replies, and briefs, 
an Initial decision was rendered by Ad¬ 
ministrative Law Judge Forest Gordon 
on July 23. 1974, recommending certain 
changes in the regulations governing in¬ 
centive per diem. The report on excep¬ 
tions, the Commission issued a report 
and order Implementing changes In these 
regulations.

In 49 CFR Part 1036, 9 9 1036.3 and 
1036.4 are revised to read as follows: 

$ 1036,3 Earmarking. 

Each common carrier by railroad shall 
segregate in Account 716. Capital and 
Other Reserve Funds, and shall transfer 
from Account 798, Retain Income, Un¬ 
appropriated to Account 797, Retained 
Income. Appropriated, an amount equal 
to the net credit balance resulting from 
any incentive per diem settlement In¬ 
volving boxcars subject to this part. The 
carrier shall maintain a separate bank 
account for the segregated funds. Cana¬ 
dian carriers shall transfer a net balance 
after taxes to a U.8. designee, which may 


be either a United States class I railroad 
or a United States corporation estab¬ 
lished solely to purchase, hold title to, 
and control general service, unequipped 
boxcars subject to the Department of 
Transportation's safety regulations and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission's 
rules pertaining to per diem and car 
service, and to any reporting require¬ 
ments determined to be applicable by the 
Commission's Bureau of Accounts. If the 
designee of Canadian carriers is a United 
States railroad, lt shall maintain a sep¬ 
arate account for funds received on 
Canadian-owned boxcars. All boxcars 
purchased or built by such designee or 
such other corporation with Incentive 
per diem funds earned on Canadian box¬ 
cars must be built in the United States. 
Any United States taxes incurred after 
transfer of a net balance to such des¬ 
ignee may be deducted from the trans¬ 
ferred amount for the purpose of deter¬ 
mining a final net balance for invest¬ 
ment. The earmarked funds shall be re¬ 
duced by the amount of the additional 
income tax paid as the result of increas¬ 
ing taxable income by inclusion of net in¬ 
centive per diem earnings. The funds in 
such account shall be used to purchase, 
lease, or build new, unequipped boxcars 
for general service or to rebuild general 
service, unequipped boxcars with code 
numbers and mechanical designations 
set forth in 9 1036.1 for addition to such 
carrier's or designee's fleet in accordance 
with this part. The unexpended funds 
remaining In the accounts of the carriers 
may be Invested in Government bonds or 
other interest-bearing, temporary secu¬ 
rities. The interest earned thereafter 
shall become part of the earmarked 
fund. 

S 1036.4 Use of food*. 

The net credit balances resulting from 
incentive per diem settlements, which 
ore earmarked in accordance with 
I 1038 3. may be drawn down in whole 
or in part at any time by the carrier 
to build, lease equivalent of purcliose, 
or purchase. In whole or in part, new 
unequipped boxcars for general service 
described in f 1038.1, provided. The car¬ 
rier has in the same calendar year built, 
leased, or purchased its 1964-68 average 
acquisitions of such boxcars and made 
up an arrearage in having failed to 
maintain such average each year this 
order is in effect. Earmarked funds may 
also be used in whole or In part to lease 
any number of new unequipped boxcars 
for general service described in 9 1036.1. 
in which the carrier is not acquiring an 
equity interest, provided. The carrier has 
in the same calendar year leased Its 
1964-68 average number of such boxcars 
and made up any arrearage In having 
failed to maintain such average each 
year the order Is in effect. Nonequity 
leases must be at least 10 years In dura¬ 
tion. and. In connection with such leases, 
earmarked funds must not be used for 
the cost of maintenance. Earmarked 
funds may be used In whole or in part 
to rebuild any number or portion of gen¬ 
eral service, unequipped boxcars de¬ 
scribed in 9 1038.1, provided. The carrier 
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has in the same calendar year rebuilt 
its 1064-68 average number of such box-’ 
cans and made up any arrearage In 
having failed to maintain such average 
each year the order is in effect Net bal¬ 
ances on Canadian-owned cars may be 
drawn down without regard to prior 
acquisitions, but where the designee is 
a class I United States carrier such 
drawdowns shall not affect that carrier's 
accumulation of arrearages resulting 
from prior failure to build, rebuild, lease, 
or purchase Its 1964-68 arrearages. How¬ 
ever. upon application, including a show¬ 
ing that all parties to the proceeding 
herein have been notified by the carrier 
of such application and a showing of 
good cause why any carrier is unable to 
draw down in whole or in part the net 
credit balance resulting from incentive 
per diem settlements because it cannot 
comply with the above test period aver¬ 
age requirements of having in the same 
calendar year built, rebuilt, leased, or 
purchased Its 1964-68 average number 
of such boxcars and made up any ar¬ 
rearage in having failed to maintain 
such average each year this order is in 
effect, the Commission may, in its dis¬ 
cretion. after consideration of all views 
regarding the application, modify the 
test period average to the extent con¬ 
sistent with the public interest and the 
national transportation policy. Such 
modification, as a minimum, shall re¬ 
quire that a carrier match the earmarked 
funds it will us$ with an equal amount 
of its own funds. Earmarked funds must 
be put to use within 18 months after the 
end of the calendar year in which the 
funds are collected and result in a net 
credit balance for the building, rebuild¬ 
ing. leasing, or purchasing of general 
service, unequipped boxcars described in 
9 1036.1 for addition to such carrier's or 
designee’s fleet In accordance with this 
part. Upon a showing of good cause an 
application. Including a showing that 
the parties to the proceeding herein have 
been notified by the carrier of such ap¬ 
plication may be made to the Commis¬ 
sion for waiver of the said 18-month 
period, which may. In the Commission's 
discretion, be granted after considera¬ 
tion of all views regarding the applica¬ 
tion. If the earmarked funds are not 
used within the 18-month period, they 
may be voluntarily surrendered to Rail 
Box whose establishment and operation 
whs approved in Finance Docket No. 
27589, American Rail Box Car Company 
and Trailer Train Company, ci al.—For 
Approval of the Pooling of Car Service 
with Respect to Box Cars . If the carrier 
falls within the stated period to put to 
use collected earmarked funds which 
result in a net credit balance, has not 
obtained relief from that requirement, 
and has not surrendered such funds to 
Rail Box, the Commission will Investi¬ 
gate the matter to determine what, if 
any. corrective action is warranted. Ap¬ 
propriate corrective action would Include 
section 18(12) remedies among others. 
Carriers may make temporary lnvest- 
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ments of unexpended funds In Govern¬ 
ment bonds or other liquid securities. 
Such securities must be readily convert¬ 
ible to cash so that funds remain avail¬ 
able for boxcar purchases. Interest 
earned must become part of the ear¬ 
marked fund. As used in this section, 
•'build,” '‘rebuild.” “lease.” or "purchase” 
refer to a commitment to build, rebuild, 
lease, or purchase which results in the 
acquisition of a car on line ready for 
use within 10 months from the date of 
commitment, except that in extraordi¬ 
nary cases beyond the control of the 
carrier or the car supplier, a car that Is 
delivered after 10 months from the date 
of commitment may qualify if approved 
by the Bureau of Accounts of this Com¬ 
mission.

The following Appendix A Is added to 
41 CFR Part 9-9: 

1. Purpose. This regulation modi He*. In 
part. ERDA-PR Part 9-9. Patents and Copy¬ 
rights, and provides additional temporary 
Instructions to implement the two legisla¬ 
tive enactments governing the patent con¬ 
tracting and waiver policies of the Energy 
Research and Development Administration 
(KRDA) set forth in section 153 of the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1054. as amended (43 
U.8.C. 3183) and In section 9 of the Fed¬ 
eral Nonnuclear Energy Research and De¬ 
velopment Act Of 1074 (Pub. L. 93-877), 

3. Effective date. This regulation Is ef¬ 
fective April 15.1975. 

3. Expiration date. This regulation will 
remain In effect until cancelled and replaced 
by a permanent ERDA Procurement Regula¬ 
tion. 

4. Background The Energy Research and 
Development Administration (ERDA) was 
established by the Energy Reorganisation 
Act of 1974 (Pub. L. 93-438). and the estab¬ 
lishment of ERDA was made effective Janu¬ 
ary 19. 1975 by Executive Order 11834 dated 
January 15, 1975, which Executive Order 
was published January 17, 1978 at 40 PR 
3971. Pursuant to the authority contained 
in Section 105 of the Energy Reorganisation 
Act of 1974 and 5 U.8.C. 553, all rules and 
aegulatlons In Chapter 9 of Title 41. Code 
of Federal Regulations, were adopted by 
ERDA for all ERDA activities under the 
Energy Reorganization Act of 1974. the Fed¬ 
eral Nonnuclear Energy Research and Devel¬ 
opment Act of 1974, (Pub. L. 93-577), and 
other applicable law. to the extent the rules 
and regulations were not Inconsistent with 
applicable law. and were redesignated ae 
the Energy Research and Development Ad¬ 
ministration Procurement Regulations 
(ERDA PR). However. Part 9-9 of the ERDA 
Procurement Regulations does not fully Im¬ 
plement section 9 of Pub. I*. 93-577 and the 
legislative history of that Section with re¬ 
gard to harmonising the nuclear and non¬ 
nuclear patent policies of ERDA to the ex¬ 
tent feasible. Accordingly, this regulation 
provides guidance to implement section 9 of 
Pub. U 93-577 and procedures whereby Ini¬ 
tial steps are tAken to harmonise ERDA'i 
two patent policies. 

5. Explanation o/ changes. Part 9-9 of the 
ERDA Procurement Regulations is modified 
as follows:

For contracts which Include nonnuclear 
energy research, development, or demonstra¬ 
tion work, contracting authorities may use 
appropriate clause language from: 

(a) The proposed patent regulations of 


the Federal Procurement Regulations (Title 
41. Chapter l, FPR Part 1-9): or 

(b) Part 9-0 of the ERDA Procurement 
Regulations; or 

(c) For those contracting activities trans¬ 
ferred to ERDA from agencies other than 
A EC. appropriate clause language from their 
former agencies, 

as long as the substantive and procedural 
rights required by section 9 of the Federal 
nonnuclear Energy RAD Act are obtained, and 
the rights are not Inconsistent with section 9. 
Normally, such clauses should acquire title 
In the Government and allow the contractor 
to retain a non-exclusive, revocable royalty- 
free license in the United States, and the 
right to file and retain title In any foreign 
country In which the Government doe® not 
elect to seek patent protection, and the 
contractor wishes to do so and requests such 
rights. Such foreign rights shall be subject 
to the rights In the Government called for 
In subeectlon 9(f)(2). Permitting the con¬ 
tractor to retain rights greater than these 
■hall be considered a waiver 

In view of the fact that such clauses may 
not be uniform throughout the KRDA. a 
provision may be Included to permit, after 
adoption of the permanent revision of Part 
9-9. ERDA-PR. a renegotiation of the patent 
clause in accordance with the revised regu¬ 
lations If the contractor so requests.

NCCLXAA SNOOT CONTRACTS 

For contracts which Include nuclear energy 
research, development or demonstration 
work, contracting authorities shall use Part 
9-9 of the ERDA Procurement Regulations, 
with tho following exceptions: 

(a) The B Type patent provisions of I 9- 
9.5004, modified to allow the son tractor to 
retain a revocable license rather than a non¬ 
exclusive irrevocable license, may be used in 
all contracts except those calling for the 
operation of a Government-owned facility. 

(b) The C Type clause acquires title, or 
exclusive rights, to inventions on behalf of 
the Government only in the nuclear field, or 
In the field of production or utilization of 
special nuclear material or atomic energy. 
This clause, therefore, Is not commensurate 
with the total mission of ERDA. Pending re¬ 
vised regulations. It would be preferable In 
most coses. If the C Type clause specified 
those fields In which the contractor retains 
exclusive rights rather than the field in which 
the Government retains these rights. In any 
event, the Type C clause should be treated 
as a waiver. As stated in subparagraph (a) 
above, the non-exclusive license provided to 
the contractor should also be revocable 
rather than irrevocable. 

(c) Language may be Included to permit 
the contractor to retain title to inventions In 
foreign countries in whtch the Government 
doe* not elect to seek patent protection, and 
the contractor wlshee to do so and requests 
such righto. Such foreign rights shall be sub¬ 
ject to the type of conditions set forth In 
| 9-95008. 

In contracts calling for nuclear energy work, 
a provision may also be Included to permit, 
after adoption of the permanent revision of 
Part 9-9. ERDA-PR. a renegotiation of the 
patent clause in accordance with the revised 
regulations If the contractor so requests. 

Patent Rights Claus* roa Opbutinc 
Contracts 

For contracts calling for the operation of a 
Oovernxnent-owned facility, whether nuclear 
or nonnuclear energy research, development 
or demonstration work Is to be undertaken, 
a Type A patent clause of I 9-95003 of the 
ERDA Procurement Regulations shall be used. 


Background Patxnt m Data Rights 
Cla roues 

Consideration should be given to including 
background patent and data rights clauses in 
all contracts Involving nuclear or nonnuclear 
energy research, development, or demonstra¬ 
tion work. Guidance primarily designed for 
nuclear energy RAD Is provided In | 9-95008 
of the ERDA-PR, and this section may be 
used for nonnuclear energy research, develop- 
merit or demonstration work by applying its 
concepts to the field of energy in general. For 
those contracting activities transferred to 
ERDA from agencies other than ARC. the 
policies and clause language of their former 
agencies may be utilized to the extent they 
are not Inconsistent with 19-9-5008. 

The need for background patent and data 
rights and the particular rights that should 
be obtained for either the Government or the 
public will depend upon the type, purpose, 
and scope of the contract effort, the end use 
Intended for the contract results, and the 
oost to the Government of obtaining such 
rights. Accordingly, these clauses, when found 
to be necessary, should be Individually nego¬ 
tiated for either nuclear or nonnuclear con¬ 
tracts. In general, the same type of factors 
should be considered as those net forth for 
waivers in subsection 9(d) of the Federal 
Nonnuclear Energy RAD Act. The need and 
amount of anticipated future use by the Gov¬ 
ernment and/or the public should be deter¬ 
mining factors, and of particular concern Is 
the need to insure reasonable public avail¬ 
ability or accessibility of background tech¬ 
nology necessary to practice the mulls of 
contracts for the design, development or 
demonstration of energy systems or processes 
ultimately Intended for public use 

fivucojmiAcr Clauszs 

In contracts for nonnuclear energy re¬ 
search, development or demonstration work, 
the prime contract foreground patent rights 
clause should not bo made applicable, pro 
forma, to subcontracts Including research, 
development or demonstration work unless 
tho prime contract clause calls for title to 
inventions to vest In the Government with 
the contractor retaining a non-exclusive, 
revocable license. Section 9 of the Federal 
Nonnuclear Energy RAD Act applies to sub¬ 
contracts as well as prime contracts, and a 
determination that a prime contractor U en¬ 
titled to a waiver does not nooeasartly mean 
that the subcontractor Is so entitled. A 
waiver for a subcontractor must be subject to 
a separate determination by ERDA. Back¬ 
ground patent and data lights clauses should 
be applied to subcontracts Including re¬ 
search. development, or demonstration work 
to the extent necejttary to fulfill the pur¬ 
pose of the prime contract. 

Similarly, subcontracts under nuclear 
energy prime contracts should not automati¬ 
cally include the prime’s foreground patent 
rights clauao unless that clause calls for title 
to inventions to vest in tho Government with 
the contractor retaining a non-exclusive rev¬ 
ocable license. A separate decision must be 
made regarding the applicability of a waiver 
to a subcontractor. As under nonnuclear 
subcontracts, background patent and data 
rights clauses should be applied to nuclear 
subcontracts to the extent necessary to ful¬ 
fill the purpose of the prime contract. 

Waxycxs 

a. Nonnuclear Energy Contracts. Requests 
for advance waiver of rights In Inventions 
mode under KRDA contracts may be received 
by ERDA contracting officers or by contrac¬ 
tors for their subcontractors iu the course 
of ©on tract negotiations, or their rev low of 
proposals or bids. Requests may also be re¬ 
ceived for case by case waivers after inven¬ 
tions have been reported to the ERDA. All 
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such waiver requests should be referred to 
the ERDA Patent Counsel agisting the con¬ 
tracting activity, together with any reference 
or supporting documents provided by the re¬ 
questor and supporting or opposing docu¬ 
ments provided by ERDA Staff at the activ¬ 
ity. Field Patent Counsel will coordinate ac¬ 
tions on advance waivers with the Chief 
Counsel of the Field Office concerned as re¬ 
quired by local procedures. 

The Patent Counsel will prepare a sup¬ 
porting Statement of Considerations which 
reviews the considerations listed In subsec¬ 
tions 9(d) and 0(e) of the Federal Non¬ 
nuclear Energy Research and Development 
Act of 1974 and applies them to the facts 
surrounding the individual waiver situation. 
Each of the factors listed In the appropriate 
section shall be considered and the State¬ 
ment shall so state, but only thooe considera¬ 
tions determinative or the recommendation 
need be discussed In detail. Patent Counsel 
shall conclude the Statement with a recom¬ 
mendation on the waiver request, and the 
request end Statement will be forwarded to 
the Assistant General Counsel for Patents. 
Headquarters, to serve as a basis for the 
waiver decision by the Administrator or his 
designee. In situations where time does not 
permit a delay In contract negotiations for 
the preparation and mailing to ERDA Head¬ 
quarters of fun written Statements. Field 
Patent Counsel may submit verbal recom¬ 
mendations for waivers to the Assistant Gen¬ 
eral Counsel for Patents and request verbal 
interim waiver approval from the Adminis¬ 
trator or his designee. 

b. Nuclear Energy Contractu. In order to 
achieve as much consistency as possible in 
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the patent operations throughout ERDA. the 
waiver procedures discussed above will be 
followed for nuclear as well as nonnuclear 
energy contracts in any situation where the 
contractor or inventor retains more than: 
(a) a ikon-exclusive, revocable license In the 
United Stales: and (b) foreign rights In 
countries where the Government elects not 
to seek patent protection, or foreign rights 
in accordance with I 9 0.5006 of the BRDA- 
PR. In addition to the considerations set 
forth in subjections 9(d) and 9(e) of the 
Federal Nonnuclear Energy RAD Act. con¬ 
sideration should also be given to the extent 
to which the contract (or the Invention) In¬ 
volves • • the production or utilization 
of special nuclear material or atomic energy” 
(Section 153 of the Atomic Energy Act of 
1054. as amended). 

o. Irrevocable Licenses. Although allowing 
the contractor to retain an irrevocable non¬ 
exclusive license is not a waiver under Section 
9 of the Federal Nonnuclear Energy RAD Act, 
the House-Senate Conference Committee Re¬ 
port recognizes that such licenses will Inter¬ 
fere with ERDA ® licensing program which la 
Intended to assist commercial utilization of 
inventions resulting from Government RAD. 
For this reason, the Conference Report stated 
that the Administrator should carefully exer¬ 
cise his discretion In granting Irrevocable li¬ 
censee. Accordingly, requests by a contractor 
for an Irrevocable license should be bandied 
in the same manner as a waiver pending 
Issuance of revised regulations. 

d. Approval of University Technology 
Transfer Programs. Paragraph (11) of sub¬ 
section 9(d) of the Federal Nonnuclear En¬ 
ergy RAD Act provides that In waiver deter- 
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ml nations, consideration should be given to 
the extent to which universities have tech¬ 
nology transfer capabilities and programs ap¬ 
proved by the Administrator. Pending the 
development of an approval process within 
ERDA for university capabilities and pro¬ 
grams. consideration may be given to the 
approval of such programs of a university 
approval by another agency will not meet the 
statutory requirement of approval by the Ad¬ 
ministrator. approval by other agencies will 
be relevant Information to be considered by 
the Administrator. 

e. Waiver Approval and Documentation. 
The Assistant General Counsel for Patents 
will advise contractors and contracting offi¬ 
cers, through Field Patent Counsel and the 
Chief Counsel where appropriate, of the de¬ 
cision of the Administrator or his designee 
on the waiver request A copy of the State¬ 
ment of Considerations must be furnished 
with the Patent Information Sheet required 
by KRDA-PR 9-0.5014 for each contract where 
verbal approval of a waiver was obtained. 
Copies of all Statements of Considerations 
received by the Administrator or his designee 
will be made available to the public In ac¬ 
cordance with subsection 9(c) of the Federal 
Nonnuclear Energy RAD Act.

1 Background. Part 1953 of Title 29. 
Code of Federal Regulations, prescribes 
procedures under section 18 of the Oc¬ 
cupational Safety and Health Act of 1970 
<29 U.S.C. 667) (hereinafter referred to 
as the Act) for review of changes and 
progress In the development and imple¬ 
mentation of State plans which have 
been approved in accordance with sec¬ 
tion 18(c) of the Act and Part 1902 of 
this chapter. On January 4,1974. a notice 
was published in the Federal Register 
of the approval of the Hawaii plan and 
of the adoption of Subpart Y of Part 
1962 containing the decision of approval 
(39 FR 1010). On December 23 and 24, 
1974 the State of Hawaii submitted sup¬ 
plements to the plan Involving develop¬ 
mental changes (see Subpart B of 29 
CFR Part 1953). 

The decision approving the Hawaii 
plan incorporated a developmental 
schedule setting forth time frames for 
the implementation of various compo¬ 
nents of the Hawaii plan. Among other 
things, the schedule provides for the com¬ 
plete Implementation of the 8tate's oc¬ 
cupational health program by December 

1974, and the implementation of the 
State's Management Information System 
In late 1974. 

2. Description of the supplements. The 
Hawaii occupational health program was 
approved by the Assistant Secretary of 
Labor for Occupational 8afety and 
Health (hereinafter referred to as the 
Assistant Secretary), subject to certain 
assurances, on December 27. 1974 <39 FR 
44752). As part of the decision approv¬ 
ing the occupational health program, the 
developmental schedule for Hawaii was 
revised to provide for complete imple¬ 
mentation of the program by January 

1975. By letter dated December 23, 1974. 
the State requested that the implementa¬ 
tion date for its occupational health plan 
be changed to July 1975. This delay is due 
to difficulties the State ha* had in per¬ 


sonnel hiring and a recent move to new 
offices,* The supplement includes a scries 
of intermediate steps leading to full im¬ 
plementation of the occupational health 
program by July 1975. including recruit¬ 
ment and hiring In March 1975. and 
orientation and on-thc-job training from 
April to June 1975. 

By letter dated December 27, 1974, the 
State requested that the developmental 
schedule for implementation of the Man¬ 
agement Information System be changed 
from December 1974 to December 1975. 
The State hag experienced some techni¬ 
cal difficulties with the computer pro¬ 
gram and some staffing problems which 
made implementation before the end of 
1974 Impossible. The implementation 
schedule for the Management Informa¬ 
tion System includes a proposed time 
schedule leading to full Implementation 
by December 1975.

Foem-Filled Tires; Withdrawal of Proposal 

This notice withdraws an advance 
notice of proposed rulemaking published 
November 23, 1972 (37 FR 24908), re¬ 
questing comments and suggestions on 
possible requirements for passenger car 
and truck tires Ailed with foam. 

The NHT8A has decided to withdraw 
the advance notice on the basis that it 
has not discovered In the course of the 
rulemaking the existence of safety prob¬ 
lems associated with the use of foam- 
ftlled tires. Moreover, the comments have 
indicated that these tires have limited 
application In the field and their ex¬ 
pense is sufficiently high when compared 
to alr-fllled tires to preclude widespread 
use. It Is unlikely, therefore, that bene¬ 
fits to be achieved from special require¬ 
ments for them would Justify the costs 
associated with compliance. 

The NHTSA has further determined, 
following a review of the comments, 
that tires filled with foam or similar 
materials should not be considered pneu¬ 
matic tires subject to Federal Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Safety Standards Nos. 109 and 119 
<49 CFR 571.109, 571.119). This inter¬ 
pretation modifies the interpretation 
published In the advance notice of No¬ 
vember 23. 1972. that such tires were 
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subject to the standards. The require¬ 
ments of those standards are based on 
the performance capabilities of tires 
filled with air, and their application 
without restriction to tires filled with 
foam or foam-like substances cannot be 
based on the information presently avail¬ 
able to the agency. However, such tires 
are motor vehicle equipment and are 
subject to the provisions of the National 
Traffic and Motor Vehicle Safety Act. 
The NHT8A would consider the Imposi¬ 
tion of requirements on these tires in 
the future should a need for such re¬ 
quirements be demonstrated.

§ 235.1 Purpose. 

This part establishes policy and pro¬ 
cedures to achieve more efficient use of 
existing Federal laboratories and to pre¬ 
vent the unneeded acquisition of new 
laboratory facilities. 

5 235.2 Background. 

Federal laboratories, because of their 
specialized nature, are generally under 
the exclusive control of the occupant 
agency. There is a consequent lack of 
information about the availability of 
laboratory space on a Government-wide 
basis. This part is issued In recognition 
of the need for managers to have avail¬ 
able in a central location certain basic 
information regarding Federal labora¬ 
tory facilities. This part is Issued pur¬ 
suant to Executive Order 11717 of May 9. 
1973, Transferring Certain Functions 
from the Office of Management and 
Budget to the General Services Admin¬ 
istration and the Department of 
Commerce. 

§ 235.3 Applicability and definition*. 

The provisions of the part apply to all 
executive departments and establish¬ 
ments. The term “agency" throughout 
the part Is synonymous with the term 
"departments and establishments'* as 
defined in 8ubpart 200.5. The terms “lab¬ 
oratory" or “laboratory facility" mean 
any Government-owned or -leased build¬ 
ing containing 10,000 square feet or more, 
or on area of 10,000 square feet or more 
within such a building, that Is equipped 
and/or used for scientific research, test¬ 
ing. or analysis. 

g 235.4 Polieie* and procedure*. 

Federal agencies shall ensure that lab¬ 
oratories under their control are effi¬ 
ciently utilized and to that end shall co¬ 
operate in making underutilized facilities 
available to other agencies having a re¬ 
quirement. Laboratory facilities or parts 
thereof that are underutilized shall be 
reported promptly to the General Serv¬ 
ices Administration in accordance with 
the provisions of Part 231. 

(a) Inventory of Federal laboratories. 
The General Services Administration 
(Q8A) shall assemble and maintain a 
current printed inventory of all Federal 
laboratories. The complete Inventory or 
selective Information contained therein 
will be made available to Federal 
agencies upon request. To enable OSA 
to prepare and maintain the inventory 
the headquarters office of each agency 
shall submit a completed GSA Form 


3252, Federal Laboratory Report to OSA 
for each laboratory it owns or controls.** 
Completed copies of all report forms 
shall be submitted to the General Serv¬ 
ices Administration (PR), Washington. 
DC 20405, by August 1, 1975. Thereafter, 
additional reports shall be submitted to 
GSA each time a significant change 
(plus or minus 10 percent) occurs in the 
occupancy of a previously reported lab¬ 
oratory. Agencies may obtain their in¬ 
itial supply of GSA Form 3252 
from General Services Administration

22314. Agency field offices should sub¬ 
mit all future requirements to their 
Washington headquarters office which 
will forward consolidated annual re¬

<b) Agency use of inventory. Agencies 
shall review the inventory of Federal 
laboratories to identify existing under¬ 
utilized laboratory space when studying 
requirements for the acquisition of new 
laboratory space, including replacement 
of existing facilities. Agency files shall be 
thoroughly documented to reflect the 
precise reasons that existing laboratories 
having sufficient space available to ac¬ 
commodate an agency's need were not 
utilized instead of acquiring new space. 
In addition, cost analyses shall be made 
and retained in agency files showing the 
comparative costs of occupying available 
existing space vs. acquiring new space 
vs. contracting the performance of the 
laboratory work to a private firm or an¬ 
other government agency. 

(c) Special reports . Agencies mAy re¬ 
quest special reports on laboratory fa¬ 
cilities from GSA. Reports can be pro¬ 
vided on combinations of most of the 
data elements specified on the GSA Form 
3252. For example, reports listing all va¬ 
cant or underutilized laboratory space 
within a specific city. State, or zip code 
area can be provided. Request to GSA for 
special reports will be handled on a cost 
reimbursable basis.

Georgia, a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
General Mills, Inc., of Minneapolis. 
Minnesota, to prevent and restrain al¬ 
leged violations of section 1 of the Sher¬ 
man Act. 

n. PRACTICES AND EVENTS GIVING RISE TO 

THE ALLEGED VIOLATION OF THE ANTI¬ 
TRUST LAWS 

Tom’s Foods Ltd. (‘’Tom’s”) is engaged 
In the manufacture and sale of mack 
food products which arc sold primarily to 
a network of approximately 500 inde¬ 
pendent distributors who in turn resell 
them through retail outlets and vending 
machines. Snack foods, as used In the 
complaint and defined in the proposed 
Judgment, mean food products which are 
intended for immediate consumption or 
away-from-home eating and include, but 
are not limited to, such items as candles, 
peanut items, baked goods, potato chips, 
pretzels and sandwiches. 


Tom's has entered into contracts with 
a number of competing snack food man¬ 
ufacturing companies which provide that 
these firms may supply specific products 
to Tom's distributors. Tom's has agreed 
with some of these competing snack food 
manufacturers that they are not to sell 
any of their products to Tom’s distribu¬ 
tors without Tom's prior approval. These 
agreements have been enforced by Tom’s 
to prevent competing snack food com¬ 
panies from selling to distributors prod¬ 
ucts which Tom’s considers to be directly 
comparable to those It manufactures. As 
to product* which are •‘approved” by 
Tom’s, the competing snack food manu¬ 
facturing companies must receive Tom s 
authorization for any price discounts or 
other promotional activity to he offered 
to Tom’s distributors. 

The complaint alleges that these con¬ 
tracts. agreements and understandings 
between Tom’s and competing snack 
food manufacturing companies unrea¬ 
sonably restrain trade in violation of sec¬ 
tion 1 of the Sherman Act. These agree¬ 
ments restrain trade because they 
foreclose competing snack food manu¬ 
facturing companies from selling to 
Tom’s distributors and limit price com¬ 
petition between Tom's and these com¬ 
panies in the sale of snack food products 
to Tom's distributors. 

in. EXPLANATION OF THE PROPOSED 
CONSENT JUDGMENT 

Prior to filing the complaint, the 
United 8tates and the defendant have 
agreed that the consent Judgment, in a 
form negotiated by the parties, may be 
entered by the Court at any time after 
compliance with the Antitrust Proce¬ 
dures and Penalties Act. The stipulation 
provides that there has been no admis¬ 
sion by either party with respect to any 
issue of fact or law. Under the provisions 
of section 2(e) of the Antitrust Proce¬ 
dures and Penalties Act. entry of said 
judgment by the Court is conditioned 
upon a determination by the Court that 
the proposed judgment is In the public 
interest. 

A. Prohibited Conduct —Under the 
proposed consent Judgment. Tom’s is 
prohibited from entering Into any con¬ 
tract or agreement with any manufac¬ 
turer that directly or indirectly restricts 
or interferes with the sale of any prod¬ 
uct to any distributor or which fixes or 
Interferes with the price, price discounts, 
or other terms or conditions for the sale 
of any product to any distributor. These 
injunctions apply to all products with 
the exception of those which are manu¬ 
factured under the Tom’s Foods Ltd. 
trademark solely for sale to Tom’s. This 
exception allows Tom’s to contract with 
other manufacturers to produce, for 
Tom's, products bearing the Tom’s Foods 
trademark, Tho manufacturer can ship 
these products either directly to Tom's 
or to those persons to whom Tom's di¬ 
rects that the products be shipped. This 
exception is appropriate since Tom f 6 is 
entitled to this degree of control over the 
manufacture and sale of Its own trade- 
marked products. 
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Despite the prohibition In the pro¬ 
posed decree of agreements between 
Tom’s and competing manufacturers 
that restrict the latter's sales to Tom's 
distributors, it was recognized that Tom's 
could continue to limit access to its dis¬ 
tributors. This could be achieved by im¬ 
posing limitations on the products that 
the distributors could purchase from 
competing manufacturers. Section V of 
the proposed Anal judgment prevents 
Tom’s from restricting or interfering 
drith its distributors' purchasing deci¬ 
sions. or with the price and other terms 
and conditions under which they pur¬ 
chase products from other manufac¬ 
turers. The section V injunctions have a 
ten year application. A perpetual injunc¬ 
tion was deemed unnecessary because 
the Department of Justice had no evi¬ 
dence that Tom’s has to date interfered 
with or restricted its distributors’ pur¬ 
chasing decisions. 

B. Scope of the Proposed Judgment— 
The terms of the consent judgment shall 
apply to each of Tom's directors, officers, 
agents, employees, subsidiaries, succes¬ 
sors and assigns, [section mi Within 
sixty (60) days from the date the pro¬ 
posed judgment is entered. Tom's must 
send a letter to all current distributors 
and manufacturers of snack foods that 
contains the following statement: 

A b a result of a Consent Judgment entered 
by the Uni tod States District Court for the 
Middle District of Georgia in United State a 
y. Tom's Foods Ltd., Civil No. each distribu¬ 
tor is free to select any manufacturer or 
supplier of snack food products for resale, 
and to determine the quantity, price or kind 
of each product he will purchase without in¬ 
terference from Tom’s Poods Ltd. 

Manufacturers and suppliers are free to 
offer to distributors any product, or any price 
discount or promotion for any product, with¬ 
out the approval of Tom's Foods Ltd., except 
for these products bearing the Tom’s Poods 
Ltd. trademark that they manufacture solely 
for sale to Tom’s. 

Section VII provides the United States 
access to Tom's records and the right 
to Interview Tom’s officials and employ¬ 
ees far the purposes of determining or 
securing compliance with the proposed 
Judgment. 

Section VUI requires that Tom’s pro¬ 
vide the government for a period of five 
years an annual statement setting forth 
the steps taken during the preceding 
year to inform its personnel of its and 
their obligations under the proposed 
judgment. 

C. Competitive Effect of the Proposed 
Consent Judgment —The proposed con¬ 
sent Judgment will have the effect of al¬ 
lowing competing manufacturers to sell 
to Tom's distributors and of encourag¬ 
ing competition between Tom's and these 
companies. Tom’s distributors will have 
the opportunity to purchase products of 
other manufacturers without Interfer¬ 
ence from Tom’s. 8uch products will thus 
be available to consumers from more 
sources and at prices competitive to the 
prices of similar products manufactured 
by Tom's. 


IV. urnZDXZS AVAILABLE TO POTENTIAL 
private pLAirrarrs 

Section 4 of the Clayton Act (15 UJ3.C. 
15) provides that any person who has 
been injured as a result of conduct pro¬ 
hibited by the antitrust laws may bring 
suit in federal court to recover three 
times the damages such person has suf¬ 
fered. as well as costs and reasonable at¬ 
torney fees. The entry of the proposed 
final Judgment will not have any effect 
on the right of any potential private 
plaintiffs who claim they have been dam¬ 
aged by the alleged violation to sue for 
monetary damages or any other legal or 
equitable remedies. However, this judg¬ 
ment may not be used as prima facie 
evidence in private litigation pursuant to 
section 5(a) of the Clayton Act, as 
amended <15 U.8.C. 16(a)). 

V. PROCEDURES AVAILABLE FOR MODIFICATION 
OP THE PROPOSED JUDGMENT 

During the period of time provided for 
In the Antitrust Procedures and Pen¬ 
alties Act (a minimum of 60 days be¬ 
tween the filing of the proposed consent 
Judgment and its entry) interested per¬ 
sons may file comments with Oerald A. 
Connell, Chief, General Litigation Sec¬ 
tion. Antitrust Division. Department of 
Justice, Washington. D.C. 20530. urging 
that the decree not be entered in the 
form proposed. These comments, and 
the response to them, will be filed with 
the Court and published in the Federal 
Register. All comments will be given 
appropriate consideration by the Gov¬ 
ernment, which remains free to with¬ 
draw its consent to the proposed con¬ 
sent Judgment at any time prior to Its 
entry if it should conclude that some 
modification of it is necessary. In addi¬ 
tion. the proposed Judgment provides 
for retention of Jurisdiction of this sec¬ 
tion by the Court to permit, among other 
things, the parties to apply to the Court 
for such orders as may be necessary or 
appropriate for modification of the 
Judgment. 

VI ALTERNATIVE REMEDIES ACTUALLY 
CONSIDERED 

The only alternative remedy actually 
considered by the Department of Justice 
was whether to extend the ten year ap¬ 
plication of section V of the Judgment 
to a perpetual injunction. As discussed 
in section ITHA) of tills statement, a 
perpetual injunction was not believed 
to be appropriate because the Depart¬ 
ment had no evidence that Tom's has 
to date interfered with or restricted its 
distributors' purchasing decisions. 

The Department of Justice considers 
the substantive language of the proposed 
decree to be of sufficient scope and ef¬ 
fect to make litigation unnecessary. The 
relief contained in this proposed Judg¬ 
ment is. in the Department's view, con¬ 
sonant with the relief prayed for In 
paragraph VI of the complaint.

Petition for Temporary Exemption From 

Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Standard 

The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration has decided to grant 
FWD Corporation an exemption until 
June 1, 1975. from Motor Vehicle 8afety 
Standard No. 121, Air Brake Systems <49 
CFR 571.121). 

Notice of the petition was published on 
March 10, 1975 <40 FR 11018> and an op¬ 
portunity afforded for comment 

FWD stated that It had met with con¬ 
tinuing setbacks In its attempts to ful¬ 
fill the requirements of Standard No. 121. 
Difficulties had been encountered with 
suppliers of brake blocks, vendors of 
antiskid devices, and scheduling time for 
testing on dynamometers. Petitioner was 
therefore unable to comply with the 
standard as of March 1. 1975, and re¬ 
quested a 1-year exemption In order to 
solve its supplier and test-scheduling 
problems. It based its hardship plea "on 
the loss of revenue if the petition Is 
denied." The company had net sales of 
$23,000,000 in the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1974, which would be re¬ 
duced to $14,775,000 during the current 
fiscal year assuming a denial. The com¬ 
pany had a net loss In 1974 of $2,500,000 
which would reach almost $4,000,000 If 
the petition were denied. The company’i 
work force would then have to be re¬ 
duced. Increasing unemployment in an 
already depressed geographical area. 


Two comments were received in re¬ 
sponse to the petition, both opposing it. 
Oshkosh Truck Corporation argues that 
an exemption "will create a non-com¬ 
petitive condition which will impose eco¬ 
nomic hardship on Oshkosh Truck Cor¬ 
poration and its dealer organization" 
and its work force of 750 people by per¬ 
mitting the marketing of a competitive 
truck at a lower price. It states that the 
effect of the exemption would be to pen¬ 
alize Oshkosh for timely compliance with 
the standard. The comment of Mack 
Trucks, Inc. is similar. It estimates a 
retail price advantage to FWD of $1,000 
to $1,500 per exempted vehicle, and the 
further competitive advantage of relief 
"from the expected training and in¬ 
creased maintenance, associated with an 
overall FMVSQ 121 air brake system." 

Although FWD is a major manufac¬ 
turer in the four-wheel drive market, it 
hod a net loss of $2,500,000 in 1974 and 
projects an even greater one In 1975 
if its petition is denied. This is found suf¬ 
ficient to establish substantial economic 
hardship. The NHTSA u nderst ands that 
dynamometer testing for FWD is sched¬ 
uled for completion by April 1, 1975. and 
that assuming the brakes comply, anti¬ 
skid hardware will be ready for shipment 
by May 1. 1975. The company therefore 
should be able to produce conforming ve¬ 
hicles by June 1.1975. The Administrator 
notes too that a denial would increase 
unemployment in a depressed area of 
Wisconsin. Although it is true Uiat any 
exemption may provide a competitive ad¬ 
vantage. the Administrator views a 
limited exemption expiring June 1, 1975, 
as reasonable under the circumstances. 
It is anticipated that the company will 
make every effort to comply by the end 
of this time. 

For the reasons discussed above the 
Administrator finds that a temporary 
exemption is consistent with the public 
interest and the objectives of the Na¬ 
tional Traffic and Safety A d FW D Cor¬ 
poration is hereby granted NHTSA Tem¬ 
porary Exemption No. 75-13. from 49 
CFR 571.121. Motor Vehicle Safety 
Standard No. 121. Air Brake Systems, ex¬ 
piring June 1,1975.

■ National'* fores apply In 37 markets Where 
it operates wide-body aircraft, and apply far 
transportation in the rear compartments of 
those aircraft.

All four carriers have adopted the same 
blackout periods and day-of-week appli¬ 
cation. and would have the same cancel¬ 
lation charge. However, all propose to 
make the fares available on conventional 
as well as wide-body equipment. Con¬ 
tinental’s fares would apply in the econ¬ 
omy section of Its aircraft, and it would 
also provide complimentary nonalcoholic 
beverages and sell alcoholic beverages. 
American. Delta, and Eastern would per¬ 
mit advance telephone reservations 
although they would require the same 
7-day advance purchase. Finally, except 
In the New York-Miaml/FL Lauderdale 
markets. Delta’s competitive fare would 
take the form of a round-trip excursion 
fare as would Eastern's In eight markets 
where it provides only connecting or one- 
stop service. The fares are similar to the 
“no frill" fares in terms of discount and 
restrictions except that they are round- 
trip fares and the regular on-board 
services would be provided. 

Continental and Eastern contend that 
they must be permitted to apply the "no 
frill" fares on conventional Jets If they 
are to remain competitive since National 
has a substantial advantage in terms of 
wide-body seats operated In the markets 
In question. Continental alleges that the 
Board has not heretofore prevented car¬ 
riers operating older aircraft from 
matching fare reductions initiated by 
carriers operating newer aircraft solely 
on that basis, and that to do so would 
serve only to reduce competition and un¬ 
necessarily hasten aircraft obsolescence 
and premature reinvestment in newer 
aircraft types. Eastern alleges that It is 
not expanding the concept, but is merely 
seeking to prevent diversion to National 
by offering seats proportionate with its 
market share. 

National lias filed complaints against 
the proposals of American. Continental, 
and Eastern, its principal argument be¬ 
ing that they go beyond matching its 
“no frill" service fares since the fares 
would be applicable on narrow-body air¬ 
craft, and that the carriers make sig¬ 
nificant changes in the "no frill" concept 
which distort the underlying economics 
of the service. National contends that its 
fares are justified on the basis of the 
higher productivity, lower seat-mile cost 
and significantly lower load factors of 
wide-body Jets, and that their spread to 
narrow-body aircraft would ultimately 
lead to the addition of conventional Jet 
capacity related solely to this discount- 
fare traffic/ National further contends 
tliat. with the fares limited to wide-body 
equipment, "no frill" fare capacity could 
not exceed 8.5 percent, while inclusion 
of narrow-body aircraft would increase 
that limit to 28 percent of the Industry’s 
total capacity. 

National also opposes Eastern's plan to 
accept telephone reservations, contend¬ 
ing that such a policy would open a 
“Pandora's Box" and would result In 
multiple reservations and added costs

National argues that Eastern should not 
be permitted to offer excursion fares in 
markets where it does not provide single¬ 
plane service, since it is not an effective 
competitor (an argument presumably 
applicable to Delta also). 

Southern has filed a complaint against 
Eastern's proposal as it relates to the 
Orlando-Miami market. The carrier al¬ 
leges that, as a practical matter, "no frill" 
passengers In the Orlando-Miami mar¬ 
ket would be afforded the same seating 
configuration and passenger amenities as 
coach passengers, and, as such, the fare 
would be unduly and unjustly discrim¬ 
inatory. i * * 4 

Answers have been filed by Eastern and 
the Federal Trade Commission (FTC)/ 
Eastern essentially elaborates on the need 
to meet National's "no frill" fares in the 
fashion proposed, and alleges that Na¬ 
tional's complaint is nothing but a last 
minute attempt to turn its ' no frill" fare 
proposal Into an unfair advantage by for- 
stalling a legitimate competitive re¬ 
sponse. Eastern alleges that the alterna¬ 
tive of adding wide-body capacity in or¬ 
der to be competitive would be much 
more dangerous for the industry. Eastern 
alleges that it will accept telephone reser¬ 
vations because National's "no frill" pro¬ 
posal will not result In the cost savings 
alleged. Finally. Eastern alleges that the 
reduced excursion fares, in markets 
where it docs not operate nonstop serv¬ 
ice. is the only way It can compete with 
National while containing the service. 

The FTC states its belief that vigorous 
price competition is the best guarantee 
of the consumer's interest, and urges that 
the Board not dampen competition by 
suspending the instant proposals. FTC 
alleges that there is no reason to believe 
that the "no frill" service proposed would 
be unremuncrative In the short run. and 
that the proposals provide a carefully 
limited experiment. It Is also argued that 
limiting "no frill" fares to wide-body 
equipment could well lead to under utili¬ 
zation of narrow-body equipment by 
forcing carriers to meet National's pro¬ 
posal through added and unneeded wide- 
body capacity. 

Upon consideration, the Board has de¬ 
cided to permit the matching "no frill" 
fares to become effective. However, con¬ 
sistent with our decision with respect to 
National's “no frill" fares, we will inves¬ 
tigate. The essential issue raised by the 
instant proposals Is whether or not the 
"no frill" fares should be extended to 
conventional Jets. National argues that 
the fares must be restricted to wide-body 
aircraft In view of their low seat-mile 
costs and load factors as compared with

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conventional Jets. However, as indicated 
In Order 75-3-102 with respect to Its 
"no frill" fares, our evaluation of the 
latest available data Indicates that the 
cost advantage of wide-body aircraft In 
the particular markets involved Is far 
short of that claimed by National. It is 
true, as National alleges, that it has ex¬ 
perienced substantially lower load factors 
on its wide-body aircraft than on Its con¬ 
ventional jets. However, this does not ap¬ 
pear surprising in view of the relatively 
low traffic density in mast of the markets 
involved. In any event, a load factor dif¬ 
ferential does not in our opinion. Justify 
a fare differential in the absence of cost 
or value of service differences. 

On the other hand, we view the pro¬ 
posals of Delta and Eastern to match the 
"no frill" fares with excursion fares in 
certain markets as a significant departure 
from the "no frill" concept which should 
not be permitted during the limited ex¬ 
perimentation with this new fare concept. 
The excursion fares are not subject to 
two key features of the “no frill" fares; 
the cancellation charge would not apply, 
and no limitation is placed on the seats 
to be sold. The latter is particularly im¬ 
portant. in our opinion, since ft eliminates 
a built-in limitation on the scope of the 
experiment The carriers offer no Justi¬ 
fication for this deviation from Nation¬ 
al's service proposal other than the alle¬ 
gation by Eastern that this is the only 
way It can compete with the "no frill" 
fares. We do not believe that this depar¬ 
ture from the "no frill' concept should be 
permitted in the absence of compelling 
justification. Eastern has very little traffic 
in the markets involved, and in Delta's 
biggest market, that carrier offers non¬ 
stop service and could compete with "no 
frill" fares. 

Finally, wc will also suspend the pro¬ 
visions of the American. Delta and East¬ 
ern tariffs which permit advance tele¬ 
phone reservations. We are not persuaded 
that this modification would forestall 
multiple bookings, despite the seven-day 
advance-ticketing and cancellation 
penalty provisions which these carriers 
would retain. For example, a passenger 
could make two or more reservations 
several weeks in advance, and wait until 
shortly before the seven-day deadline to 
decide which one to secure and simply 
discard the rest. In our opinion, such an 
opportunity for multiple reservations 
would burden the reservation system and 
lead to increased costs. 

The fact that National was the first 
carrier to launch such an experiment 
docs not, of course, give it any prescrip¬ 
tive right to determine what types of dis¬ 
count fares other carriers should be 
permitted to offer. If another carrier 
wishes to design Its own experimental 
promotional fare and files an Independent 
justification for that fare which meets 
the criteria laid down In the Board's 
DPFI Discount Fares decision, we would 
be prepared to let the now experiment be 
conducted, even If It conflicts In material 
respects with National's “no frill" fare 
experiment. 
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But where, as here, carriers seek to 
justify their tariff filings solely in terms 
of a need to meet the competition of an 
earlier-filed fare of another carrier, but 
nevertheless depart significantly from the 
conditions and limitations of that earlier 
fare, then they should demonstrate the 
competitive necessity for such departures. 
Here, the applicability of "no frill" fares 
to narrow-bodied aircraft has been ade¬ 
quately justified in these terms, but the 
substitution of excursion-type fares by 
Delta and Eastern in certain markets, 
and the allowance of telephone reserva¬ 
tions by American. Delta, and Eastern, 
have not been so Justified, and accord¬ 
ingly should be suspended.' We emphasize 
again that if any or ail of these carriers 
choose to refile their fore proposals ac¬ 
companied by an independent Justifica¬ 
tion adequately meeting the Board's 
Phase 5 criteria, we will be disposed to 
allow them to experiment as we have 
National. 

To insure that the overall fare level is 
not burdened by traffic moving on these 
fares, the Board has decided to include 
the traffic in Its Phase 5 (DPFI) dis¬ 
count-fare adjustment in future evalua¬ 
tion of the industry’s revenue need. 
Accordingly, we will require that the 
carriers specifically isolate the traffic and 
revenue, adult and children, in their 
discount-fare traffic and revenue sub¬ 
missions pursuant to Phase 5.*

April 8, 1975. 

Order denying petition for immediate 
interim extraordinary relief and ex¬ 
traordinary relief pendente lite, provid¬ 
ing for hearing of petition for permanent 
extraordinary relief, establishing proce¬ 
dures and permitting interventions. 

On March 5. 1975, E. L DuPont de 
Nemours and Company (DuPont) filed a 
petition for extraordinary relief pursu¬ 
ant to 8 1.7(b) of the Commission's mice 
of practice and procedure. Specifically, 
DuPont requests the Commission to is¬ 
sue an order directing Columbia Gas 
Transmission Corporation (Columbia) to 
deliver to its distributor affiliate. Colum¬ 
bia Gas of West Virginia. Inc. (Colum¬ 
bia of West Virginia), sufficient volumes 
of gas to enable the latter to supply Du¬ 
Pont's feedstock and process gas require¬ 
ments of 39,400 Mcf per day. DuPont 
asks that the relief be granted pendente 
lite. and then for however long Colum¬ 
bia's pro rata curtailment plan remains 
in effect. In addition DuPont seeks im¬ 
mediate, temporary relief for the period 
March 10 through March 31, 1975, the 
latter date marking the end of Colum¬ 
bia's winter heating season. DuPont re¬ 
quests that, for this period, the Com¬ 
mission Issue an order directing Colum¬ 
bia to Increase Its deliveries to Colum¬ 
bia of West Virginia to enable the distri¬ 
butor to serve DuPont with 34.400 Mcf 
per day. 

On March 18. 1975, Columbia of West 
Virginia filed a petition of ioinder pursu¬ 
ant to 8 1.7(b) of the Commission's rules 
of practice and procedure. Columbia's 
purpose In filing its petition is to provide 
DuPont with proper standing to seek re¬ 
lief. 
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In support of Its application DuPont 
avers that it presently requires approx¬ 
imately 24.000 Mcf per day as feedstock 
for the production of ammonia, which is 
used in the manufacture of fertilizer and 
other products; 2.000 Mcf per day as 
feedstock to produce carbon monoxide 
and hydrogen, which is used In the 
manufacture of herbicide and fiber in¬ 
termediates as well as other chemical 
products; and 13.400 Mcf per day as 
process natural gas In the synthesis of 
the above products in its plant facilities 
located in Belle. West Virginia. As a re¬ 
sult of Increasing curtailment levels on 
the Columbia Transmission system, the 
Public 8ervice Commission of West Vir¬ 
ginia (PSC), in an order issued on Sep¬ 
tember 27, 1074. in Case No. 7999. placed 
volumetric limitations on all large 
volume Industrial customers of Colum¬ 
bia of West Virginia which, as an intra¬ 
state distributor, is subject to the juris¬ 
diction of PSC. As a result of these lim¬ 
itations, DuPont's entitlement from Co¬ 
lumbia of West Virginia was reduced 
from 60.000 Mcf per day to 42.000 Mcf 
per day. DuPont further avers that dur¬ 
ing the last three months of the 1974-75 
heating season, it was curtailed by Co¬ 
lumbia of West Virginia at a 55 percent 
level resulting in a shortfall in its win¬ 
ter period allocation of 20,320 Mcf per 
day. DuPont further states that it has 
attempted to minimize this shortfall by 
attempting to obtain other Interstate gas 
supplies' and substitute fuels for feed¬ 
stock and process purposes, but has only 
been able to reduce its shortfall to ap¬ 
proximately 11,120 Mcf per day. Finally. 
DuPont notes. It has attempted to con¬ 
vert its process requirements to fuel oil, 
however, such conversion was estimated 
to require approximately two years. 

On December 12, 1974. DuPont peti¬ 
tioned PSC for extraordinary relief in 
the amount of 19.400 Mcf per day 
through March 31. 1975. On February 7, 
1975, PSC Issued an interim order in 
which it found that because of the pres¬ 
ent unavailability of gas from Columbia 
of West Virginia’s supplies and the large 
volume of additional gas requested, Du¬ 
Pont's petition for extraordinary relief 
would be denied and the 55 percent cur¬ 
tailment rate continued. DuPont sought 
rehearing of PSC's order on such peti¬ 
tion because <1) the order was founded, 
in part, on the potential availability to 
DuPont of certain natural gas reserves 
in Texas, and upon the occurrence of 
several preconditions during the current 
heating season, and <2) but for PSC’s 
order. Columbia of West Virginia would 
have reduced curtailment of all indus¬ 
tries to a 40 percent level. On March 3, 
1975, DuPont's petition for rehearing 
was also denied. 

In order to avoid production cutbacks, 
DuPont states that it has used its winter 


•DuPont presently hu a 8.000 Mcf per 
day supply contract with Cabot Corporation 
which expiree in September of 1976; and U 
attempting to use propylene u a feedstock 
substitute at approximately 4.200 Mcf per 
day. 
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curtailment allocation at a 30,200 Mcf 
per day rate instead of the average 
daily rate of 19,080 Mcf per day. and 
estimated that it would exhaust its win¬ 
ter curtailment allocation by March 10. 
1975, well before the close of the winter 
heating season on March 31, 1975. On 
March 21, 1975, DuPont Informed this 
Commission by telegram, that DuPont 
had. in fact, terminated the production 
of ammonia at its Belle plant since 
March 10.1975. DuPont argues that such 
termination will result in irreparable in¬ 
jury to itself and those industries which 
rely on its essential products for their 
operation, and that the ongoing opera¬ 
tion of Columbia Transmission’s cur¬ 
rently effective pro rata curtailment 
plan would continue to result in the 
delivery of volumes used as boiler fuel. 
The pleadings indicate to us that the 
shutdown of the Belie plant was the 
result of a deliberate choice made by 
DuPont. DuPont chose to take Its winter 
allocation at the rate of 30,200 Mcf per 
day Instead of at the average daily rate 
of 19.080 Mcf per day, and thereby ex¬ 
hausted Its winter allocation 21 days 
ahead of schedule. It is nowhere alleged 
that DuPont would have had to shut its 
plant down had it chosen Instead to 
operate at a reduced capacity through. 
the winter. Nowhere in the pleadings arc 
we given Information regarding Colum¬ 
bia of West Virginia’s flexibility to meet 
DuPont's present requirements. In Its 
February 7th order, attached as Ap¬ 
pendix B to DuPont's petition. PSC states 
that the forty other large industrials 
on Columbia of West Virginia’s system 
could remain In operation even while 
bearing curtailment at varying rates of 
- between 15 percent and 55 percent (Ap¬ 
pendix B, p. 16). We are not told why 
all industrials, other than DuPont, 
should only be curtailed at 15 percent. 

Under these circumstances we cannot 
grant DuPont’s request for extraordinary 
relief pendente Ute. Dupont’s request for 
immediate extraordinary relief is moot 
since the winter heating season is over. 
We shall deny DuPont's request for relief 
pendente llte without prejudice to its re¬ 
filing upon a proper showing by PSC as 
to the reasons for ita order of February 
7th. Nevertheless . we will order Du¬ 
Pont’s request for permanent emergency 
relief for an expeditious evidentiary 
hearing. The evidence to be submitted by 
DuPont and. any party supporting Du¬ 
Pont's application must be relevant and 
material to the following six Issues. 

First, DuPont is directed to demon¬ 
strate the technical infea&lbility. if any, 
of plant conversion to permit the use of 
fuel oil instead of process gas and par- 
.Ucularly the inability of DuPont to ac¬ 
quire No. 2 fuel oil with the requisite 
low sulfur and metallic content and that 
such conversion cannot be Implemented 
within a reasonable time. 

Second. DuPont should present evi¬ 
dence on the use of Its end products; 
where and for what agricultural pur¬ 
poses ammonia produced at the Belle 
plant is used, how much is exported; how 
and where the non-agricultural am¬ 
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monia produced is used; how and where 
the carbon monoxide and hydrogen pro¬ 
duced in the Qirdier reaction are used; 
and relevant information on the several 
end products listed by DuPont on page 
three of its petition, and referred to on 
page two of this order. 

Third, as additional evidence DuPont 
and other parties should submit any 
available evidence on the current and 
projected supply and demand for fer¬ 
tilizer and other ammonia based prod¬ 
ucts. This evidence should include, but 
should not be limited to. forecasts for the 
1975 8pring planting season. 

Fourth. DuPont should present evi¬ 
dence on its current and future ability to 
obtain additional supplies of natural gas 
from any source of supply, interstate, or 
intrastate, including Columbia of West 
Virginia. In this regard, the Public Serv¬ 
ice Commission of West Virginia is in¬ 
vited to participate and. inter alia, pre¬ 
sent at the hearing the basis of its find¬ 
ings and order that all of the industrials, 
except for DuPont, served by Columbia of 
West Virginia should bear no more than 
a 15 percent pro rata curtailment. 

Fifth, DuPont should present evidence 
demonstrating the feasibility, or the lack 
thereof, of alleviating the Impact of cur¬ 
tailment through construction or lease 
of storage facilities, negotiation of ex¬ 
change agreements, and production or 
purchase of liquefied natural gas or syn¬ 
thetic natural gas. 

Finally. DuPont should present further 
evidence of its sales of anhydrous am¬ 
monia fertilizer for the past five years, 
its projected sales over the next two 
years, its current inventory of fertilizer, 
and its projected output from all its 
plants to meet its projected require¬ 
ments. 

Under the Commission's rules of prac¬ 
tice and procedure, and General Policy 
and Interpretations, particularly sections 
1.7(b) and 2.78(c). 18 CFR 1.7(b) and 
2.78, Columbia of West Virginia’s Peti¬ 
tion of Joinder shall be construed as a 
petition for the requested relief on behalf 
of its customer DuPont. Additionally. Du¬ 
Pont’s Petition for Extraordinary Relief 
shall be construed as a petition tointcr- 
vene pursuant to 4 1.8(b) <2>. 18 CFR 1.8 
(b)(2), of the Commission’s rules of 
practice and procedure. 

Pursuant to notice issued on March 19, 
1975. and subsequently published in the 
Fxdexsl Rsczstxr. petitions for and no¬ 
tices of intervention were due on or be¬ 
fore April 1.

C3) Participation In this proceeding 
by Columbia Gas of West Virginia.

T4) The peutlclpation of the above- 
named parties who have petitioned to 
Intervene in this proceeding may be in 
the public Interest. 

The Commission orders: (A) Peti¬ 
tioner Columbia Gas of West Virginia, 
Inc, is hereby required to participate in 
this proceeding as a necessary party in 
Interest, subject to the rules and regu¬ 
lations of this Commission. 

(B) DuPont's requests for Immediate, 
temporary extraordinary relief and for 
extraordinary relief pendente lite are 
hereby denied. 

(C) DuPont and the above-named 
petitioners ore hereby permitted to in¬ 
tervene in this proceeding subject to the 
rules and regulations of this Commis¬ 
sion: Provided, however, That the par¬ 
ticipation of such intervenors shall be 
limited to matters affecting asserted 
rights and interests specifically set forth 
In said petitions for leave to intervene; 
and, provided, further, that the admis¬ 
sion of such parties as intervenors shall 
not be construed as recognition by the 
Commission that they or any of them 
might be aggrieved because of any order 
or orders issued by the Commission in 
this proceeding. 

(D) Columbia of West Virginia and 
DuPont should present inter alia evi¬ 
dence which Is relevant and material to 
the following Issues; 

(1) The technical feasibility of con¬ 
version of DuPont's plant to use fuel oil 
instead of process gas, particularly the 
ability of DuPont to acquire No. 2 fuel 
oil with sufficiently low metallic and sul¬ 
fur content, and the time and economic 
cost of bringing such converted process 
facilities on line operationally. 

(2) DuPont should present evidence on 
the use of its end products; where and 
for what agricultural purposes ammonia 
produced at the Belle plant Is used, how 
much is exported; how and where the 
non-agricultural ammonia produced is 
used; how and where the carbon monox¬ 
ide and hydrogen produced in the gird- 


ler reaction are used; and relevant in¬ 
formation on the several end products 
listed by DuPont on page three of its 
petition, and referred to on page two oI 
this order. 

(3) The degree of severity of the am¬ 
monia and fertilizer shortages, and par¬ 
ticularly the current supply and demand 
projections for such products by both in¬ 
dustry and government. This evidence 
should include, but should not be limited 
to, current projections for the Spring. 
1975 planting season. 

(4) The current and projected future 
ability of DuPont to obtain alternate 
sources of natural gas of either an Inter 
or intrastate nature. The Public Serv¬ 
ice Commission of West Virginia is in¬ 
vited to attend the hearing and present 
evidence regarding, inter alia, its findings 
and order that Columbia of Weal Vir¬ 
ginia's large industrial customers, other 
than DuPont, should be curtailed at a 
rate no higher than 15%. 

(5) The technical feasibility of con¬ 
struction. or lease of storage facilities, 
negotiation of exchange agreements, or 
production or purchase of LNO or 8NO. 

<4) DuPont should present further 
evidence of its sales of anhydrous am¬ 
monia fertilizer for the pest five years, its 
projected sales over the next two years, 
its current inventory of fertilizer, and its 
projected output from all Its plants to 
meet its projected requirements. 

(E) Pursuant to the authority of the 
Natural Gas Act. the Commission's rules 
of practice and procedure, and the reg¬ 
ulations under the Natural Gas Act. a 
public hearing shall be held on April 22, 
1975, at 10 a.m. <e.d.t) in a hearing room 
of the Federal Power Commission. 825 
North Capitol Street, NW, Washington, 
D.C., 20426. concerning the Issues speci¬ 
fied above and other relevant and mate¬ 
rial Issues which the parties seek to raise. 

<P) On or before April 14, 1975, Co¬ 
lumbia of West Virginia.

National Pud 8upply requests 
waiver of the Commission’s applicable 
regulations to permit the proposed in¬ 
creased rates to become effective on 
March 1,1975. 
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Notice of National Fuel Supply’s filing 
was Issued on March 7, 1975. providing 
for protests or petitions to Intervene to 
be filed on or before March 20. 1975. No 
protects, petitions to Intervene, or other 
comments have been received In response 
to the notice. 

A review of the company's filing dis¬ 
closes certain facts which require that 
the proposed rates be suspended and 
made subject to refund. The proposed 
rates are predicated. In port, on small 
producer purchases at rates in excess of 
the level established by Opinion No. 699- 
H. 1 In addition the proposed rates are 
based In part, on an erroneous calcula¬ 
tion of the applicable rate from Valley 
Oas Transmission. Inc. This error per¬ 
tains to the proper cost and rate effect of 
Valley's payment of Louisiana severance 
taxes. 

In light of the foregoing. National Fuel 
Supply's proposed rates have not been 
shown to be Just and reasonable, and 
they will therefore be suspended for one 
day and permitted to become effective 
thereafter on March 2.1975. The amount 
of error In determining the Valley Oas 
rate is minor and insufficient to Justify 
rejection of the present filing. However 
National Fuel will be required to resubmit 
revised rates within 15 days reflecting 
the proper calculation of the Valley Oas 
rate. 

We further find that National Fuel 
Supply's tariff PGA clause should be 
modified to properly reflect the opera¬ 
tions of the company following the re¬ 
alignment of United Natural Oas Com¬ 
pany, Pennsylvania Otis Company, and 
Iroquois Oas Corporation into National 
Fuel Gas Supply Corporation and Na¬ 
tional Fuel Oas Distribution Corpora¬ 
tion.* * The applicant supply corporation's 
PGA clause is patterned after that of its 
predecessor United Natural Oas Com¬ 
pany. Since United Natural purchased 
only from pipeline suppliers, its POA 
clause, and consequently that of the 
present applicant, permitted filing of a 
POA rate increase whenever a change in 
the weighted average cost of purchased 
gas exceeds one tenth of a cent. However 
pursuant to Commission Order No. 452 
<47 FPC 1049, 1510). pipeline and pro¬ 
ducer purchases must be computed sepa¬ 
rately. and producer-related Increases 
may not be filed more often than once 
every six months. Since the corporate 
realignment National Fuel Supply has 
taken over Iroquois* purchases of gas 
from producers. As a result, producer 
supplies now account for almost 10 per¬ 
cent of National Fuel Supply's total gas 
purchases. It Is therefore necessary that 
National Fuel Supply's POA clause be 
revised so as to require separate com¬ 
putation of pipeline and producer POA 
rate Increases, and to permit the filing 
of producer-related Increases only seml-

annually and pipeline-related increases 
whenever the one mill requirement Is 
met. 

Finally, we will permit the filing by 
National Fuel Supply of revised POA 
rates to become effective on March 1, 
1975. provided the amounts of small pro¬ 
ducer rates in excess of the levels au¬ 
thorized in Opinion 699-H arc elimi¬ 
nated. and provided the necessary cor¬ 
rection is made for the Valley Gas rate. 
The effect of this procedure will be to 
make subject to refund only the small 
producer rates in excess of the author¬ 
ized levels. 

National Fuel 8upply requests waiver 
of the Commission's regulations govern¬ 
ing effective date on the ground It re¬ 
ceived Insufficient notice from Its sup¬ 
pliers to permit the proposed rates hero¬ 
in to be filed 45 days prior to the effec¬ 
tive date of the suppliers' rate increases. 
We find that good cause exists for waiver 
of the regulations in this instance. 

The Commission orders: (A) National 
Fuel Supply's proposed POA rate In¬ 
crease. as filed herein on February 25. 
1975. and as set forth on Second Revised 
Sheet No. 4 to Its FPC Oas Tariff. Orig¬ 
inal Volume No. 1. is hereby suspended 
for one day and the Commission's appli¬ 
cable regulations are waived to permit 
the proposed rates to become effective 
thereafter on March 2.1975. 

<B> Within 15 days from the date of 
this order National Fuel Supply shall 
file revised rates reflecting the corrected 
rate for gas purchased from Valley Oas. 

(C) Wlthtn 30 days from the date of 
this order National Fuel Supply shall 
submit a revised tariff POA clause in ac¬ 
cordance with the terms of Order No. 
452 and of this order. 

CD) National Fuel 8upply is hereby 
permitted to file, within 15 days from 
the date of this order, revised rates In 
accordance with the terms of this order, 
to be effective March 1,1975. 

<E) The Secretary shall cause prompt 
publication of this order in the Federal 
Register.

According to 
Northern, the estimated amount of the 
payments required of Northern under 
this agreement are as yet undetermined, 
although Northern alleges they will be 
substantial, and are expected to ap¬ 
proximate $800,000 during the calendar 
year 1975. 
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Northern also states that as considera¬ 
tion for the rights Exxon has granted 
Northern, Northern has agreed to include 
Area Rate. Excess Royalty Reimburse¬ 
ment. and Deregulation provisions In ex¬ 
isting gas purchase contracts between 
Northern and Exxon in the States of 
Texas. New Mexico and Kansas. 

Northern states that under the Prud- 
hoe Oil Pool Gas agreement it is re¬ 
quired to proceed diligently to obtain 
satisfactory rate and accounting authori¬ 
sation from this Commission related to 
the sums paid thereunder and any other 
authorizations to effectuate the intent of 
the parties.

Take notice that on February 12. 1975, 
the Administrative Law Judge in the 
proceeding in Docket No. RP74-71-2 
(Phase II) certified to the Commission 
for action a proposed settlement agree¬ 
ment. The said proceeding Involved the 
complaint of Southern Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany (Southern) on July 23, 1974 that 
Atlanta Gas Light Company (Atlanta) 
had continued to take up to 90.000 Mcf/d 
at its Newnan-Yates delivery point with¬ 
out a commensurate reduction in its

The Initial request by Atlanta for emer¬ 
gency relief from Southern's curtail¬ 
ment plan was made, pursuant to I 9.5 of 
Southern's curtailment plan, for a period 
of 15 days. Southern notified the Com¬ 
mission and began the delivery of the 
90.000 Mcf/d on June 24.1974. The Com¬ 
mission thereafter promptly Initiated 
hearings regarding the priority of the 15 
day emergency sales. These hearings cul¬ 
minated In an Initial decision on Novem¬ 
ber 26.1974. 

On July 2. 1974, Atlanta stated in a 
letter to the Commission that Georgia 
Power had requested emergency deliv¬ 
eries of 90,000 Mcf/d at the Yates Power 
Plant to be continued for an additional 
30 days beyond the original 15-day 
period. 

The Commission subsequently Issued 
a letter order on July 9.1974 and a clari¬ 
fying letter order on July 18. 1974 au¬ 
thorizing the emergency deliveries for 
an additional 30-day period, subject to 
certain conditions. A dispute arose as to 
volumes of natural gas Atlanta waa en¬ 
titled to receive in the Atlanta Area un¬ 
der the conditions of the Commission's 
letter orders. On the July 24. 1974, the

der Denying Enforcement Of Tariff Pro¬ 
visions And Requiring Reports and on 
September 20. 1974 the Commission de¬ 
nied Atlanta's petition for rehearing of 
that order. 

Thereafter on October 21. 1974. At¬ 
lanta hied a Petition for Rehearing and 
Reconsideration (of the September 20 
order). Or in the Alternative Petition for 
Waiver, and Request for Hearing. The 
Commission by order of December 4, 
1974, denied rehearing, but remanded 
the overrun penalty and pay-back is¬ 
sues for hearing. The hearing was begun 
and terminated on February 4.

This volume represents 
all emergency deliveries by Southern to 
Atlanta for Plant Tates not offset by a 
reduction in takes by Atlanta from 
Southern during the period commenc¬ 
ing on July 9. 1974. and extend¬ 

ing through August 8. 1974. Upon com¬ 
pletion of this repayment. Atlanta would 
have no further repayment obligation 
arising from the days in question, in¬ 
cluding the payment of monetary penal— 
tics. Atlanta would repay the subject 
gas during a period of 30 days com¬ 
mencing on July 9. 1975. Atlanta agrees 
to reduce its deliveries of gas to the 
Georgia Power Plant served by Atlanta 
from the Atlanta Area Delivery Point 
which will result in a reduction In At¬ 
lanta’s takes from Southern to the At¬ 
lanta Area Delivery Point by 9,531 Mcf 
each day during the aforementioned 30- 
day period.

l. Introduction. The following regula¬ 
tions implement the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act, as amended, 5 U.S.C. 552 
(hereinaiter the “Act"), and provide pro¬ 
cedures by which information may be ob¬ 
tained from the National Capital 
Planning Commission (hereinafter the 
’’Cominisskm*'). Official records made 
available pursuant to the Act shall be 
furnished to members of the public as 
prescribed herein. 

II. Organization . The Commission is 
the central planning agency for the Fed¬ 
eral Government in the National Capital 
The Commission is composed of (1) ex- 
officio, the Secretary of the Interior, the 
Secretary of Defense, the Administrator 
of the General Services Administration, 
the Mayor of the District of Columbia, 
the Chairman of the Council of the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, and the Chairmen of 
the Committees on the District of Colum¬ 
bia of the Senate and the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, or their alternates, and (2) 
five citizens, three of whom arc ap¬ 
pointed by the President, and two of 
whom are appointed by the Major of 
the District of Columbia. 

The Commission is assisted by a staff 
headed by an Executive Director. The 
staff is organized functionally os follows: 

(1) Current Planning and Program¬ 
ming 

(2) Long Range Planning and Re¬ 
gional Affairs 

(3) Legal Services, Commission Secre¬ 
tariat 

(4) Administrative Services 

<5) Public Affairs 

m. Public Access to Information —: 

A. General Policy . It is the Commission's 
general policy to facilitate the broadest 
possible availability and dissemination 
of information to the public. The Com¬ 
mission’s staff U available to assist the 
pubic In obtaining information formally 
by using the procedures herein or in¬ 
formally by discussions with the staff. 
The Commission’s staff may, therefore, 
continue to furnish informally to the 
public Information which, prior to the 
amendments to the Act contained in Pub. 
L. 93-502. enacted November 21, 1974, 
was customarily furnished in the regular 
performance of their duties, provided the 
staff do so In a manner not inconsistent 
with these regulations. In addition, to 
the extent permitted by other laws, the 
Commission will make available records 
which it is authorized to withhold under 
the Act when it determines that such dis¬ 
closure is in the public interest 

B. Established Place of Obtaining In¬ 
formation . Information may be obtained 
only from the Commission’s offices, which 
are located at 1325 O Street NW., Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 20576. Its official hours arc 
8:30 A.M. to 5 p.m.. Monday through 
Friday, excluding legal holidays. 


C. Information Sources Within the 
Commission. Requests for Commission 
publlcationadoffercd for sale or informal 
requests for general information on the 
Commission should be directed to the 
Office of Public Affairs. All formal re¬ 
quests for agency records pursuant to the 
Act must be directed to the Commission 
Secretary. Any request directed initially 
to the wrong Information source will be 
correctly routed by the Commission’s 
staff and the requesting party will be 
so notified. The ten-day time period 
within which the Commission is required 
to determine whether to comply with a 
request shall not begin to run until the 
request reaches, or with the exercise of 
due diligence should have reached, the 
appropriate information source. 

D. Information Routinely Available . 
The following types of information shah 
be routinely available (subject to the fee 
schedule, infra) for public dissemination 
without recourse to the Commission’s 
formal information request procedures 
unless such Information falls within one 
of the exemptions to agency disclosure 
listed In 5 U.S.C. 552(b): 

L Correspondence between the Com¬ 
mission and the public: 

2. Executive Director’s Recommenda¬ 
tions; 

3. Committee Reports; 

4. Commission Memorandums of Ac¬ 
tions; and 

5. Maps. 

Requests for Information, other than 
maps, shall be directed to the Commis¬ 
sion Secretary; map requests shall be 
directed to the Office of Public Affairs. 

E. Formal Requests for Information. 
All formal requests for information pur¬ 
suant to the Act shall be made in writing 
to the Commission Secretary. To expedite 
internal handling of such requests, the 
words *’Freedom of Information Request" 
shall appear on the face of the envelope 
bearing such request The request shall 
state that the request is made pursuant 
to the Freedom of Information Act; shall 
reasonably describe the information 
sought, including the date the Commis¬ 
sion received or produced the requested 
information, if knowui; shall state, pur¬ 
suant to the fee schedule set forth infra, 
the maximum fee the party making the 
request would be willing to pay for the 
duplication of the requested records with¬ 
out further approval; and shall, if pos¬ 
sible, provide a telephone number at 
which the requesting party can be con¬ 
tacted to facilitate handling of the 
request. 

F. Commission Response to Formal Re¬ 
quests. The Commission Secretary, upon 
request for Information made In com¬ 
pliance with these regulations, shall de¬ 
termine within ten days (excepting 
Saturdays, Sundays, and legal holidays) 
after the receipt of any such request 
whether to comply with such request and 
shall immediately notify the person 
making such request of such determina¬ 
tion and the reasons therefor and of the 
right of such person to appeal to the 
head of the agency any adverse deter¬ 
mination. In unusual circumstances as 
specified infra . the ten-day time limit 
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may be extended by written notice to the 
person making the request setting forth 
the reasons for such extension and the 
date on which a determination is ex¬ 
pected to be dispatched. No such notice 
shall specify a date that would result in 
an extension for more than ten working 
days. As used in this paragraph, “un¬ 
usual circumstances” means, but only to 
the extent reasonably necessary to the 
proper processing of the particular 
request: 

1. the need to search for and collect 
the requested records from establish¬ 
ments that are separate from the Com¬ 
mission's offices; 

2. the need to search for, collect, and 
appropriately examine a voluminous 
amount of separate and distinct records 
which are demanded in a single request; 
or 

3. the need for consultation, which 
shall be conducted with all practicable 
speed, with another agency having a 
substantial Interest in the determina¬ 
tion of the request or among two or more 
components of the agency having sub¬ 
stantial subject matter Interest therein. 

O. Determination to Grant Request. 
If the Commission Secretary makes a de¬ 
termination to grant a request in whole 
or in part, the person making such re¬ 
quest will be so notified in writing. The 
notice shall also include a description of 
the information to be made available, a 
statement of the time when and the 
place where such information may be in¬ 
spected or. alternatively, the procedure 
for duplication and delivery (by mall or 
other means) of the information to the 
requesting party and a statement of the 
total fees chargeable to the requesting 
person pursuant to the fee schedule 
infra. 

H. Determination to Deny Request- 
Appeal Procedure. If the Commission 
Secretary makes a determination to 
deny, in whole or in part, a request for 
information, he shall so notify the party 
making the request in writing. Any ap¬ 
peal of such determination shall be made 
in writing to the Chairman of the Com¬ 
mission and shall include a brief state¬ 
ment of the legal, factual, or other basis 
for the party's objection to the initial 
decision. The Chairman shall, within 
twenty days (excepting Saturdays. Sun¬ 
days, and legal holidays > of the receipt 
of any such appeal determine whether to 
grant or deny the appeal and shall, im¬ 
mediately upon making his decision, give 
wTltten notice of the decision to the 
party, including a brief statement of the 
reasons therefor. 

I. Waiver. Whenever a waiver of any 
of the procedures set forth herein would 
further the purpose of the Act by caus¬ 
ing the public disclosure of nonconfiden- 
tial information within the time period 
required by the Act, the Commission Sec¬ 
retary may. in the context of individual 
requests for information, waive any of 
the procedural requirements herein. 

J. Schedule of Fees. The fees the Com¬ 
mission may charge for the production of 
information pursuant to the Act is as 
follows:

The Commission keeps on file a limited 
quantity of back copies of Executive 
Director's Recommendations, Commit¬ 
tee Reports, and Commission Memoran¬ 
dums of Actions. The Commission will 
first attempt to fill specific requests for 
these documents from its supply of back 
copies and until the supply is exhausted, 
the Commission will provide the docu¬ 
ments at no charge. Once the supply is 
exhausted, the requested document will 
be provided in accord with the fee sched¬ 
ule. 

Fees will be waived when less than 
$5.00 or when it is in the public interest 
to do so. Such a waiver will be in the 
public interest, for example, when in 
the determination of the Commission the 
request will not impose an undue bur¬ 
den or expense upon it and the request 
is (1) from another Government orga¬ 
nization. Federal, State or local: (2) for 
the purpose of obtaining information 
primarily for the benefit of the general

Revenue Code of 1954 ("Code") or the 
requirements for deduction of the em¬ 
ployer's contributions under section 404 
(a)(2) of the Code and (11) annuity pur¬ 
chase plans adopted pursuant to sections 
403(b) or 408 of the Code. As previously 
stated, all amounts allocated to Account 
C will Initially be Invested in shares of 
the Fund, a diversified, open-end invest¬ 
ment company registered under the Act.

("Encore Fund"). a registered, operi-end.

AEtna Variable will act as Investment 
adviser to both the Fund and Encore 
Fund for a fee equivalent to approxi¬ 
mately 0.25% on an annual basis.

After Implementation of the proposed 
realignment program. Applicants will 
issue two Individual type variable an¬ 
nuity contracts-designated “Individual 
Retirement Account" and "Retirement 
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Planning’' contracts and one group type

that will participate in Account C. All 
such contracts will provide that either 
all or specified portions of purchase pay¬ 
ments may be applied to AEtna’s Vari¬ 
able's general account for accumulation 
on a fixed basis.

to have the values accumulated under 
such Pension Trust contracts, as of 
August l. 1975. transferred to the new 
individual type contracts without de¬ 
duction. Any person who purchases such 
a Pension Trust contract on or after 
December 3. 1974. the date Account C's 
registration statement under the Securi¬ 
ties Act of 1933 was filed, and who elects 
to exchange such a contract for a new 
individual type contract, will also receive 
from AEtna Variable additional accumu¬ 
lation units equal to the sum of the differ¬ 
ences between deductions made from 
purchase payments under the Pension 
Trust contract and deductions which 
would have been made from purchase 
payments under the Individual Retire¬ 
ment Account or Retirement Planning 
contract, together with simple interest at 
the rate of 6 percent per annum. The ex¬ 
change of contracts will be effected at 
the end of business on August 1, 1975 and 
will be permitted only with respect to 
those Pension Trust contracts which at 
the time of the exchange are still in the 
accumulation stage, i.e., with respect to 
which annuity payments are not being 
made. 

Section 11(a) of the Act provides that 
it shall be unlawful for any registered 
open-end company or principal under¬ 
writer for such a company to make or 
cause to be made an offer to the holder 
of a security of such company or of any 
other open-end investment company to 
exchange his security for a security in 
the same or another such company on 
any basis other than the relative net 
asset values of the respective securities 
to be exchanged, unless the terms of the 
offer have first been submitted to and ap¬ 


proved by the Commission. Section 11(c) 
of the Act provides that, Irrespective of 
the basis of exchange, the provisions of 
section 11(a) of the Act shall be ap¬ 
plicable to any type of offer of exchange 
of the securities of registered unit in¬ 
vestment trusts for the securities of any 
other Investment company. 

Applicants request an order pursuant 
to section 11(a) of the Act, to permit an 
offer to be made to certain owners of 
Pension Trust contracts to exchange such 
contracts for Individual Retirement Ac¬ 
count and Retirement Planning con¬ 
tracts. 

Applicants state that the requested 
order permitting an offer of exchange to 
be made will make available to owners 
of Pension Trust contracts any advan¬ 
tages which may result from owning the 
new individual type contracts. Appli¬ 
cants state that the additional credit to 
persons who purchase Pension Trust con¬ 
tracts, on or after December 3. 1974, Is 
designed to prevent any disruption in 
the sale of Pension Trust contracts which 
might otherwise result when prospective 
purchasers are notified of the forthcom¬ 
ing issuance of the new individual type 
contracts which will have a percentage 
deduction from purchase payments (9 
percent) significantly lower than the 
initial percentage deduction under Pen¬ 
sion Trust contracts (17 percent). 

Applicants state that since no charges 
will be assessed in connection with the 
excliangc, the principal abuse at which 
section 11(a) is directed (the imposition 
of additional sales charges) will not be 
present. Applicants represent that no at¬ 
tempt will be made by them to Induce an 
exchange, and that no compensation will 
be paid to any agents in connection with 
an exchange. Applicants further assert 
that an exchange made by persons who 
purchase Pension Trust contracts on or 
after December 3,1974, will be on a basis 
other than net asset value only by reason 
of the additional credits the exchanging 
contract owners will receive, and that 
such credits will be a benefit to them. 
As the credit will be paid by AEtna Vari¬ 
able from AEtna Variable's general ac¬ 
count. no owners of contracts partici¬ 
pating in any of its separate accounts 
will be prejudiced. 

Applicants state that the terms of the 
new' individual type contracts differ sig¬ 
nificantly from those of the Pension 
Trust contract and that an exchange 
would not necessarily be in the best in¬ 
terest of all Pension Trust contract own¬ 
ers. The determination whether to accept 
the exchange will be made by each con¬ 
tract owner. Whether an exchange wlU 
be advantageous will depend on a num¬ 
ber of factors, including the level of any 
premium tax to be paid under the new 
contract, the number of years before the 
contract owner's retirement, the number 
of years before the percentage deduction 
under the Pension Trust contract would 
decrease to 6%, whether the contract 
owner would elect a minimum death ben¬ 
efit guarantee under the new contract, 
the amount and frequency of payments 
to be made under the old and new con¬ 


tracts, the significance to be assigned to 
the absence of an income tax guarantee 
under the new contract and the absence 
also of a corresponding charge for such 
a guarantee, the amount accumulated 
under the present contract and expected 
to be accumulated in the future, the 
prospect for a surrender of the contract 
in whole or in part, and anticipated 
changes In the amount or frequency of 
payments or In other circumstances af¬ 
fecting the foregoing. 

AEtna Variable will seek to assist Pen¬ 
sion Trust contract owners in determin¬ 
ing whether to make an exchange by 
pointing out the applicable factors. Per¬ 
sons to whom the exchange offer is made 
will receive a prospectus describing the 
new individual type contracts, a prospec¬ 
tus describing the Pension Trust con¬ 
tracts. plus such additional information 
as may be necessary to assist contract 
owners in determining whether to make 
an exchange. 

Applicants submit that in view of the 
protections afforded by the proposed dis¬ 
closure to contract owners to whom the 
exchange offer will be made, the absence 
of any effort to Induce an exchange, and 
the absence of charges in connection with 
such an exchange, the proposed offer of 
exchange is fair and should be approved 
by the Commission. 

Applicants request a further order, 
pursuant to section 11(a) of the Act. to 
permit transfers of participant accounts 
under group contracts to individual con¬ 
tracts. The Group Variable Retirement 
contracts to be issued by Applicants pro¬ 
vide that if an employer's plan permits, 
or the contract owner so requests, a par¬ 
ticipant may have amounts accumulated 
on Ills behalf under a group contract 
transferred to an individual contract 
without charge. The Individual contract 
will be the contract for which the partici¬ 
pant qualifies at the time of the transfer 
and such contract (usually, the Retire¬ 
ment Planning contract) # will be deemed 
to have been outstandilng for the lesser 
of the number of years the participant 
has been In the plan or the group con¬ 
tract has been in force. In addition, if a 
participant becomes an employee of an¬ 
other employer w'hich has a Group Vari¬ 
able Retirement contract or similar 
group contract in force, AEtna Variable 
will permit such a participant to trans¬ 
fer amounts accumulated on his behalf 
to an individual account under the new 
employer’s contract without charge. 
Other group contracts. Including those 
no longer offered and those w'hich may be 
offered in the future, may contain similar 
transfer provisions. Applicants state that 
the transfer privilege is designed to per¬ 
mit an employee to hare payments ac¬ 
cumulated for his retirement under a 
single contract despite a change in em¬ 
ployment and submit that such a transfer 
privilege is fair and should be approved 
by the Commission. 

Section 22(d ). Section 32(d) of the Act 
provides, in pertinent part, that no regis¬ 
tered investment company or principal 
underwriter thereof shall sell any re¬ 
deemable security to the public except 
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at a current public offering price de¬ 
scribed In the prospectus. 

Applicants request an exemption from 
section 22(d) to permit those owners of 
Pension Trust contracts which partici¬ 
pate in Account C and qualify for tax 
sheltered treatment under sections 403- 
(b) or 403 of the Code to exchange their 
contracts for Individual Retirement Ac¬ 
count or Retirement Planning contracts, 
and to permit participants under group 
contracts to transfer amounts accumu¬ 
lated on their behalf to individual con¬ 
tracts, without any deduction for sales 
and administrative expenses. 

A further exemption from section 22 
(d> l s requested by Applicants to per¬ 
mit deductions from purchase payments 
for sales and administrative expenses to 
be based upon the aggregate amount of 
payments made under the contracts re¬ 
gardless of whether such payments, or a 
part thereof, are credited to Account C 
or to the general account of AEUia Vari¬ 
able. Applicants assert that, where a con¬ 
tract provides for a reduction, based upon 
the aggregate purchase payments made. 
In the deductions from purchase pay¬ 
ments for sales and administrative ex¬ 
penses. the Inclusion, in determining 
the aggregate purchase payments made, 
of amounts credited to AEtna Variable's 
general account is necessary to avoid 
discriminating against those persons who 
allocate a portion of their purchase pay¬ 
ments to AEtna Variable's general ac¬ 
count. 

Applicants also request an exemption 
from section 22(d) to permit the trans¬ 
fers. without additional deductions, of 
amounts accumulated in AEtna Vari¬ 
able's general account on a fixed basis 
to Account C at the annuity commence¬ 
ment date or an earlier date. Applicants 
represent that since the satno deductions 
for sales and administrative expenses ore 
made from each purchase payment with¬ 
out regard to whether the net proceeds 
are applied to the separate account, the 
general account, or a combination there¬ 
of. imposition of an additional deduction 
when amounts accumulated on a fixed 
basis are transferred to Account C would 
be inequitable and discriminatory. 

Applicants request a further exemption 
from section 22(d) to permit the experi¬ 
ence rating of sales and administrative 
expense deductions, including the cred¬ 
iting of additional units, without further 
deductions for sales charges. AEtna Vari¬ 
able's outstanding group contracts pro¬ 
vide, and group contracts issued in the 
future may provide, that if the deduc¬ 
tions for sales and administrative ex¬ 
pense exceed actual sales and adminis¬ 
trative costs, AEtna Variable in its dis¬ 
cretion may allocate all. a portion, or 
none of such excess as an experience rat¬ 
ing credit. Applicants represent that such 
credit will be made on a nondiscrimlna- 
tory basis in the form of additional ac¬ 
cumulation or annuity units and that 
such credit will not result in any dilution 
of the interests of other owners of or 
participants under variable annuity con¬ 
tracts as payment of the credit will be 
mode from AEtna Variable's general ac¬ 
count 


An exemption from section 22(d) U 
also requested by Applicants to permit a 
person entitled to any proceeds payable 
upon the death of another, under a vari¬ 
able annuity contract participating in 
Account C, to elect, if such an option is 
provided by the contract or the group 
contract plan, to purchase a variable an¬ 
nuity contract with such death proceeds. 
Including proceeds attributable to any 
Axed accumulation, without any deduc¬ 
tion for sales and administrative ex¬ 
penses. Applicants anticipate no signifi¬ 
cant selling expenses that would Justify 
a deduction when a beneficiary elects a 
variable annuity payment option. 

AEtna Variable intends to issue Indi¬ 
vidual Retirement Account and Retire¬ 
ment Planning contracts In place of Pen¬ 
sion Trust contracts in all Jurisdictions 
subsequent to implementation of the pro¬ 
gram. However, delays In obtaining ap¬ 
proval of the new individual type con¬ 
tracts in some Jurisdictions may make it 
necessary to continue to offer Pension 
Trust contracts in those jurisdictions 
until such approval is obtained. Conse¬ 
quently, Pension Trust contracts may 
continue to be sold In certain Jurisdic¬ 
tions subsequent to implementation of 
the Realignment Program. Purchase pay¬ 
ments under such contracts, and under 
other contracts outstanding as of imple¬ 
mentation. would continue to be received. 
Where the contracts are entitled to spe¬ 
cial tax treatment under the Code, such 
payments will be allocated to Account C. 
Sales charges under such contracts dif¬ 
fer from the sales charges under the 
contracts which will be offered subse¬ 
quent to implementation. Applicants 
therefore, request a further exemption 
from section 22(d) to permit Pension 
Trust contracts to continue to be sold 
in jurisdictions that have not approved 
the new individual type contracts until 
such approval is obtained, and to permit 
the continued receipt of purchase pay¬ 
ments on contracts that were outstand¬ 
ing upon implementation of the Realign¬ 
ment Program. 

Section 27(a) (3) and rule 27a-2. Sec¬ 
tion 27(a) (3) of the Act provides that no 
registered investment company Issuing 
periodic payment plan certificates and no 
depositor of or underwriter for such com¬ 
pany. may sell any such certificate if the 
amount of sales load deducted from any 
one of the first twelve monthly payments 
exceeds proportionately the amount de¬ 
ducted from any other such payment, or 
if the amount deducted from any sub¬ 
sequent payment exceeds proportionately 
the amount deducted from any other 
subsequent payment. Rule 27a-2 provides 
an exemption from the prohibitions of 
section 27(a)(3) for registered separate 
accounts and depositors of and under¬ 
writers for such accounts, provided that 
the proportionate amount of sales load 
deducted from any payment under a 
variable annuity contract participating 
therein does not exceed the proportionate 
amount deducted from any prior pay¬ 
ment thereunder. 

The Individual Retirement Account 
and Retirement Planning contracts to bo 
issued by Applicants will provide for per¬ 


centage deductions from purchase pay¬ 
ments for sales and administrative 
expenses to be assessed on the balance of 
the payment remaining after a flat dollar 
deduction and any deduction for ap¬ 
plicable premium taxes. In addition, an 
optional minimum death benefit guaran¬ 
tee may be elected for a charge of 1 
percent of the total purchase payment, 
and other optional insurance benefits 
may be made available at some future 
time under such contracts or other con* 
tracts for charges deducted from pur¬ 
chase payments. Where additional de¬ 
ductions are made for optional Insurance 
benefits, the percentage deduction from 
purchase payments for sales and ad¬ 
ministrative expenses is assessed against 
the net payment remaining after all 
other deductions. Accordingly, the total 
deductions from purchase payments for 
sales and administrative expenses (in¬ 
cluding any flat dollar deduction and the 
specified percentage deduction) under 
each of the above contracts may vary as 
a percent of the total purchase payment. 
Depending on the contract involved, such 
factors may cause the total deductions 
from any purchase payment for sales and 
administrative expenses to exceed pro¬ 
portionately such deductions made from 
a prior payment. 

Applicants state that the variation in 
the deductions for sales and administra¬ 
tive expenses as a percent of total pur¬ 
chase payments results from assessing 
the percentage deduction for sales and 
administrative expenses against the pay¬ 
ment net of certain other deductions. The 
flat dollar deduction for sales and ad¬ 
ministrative expenses reflects more ac¬ 
curately the incidence of certain sales 
and administrative expenses which are 
incurred regardless of the size of the pur¬ 
chase payment. Applicants state that the 
purpose of assessing the percentage de¬ 
duction for sales and administrative 
expenses against the net payment re¬ 
maining after certain other deductions is 
to avoid assessing a charge against the 
flat dollar charge and amounts deducted 
for other purposes, and that assessing 
such percentage deduction against the 
net payment provides for lower total de¬ 
ductions than w^ould otherwise result. 
Accordingly, Applicants request an ex¬ 
emption from the provisions of section 27 
(a) (3) and Rule 27a-2 to permit, under 
the circumstances described above, the 
proportionate amount of deductions for 
sales and administrative expenses from 
any purchase payment to exceed propor¬ 
tionately such deductions made from 
prior payments. 

Sections 26(a) and 27(e)(2). Sections 
26(a) and 27(c)(2). ns here pertinent, 
provide in substance that a registered 
unit investment trust and any depositor 
of and underwriter for such trust are 
prohibited from selling periodic payment 
plan certificates unless the proceeds of 
all payments, other than amounts de¬ 
ducted for sales loads, are deposited with 
a qualified bank as trustee or custodian 
and held under an indenture or agree¬ 
ment containing specified provisions. Ap¬ 
plicants state that AEtna Variable and 
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Account C axe subject to extensive super¬ 
vision and control by the Arkansas in¬ 
surance regulatory authorities and that 
such control and supervision protect 
variable annuity contract owners and 
provide the assurance of performance by 
AEtna Variable of its obligations to such 
owners. Applicants further state that 
under Arkansas insurance law, the as¬ 
sets of Account C attributable to variable 
annuity contracts shall not be charge¬ 
able with liabilities arising out of any 
other business AEtna Variable may con¬ 
duct, and that all obligations under the 
variable annuity contracts participating 
in Account C are general obligations of 
AEtna Variable, which AEtna Variable 
may not abrogate. 

It is further contemplated that the 
Fund shares and Encore Fund shares 
issued to Account C will be held pursuant 
to an open account system, will not be 
represented by any transferable stock 
certificates which might require a trust¬ 
eeship or custodianship for safekeeping 
purposes, and that the underlying secu¬ 
rities and similar Investments of the 
Funds will be deposited in the safekeep¬ 
ing of a qualified bonk. Applicants rep¬ 
resent that, under the foregoing cir¬ 
cumstances, the dangers of abandon¬ 
ment of Account C’s assets or default 
with respect to the obligations to security 
holders appear remote, and accordingly 
request an exemption from sections 26 
(a) and 27(c><2> to permit Applicants 
to sell variable annuity contracts with¬ 
out depositing with a qualified bank the 
net proceeds of payments thereunder. 

Applicants consent to the exemptions 
requested herein from sections 26(a) and 
27(c) (2) being made subject to the fol¬ 
lowing conditions: (1) that the charges 
to variable annuity contract owners for 
administrative services shall not exceed 
such reasonable amounts as the Com¬ 
mission shall prescribe, jurisdiction being 
reserved for such purpose; and (2) that 
the payments of sums and charges out 
of the assets of Account C shall not be 
deemed to be exempted from regulation 
by the Commission by reason of the re¬ 
quested order, provided that Applicants' 
consent to this condition shall not be 
deemed to be a concession to the Com¬ 
mission of authority to regulate the pay¬ 
ments of sums and charges out of such 
assets other than charges for adminis¬ 
trative services, and Applicants reserve 
the right in any proceeding before the 
Commission or in any suit or action in 
any court to assert that the Commission 
has no authority to regulate the pay¬ 
ments of such other sums or charges. 

Section 6(0 of the Act provides, in 
part, that the Commission may, by order 
upon application, conditionally or un¬ 
conditionally exempt any person, secu¬ 
rity, or transaction, or any class or 
classes of persons, securities, or transac¬ 
tions. from any provision or provisions of 
the Act or of any rule or regulation under 
the Act, If and to the extent that such 
exemption Is necessary or appropriate In 
the public interest and consistent with 
the protection of investors and the pur¬ 
poses fairly intended by the policy and 
provisions of the Act. 

Notice Is further given that any In¬ 
terested person may. not later than 


April 24, 1975, at 5:30 p.ra., submit to 
the Commission in writing a request for 
a hearing on the matter accompanied 
by a statement as to the nature of his 
interest, the reason for such request and 
the Issues of fact or law proposed to be 
controverted, or he may request that he 
be notified if the Commission shall order 
a hearing thereon. Any such communi¬ 
cation should be addressed: Secretary, 
Securities and Exchange Commission. 
Washington. D.C. 20549. A copy of such 
request shall be served personally or by 
mail (airmail if the person being served 
is located more than 500 miles from the 
point of mailing) upon Applicants at the 
address stated above. Proof of service 
(by affidavit or in case of an attorney- 
at-law by certificate) shall be filed con¬ 
temporaneously with the request. As pro¬ 
vided by Rule 0-5 of the rules and regu¬ 
lations promulgated under the Act, an 
order disposing of the application will 
be issued as of course following said date 
unless the Commission thereafter orders 
a hearing upon request or upon the Com¬ 
mission's own motion. Persons who re¬ 
quest a hearing, or advice as to whether 
a hearing is ordered, will receive any 
notices and orders issued In this matter, 
including the date of the hearing (IX 
ordered* and any postponement thereof.

Notice of Post-effective Amendment 
regarding issue and sale of notes to banks 
by holding company. Issue and sale of 
notes by subsidiary company to holding 
company, and acquisition by subsidiary 
company of notes of non-associate com¬ 
pany. Notice Is hereby given that Co¬ 
lumbia Gas System, Inc. (''Columbia"), 
a registered holding company, and one 
of its nonutllity subsidiary companies, 
Columbia Gas Transmission Company 
("Transmission"), have filed with this 
Commission a post-effective amendment 
to the application-declaration In this 
proceeding pursuant to the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act of 1935 ("Act"), 
designating sections 6, 7. 9, and 10 of the 
Act and Rule 43 thereunder as applicable 
to the proposed transactions. All Inter¬ 
ested persons arc referred to the amended 
application-declaration, which is sum¬ 
marized below, for a complete statement 
of the proposed transactions. 

By order in this proceeding dated Au¬ 
gust 2. 1971 (HCAR No. 17213), the Com¬ 
mission authorized certain transactions 
which related to Columbia's program to 
supplement its sources of natural gas 
supply through the importation of gas 
from Prudhoe Bay, Alaska. They essen¬ 
tially Involved Columbia's obtaining bank 
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loans of up to $200,000,000 and lending 
equal amounts to Transmission. In turn. 
Transmission was to make an advance 
payment of such amounts to BP Oil Cor¬ 
poration <"BP Oil'*) to assist in the fi¬ 
nancing and development of BP Oil’s 
oil and gas reserves in Prudhoe Bay. The 
advance payment was the consideration 
for Transmission's acquisition of a call 
on such gas reserves. 

BP Oil, as of the close of business on 
December 31. 1973. wos merged into 
Sohio Petroleum Company ("SPC”) and 
a wholly-owned subsidiaxr. as was BP 
Oil, of The Standard Oil Company 
("Sohio’'). SPC has succeeded to all of 
the properties and assets of BP Oil and 
has assumed all of Its debts, liabilities, 
undertaking*, agreements, and obliga¬ 
tions. 

To date. Transmission has advanced 
$175,000,000 to SPC. $60,000,000 on Au¬ 
gust 3. 1971. when the Crude Oil Sales 
Agreement was executed, $60,000,000 on 
October 31. 1974, and $55,000,000 on Feb¬ 
ruary 26, 1975, 

The agreement between Transmission 
and SPC has been amended to reduce the 
amount of Transmission's obligation to 
make advances to SPC from $200,000,000 
to $175,000,000. The amendment was 
necessitated principally because of the 
long delay in the issuance of a Federal 
permit for the construction of a crude oil 
pipeline for the transportation of crude 
oil from the Prudhoe Bay Area of Alaska 
to Valdez, Alaska. 

Columbia. Transmission, and the 
banks Involved propose to amend the 
Credit Agreement effective as of August 
15, 1974, so as to. among other tilings. (1) 
reduce the aggregate commitment of the 
bank* thereunder from $200,000,000 to 
$175,000,000. (U> change the Determina¬ 
tion Date (the date which determines 
the principal repayment commencement 
date) from July 1. 1975, to July 1. 1977, 
(lil> reduce the effective rate of Interest, 
and (tv) reduce the commitment fee 
from 1 percent to % percent per annum 
for the period from August 15, 1974, to 
February 28. 1975, on the last $55,000,000 
portion of the total $175,000,000 commit¬ 
ment- By agreement with the banks, no 
commitment fee was paid from August 15, 
1974, to October 31, 1974, on the second 
$60,000,000 advance, paid over by the 
banks to Columbia on the latter date. 
Simultaneously. Columbia and Trans¬ 
mission propose to amend the Intercom¬ 
pany Credit Agreement to reflect the 
nbove changes. As compared to Colum¬ 
bia's costs under the original agreements, 
the effect of the changes made by the 
amendment agreements will be to reduce 
Columbia’s aggregate costs for the bank 
loans by approximately $18,512,000 and 
reduce the recovery of costs from SFC by 
about $13,298,000, leaving a net costs 
savings to Columbia of $5,214,000. 

The fees and expenses to be incurred 
in connection with the proposed transac¬ 
tions are to be filed by amendment. It is 
stated that no State or Federal commis¬ 
sion. other than this Commission, has 
Jurisdiction over the proposed transac¬ 
tions. 

Notice is further given that any In¬ 
terested person may. not later than 
May 7, 1975, request in writing that a 


hearing be held on such matter, stating 
the nature of his interest, the reasons for 
such request, and the issues of fact or law 
raised by said post-effcctlve amendment 
to the application-declaration which he 
desires to controvert; or he may request 
that he be notified if the Commission 
should order a hearing thereon. Any such 
request should be addressed: Secretary, 
Securities and Exchange Commission. 
Washington. D.C. 20549. A copy of such 
request should be served personally or by 
mail (air mail if the person being served 
is located more than 500 miles from the 
point of mailing) upon the appllcants- 
declarants at the above-stated address, 
and proof of service (by affidavit or. in 
case of an attorney at law. by certificate) 
should be filed with the request. At any 
time after said date, the application- 
declaration. as amended or as it may be 
further amended, may be granted and 
permitted to become effective as provided 
In Rule 23 of the general rules and reg¬ 
ulations promulgated under the Act. or 
the Commission may grant exemption 
from such rules as provided in Rules 20 
(a) and 100 thereof or take such other 
action as It may deem appropriate. Per¬ 
sons who request a hearing or advice as 
to whether a hearing Is ordered will re¬ 
ceive any notices and orders issued in 
this matter, including the date of the 
hearing (If ordered) and any postpone¬ 
ments thereof.

CHAPTER VIII—LOW INCOME HOUSING, 
DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND 
URBAN DEVELOPMENT 

(Docket No R-75-3091 

PART 883—SECTION 8 HOUSING ASSIST¬ 
ANCE PAYMENTS PROGRAM—HOUS¬ 
ING FINANCE AND DEVELOPMENT 
AGENCIES 

Notice was given on December 6. 1974, 
at 39 FR 42753 that the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
was proposing to amend Title 24 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations by adding 
a new Part 1278 to Chapter VTH. 

The purpose of this Part, which has 
been redesignated as Part 883. is to set 
forth the essential elements of the sec¬ 
tion 8 Housing Assistance Payments 
Program—Housing Finance and Devel¬ 
opment Agencies, including, among other 
things, (1) the roles and responsibilities 
of participating housing finance or de¬ 
velopment agencies (Participating Agen¬ 
cies). HUD. developers, rehabilltators. 
Owners, and Eligible Families: (2) the 
basis for determining the amount of 
housing assistance payments: and (3) 
the prescribed forms and procedures. 

8ubpart A sets forth the standards of 
eligibility for Participating Agencies and 
method of application by a Participat¬ 
ing Agency for a set-aside. 

Subpart B sets forth definitions and 
basic policies for New Construction and 
Substantial Ftehabilltatlon, which closely 
parallel those for the other section 8 
programs (see 24 CFR. Parts 880 and 
881). 

8ubpart C provides simplified proce¬ 
dures for New Construction and Sub¬ 
stantial Rehabilitation projects for which 
a Participating Agency provides perma¬ 
nent financing (defined to include mort¬ 
gage Insurance) without federal mort¬ 
gage insurance. Such agency is called a 
Housing Finance Agency (HFA). Be¬ 
cause HFAs assume the risk of default 
and foreclosure for projects developed 
under this Subpart, this Subpart pro¬ 
vides that HFAs establish their own pro¬ 
cedures for obtaining and selecting pro¬ 
posals and, except as specified, that such 
HFAs arc not subject to the regulations 
for the regular section 8 Housing Assist¬ 
ance Payments Program—New Con¬ 
struction and Substantial Rehabilita¬ 
tion. 24-CFR, Parts 880 and 881, respec¬ 
tively. 

Subpart D provides procedures appli¬ 
cable to a Participating Agency utilizing 
all or part of its set-aside for an exist¬ 
ing housing project. 

HUD has received more than 35 re¬ 
sponses to the December 6. 1974 publi¬ 
cation. All of these comments were seri¬ 
ously considered and many changes have 
been incorporated in these regulations 
as a result of these and other comments. 
The principal changes are set forth below . 

1. To facilitate understanding and ref¬ 
erencing, proposed (9 1278.203 (Basic 
Policies) and 1278.318 (Project Opera¬ 
tion) have been renumbered to give sep¬ 
arate section numbers to the paragraphs 
within these sections. (See 95 883.203- 
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883.216 and 883.318-883.327, respectively, 
of the final regulations). All references 
below are to the new section numbers. 

2. The provisions concerning eligi¬ 
bility of agencies under this Part have 
been modified so that: (a) pursuant to 
9 883.102 and 5 883.301 and a new 5 883.- 
106, an agency which, as determined by 
HUD, otherwise qualifies for the special 
procedures under Subpart C may utilize 
such procedures notwithstanding the fact 
that the agency does not qualify for or 
does not wish to utilize a set-aside; and 
(b) pursuant to 55 883.102 and 883.103, 
only agencies with statewide responsi¬ 
bility for financing and/or development 
of housing arc eligible for a set-aside 
and/or the special procedures under this 
Part. However. HUD is considering sep¬ 
arate guidelines with respect to eligibility 
of local agencies for set-asides and/or 
special procedures on an experimental 
bi^is. 

3. A new 5 883.105 has been added to 
clarify procedures applicable to an 
agency which uses its set-aside for a 
New Construction or Substantial Reha¬ 
bilitation project but which does not 
qualify for or does not wish to utilize 
the special procedures under Subpart C 
with respect to the project, 

4. A new 5 883.109 has been added to 
clarify the procedures concerning HUD 
approval of the terms of financing for 
projects under Part 883. 

5. Because the definitions in 5 883.202 
are set forth In alphabetical order, para¬ 
graph designations are unnccesary and 
have, therefore, been deleted. 

6. The definition of “Eligible Family/* 
as set forth in 5 883.202. has been modi¬ 
fied to clarify that disabled persons are 
included within this definition. 

7. A definition of the term “HU D” ha s 
been added to 5 883.202 to include HUD’s 
designee. 

8. A definition of “Minimum Property 
Standards" (applicable to New Construc¬ 
tion projects pursuant to 9 883.208(a) 
(2)) has been added to 5 883.202. This 
term means HUD Minimum Property 
Standards or standards which the Sec¬ 
retary finds are equivalent to or exceed 
such HUD standards. 

9. Definitions of the terms "New Con¬ 
struction" and "Substantially Rehabili¬ 
tated Housing" have been added to 
9 883.202. These definitions provide that, 
among other things, housing which is 
already under construction or under¬ 
going rehabilitation may be eligible for 
participation under Part 883 if certain 
specified conditions are satisfied. 

10. Section 883.203 has been revised so 
that (a) pursuant to 883.203(a), if the 
HFA is using its set-aside for the project, 
the maximum total annual contribution 
that may be contracted for in the Annual 
Contributions Contract, Appendix I 
(ACC), will include, in addition to the 
total of the Gross Rents for all the Con¬ 
tract units in the project, a contingency 
for possible Increases in the Contract 
Rents resulting from higher financing 
costs (see paragraph 13(b) of this pre¬ 
amble) ; and (b) pursuant to 9 883.203 
(b), in order to assure that housing as¬ 


sistance payments will be increased on a 
timely basis, whenever the HUD-ap- 
proved Estimate of Required Annual 
Contributions exceed the maximum ACC 
commitment then in effect, and would 
cause the amount in the Project Account 
to be less than an amount equal to 40 
percent of such maximum ACC commit¬ 
ment. HUD will, within a reasonable 
time, take such additional steps author¬ 
ized by section 8(c)(6) of the United 
States Housing Act of 1937 (U8HAct>. 
as may be necessary to carry out this 
assurance. 

11. Sections 883.204(b) and 883.204(c) 
have been modified to increase the per¬ 
cent of Contract Ftent payable in the 
event of vacancies from 70 to 80. 

12. A new 9 883.204(e) has been added 
to provide for a reduction in the amount 
of housing assistance payments under 
the Contract where the interim financing 
is continued beyond one year from the 
effective date of the Contract and the 
interest cost of the Interim financing, 
for any period of three months after 
such first year, is less than the cost of 
debt service under the permanent financ¬ 
ing on which the Contract Rents were 
based. (See also section l.7g of the Hous¬ 
ing Assistance Payments Contract Ap¬ 
pendix III (Contract).) 

13. Section 883.205, the provisions con¬ 
cerning approval of Contract Rents, has 
been modified so that, among other 
things (a) pursuant to a new 5 883.205 
(b) (2). the HFA must submit certifica¬ 
tions concerning its projected rate of 
borrowing for the project (for both in¬ 
terim and permanent financing) and the 
spread, if any. between this projected 
rate and the projected rate at which 
funds will be loaned to the Owner, and 
(b) pursuant to a new 9 883.205(c), If. 
after the project is permanently fi¬ 
nanced. the actual debt service under the 
permanent financing is lower than the 
anticipated debt service on which the 
Contract Rents were based, the initial 
Contract Rents, or the Contract Rents 
then in effect, will be reduced common- 
suratcly and the amount of savings will 
be credited to the Project Account. If 
the actual debt service is higher and the 
HFA L<? using its set-aside for the project, 
such Contract Rents will be increased 
commensurately. subject to the condi¬ 
tions and limitations set forth in this 
provision. An alternative provision is in¬ 
cluded in the Agreement to Enter into 
Housing Assistance Payments Contract. 
Appendix II (Agreement) for adjustment 
of Contract Rents where permanent fi¬ 
nancing alone, rather than a combina¬ 
tion of Interim and permanent financing, 
Is utilized. (See also sections 1.5e and 
l.Sf of the Agreement and section 1.9e 
of the Contract.) 

14. Section 883.206(a) has been modi¬ 
fied so that the Contract term for a New 
Construction project (other than mobile 
homes) will be related to the term of the 
HFA financing (not to exceed 40 years 
for any unit). 

15. Section 883.206(c). relating to the 
Contract term for a Substantial Reha¬ 
bilitation project, has been modified so 
that (a) where the relative cost of the 
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rehabilitation is less than 15 percent of 
the value of the project after completion 
of the rehabilitation, the total Contract 
term for any unit may not exceed 5 
years; and (b) where such relative coat 
is higher, the total Contract term will 
cover the financing of the cost of reha- 
bilitatlon. or the remaining term of the 
existing indebtedness, if that be greater, 
or will cover the financing of the cost 
of the rehabilitation and of the acquisi¬ 
tion or refinancing of the existing in¬ 
debtedness (not to exceed 40 years for 
any unit*. 

16. Section 883.207(c), the provision 
authorizing special additional adjust¬ 
ments under limited circumstances, has 
been modified to <a> clarify the circum¬ 
stances under which such adjustments 
may be granted and <b> permit the IIPA 
(as well as the Owner) to demonstrate to 
HUD the need for such adjustment. 'See 
also section 1.0c of the Contract.) 

17. Section 883 208(a)(1) has been 
modified to eliminate the provision that 
housing developed for use in this pro¬ 
gram should correspond to the predomi¬ 
nant housing patterns of the locality In 
terms of structure and density. 

18. Section 883.211 has been clarified 
with respect to situations where the 
Agreement or the Contract is pledged as 
security for financing and a new 883.211 
(b) has been added to clarify the status 
of the Housing Assistance Payments 
Contract in the event of foreclosure and 
assignment or sale. 

19. Section 883.212 has been modified 
to permit the Owner to require each 
Family to make a security deposit in the 
amount of one month's Gross Family 
Contribution. (See also section 1.10b of 
the Contract.) 

20. The definitions of "large family" 
and "very large family." as used in 
1 883.214 for purposes of identifying 
those Families for whom housing assist¬ 
ance payments will equal the difference 
between 15 percent of gross income and 
the Gross Rent, have been modified as 
follows: 

(a) The term "large family" means a 
family which includes six or more minors 
(other thAn the head of the family or 
the spouse) > and . 

(b) The term ‘very large family" 
means a family which includes eight or 
more such family members. 

21. Section 883.215. which sets forth 
the responsibilities of the Owner, has 
been modified so that the HFA. rather 
titan HUD. will (a) make adjustments in 
the Allowance for Utilities and Other 
Services and (b> approve contracts be¬ 
tween the Owner and other entities for 
the performance of Owner services. 

23. Section 883.302, sections 2.16 and 
2.17 of the ACC. and sections 2.7. 2.8. and 
2.9 of the Contract have been clarified 
with respect to: <a> the rights of the 
Owner in the event of failure of the 
HFA to comply with the Contract and 
<b> the rights and obturations of the 
HFA and the rights of HUD for deter¬ 
minations of Owner defaults under the 
Contract and the taking of corrective 
action. 


23. Section 883 309(a). relating to 
HFA submission of the Proposal to HUD, 
has been clarified and simplified. 

24. The certifications which the HFA 
must submit to HUD with the Proposal 
have been expanded so that, pursuant to 
H 883.309(d) (1> and 883.309(d)(4). the 
HFA must certify that the developer, 
builder. Owner and management agent 
(if any) are acceptable for purposes of 
meeting all the obligations of the Agree¬ 
ment and Contract. 

25. Section 883.311(b> lias been 
modified to provide for notification to a 
unit of general local government i which 
had been given an opi>ortun lty to com¬ 
ment on the Proposal) as to HUD’s final 
action with respect to the Proposal. 

26. The provisions relating to the 
HFA s acceptance of the Notification of 
Application Approval and the prepara¬ 
tion and execution of the ACC and 
Agreement. 55 883.312 and 883.313. have 
been clarified. 

27. Section 883.312'd) has been 
modified so that the HFA-certificd 
working drawings and specifications will 
be retained in the HFA files (and be 
available for examination by HUD) 
rather than be submitted to HUD with 
the certification. 

28. Section 883.315(c). respecting 
changes from, the approved Proposal, 
lias been (a) clarified as to the time 
within whic h the HFA must submit such 
changes to HUD for approval and (b> 
modified to permit Contract Rents with 
HUD approval to be increased where re¬ 
quired by changes in local codes or 
ordinances made subsequent to execu¬ 
tion of the Agreement. 

29. The certifications required from 
the HFA at project completion, as set 4 
forth in 9 883.316(a). hare been ex¬ 
panded to include a certification that, 
among other things, the project has 
been constructed or rehabilitated in ac¬ 
cordance with applicable zoning, build¬ 
ing and housing codes, etc. 

30. Section 883.327, which provides for 
the reduction of Contract units utilized 
by the Owner over a substantial period 
of time for other than Eligible Families 
has been modified to provide for restora¬ 
tion of the withdrawn units under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. (See also section 
1.12 of the Contract.) 

31. A new 9 883.401 has been added 
which sets forth procedures applicable 
to a Participating Agency which uses ail 
or part of its set-aside for an existing 
housing program. Pursuant to this pro¬ 
vision, such Agency is subject to the 
regu lar existing housing regulations. 24 
CFR. Part 882 except that : (a) it may 
submit on application to HUD at any 
time, without reference to a HUD In¬ 
vitation for an existing housing pro¬ 
gram: and (b) its application will be 
exempt from the pro visions of section 
213(a) of the Housing and Community 
Development Act unless the unit of gen¬ 
eral local government In which assist¬ 
ance in to be provided objects, in Its 
Local Housing Assistance Plan, to the 
exemption. 

Although many modifications were 
made as a result of the comments re¬ 


ceived. some recommendations In the 
comments are not reflected In the final 
regulations. The more recurrent and sig¬ 
nificant of these comments are discussed 
below. 

Several comments were directed at 
subject matter which is covered in other 
regulations. For example, comments con¬ 
cerning Fair Market Rents and Auto¬ 
matic Annual Adjustment Factors are 
covered by the regulations relating to 
these items, 24 CFR, Part 888. Similarly, 
comments concerning computation of in¬ 
come for purposes of determining eligi¬ 
bility and amount of Gross Family Con¬ 
tribution are covered by the regulations 
respecting these determinations* 24 CFR, 
Part 889. 

Some comments recommended that the 
60 day limitation on payments to Own¬ 
ers for vacant units during rent-up (see 
5 883.204(b)) be eliminated. This limita¬ 
tion. how ever, is required by section 8(c) 
(4) <B> of the United States Housing Act 
of 1937 (USH Act), which states that: 
"• • • payments may be mode with re¬ 
spect to unoccupied units for a period 
not exceeding 60 days." 

Many comments suggested that the 
UFA. as administrator of the Contract, 
should receive a fee for the cost of ad¬ 
ministration similar to the fee allowed 
to public housing agencies ( PHAs ) In the 
other section 8 programs. In HUD’s judg¬ 
ment. however. HFAs participating under 
this Part are compensated sufficiently in 
the form of lower interest rates from the 
tax-exempt financing and/or mortgage 
insurance premiums. As a result, unlike 
PHAs in the other section 8 programs, 
there is no justification for providing the 
HFAs with a separate fee. 

Many comments objected to the pro¬ 
vision which prohibits an HFA from 
both administering the Housing Assist¬ 
ance Payments Contract for a project 
and contracting to perform the manage¬ 
ment and maintenance for the same proj¬ 
ect. This prohibition Is retained in the 
final regulations (see 5 883.215(b)) in 
order to avoid the conflict of Interest 
that would exist If the entity which Is 
the Contract administrator, and is there¬ 
fore responsible for enforcement of com¬ 
pliance with management and mainte¬ 
nance requirements, were itself the en¬ 
tity whose compliance must be evalu¬ 
ated and enforced. 

Some comments stated that the pro¬ 
vision requiring HUD approval of the 
terms of financing where the Agreement 
or Contract is offered or pledged as secu¬ 
rity for any loon or obligation (5 883.211 
(a)) should be eliminated. This provi¬ 
sion, however, is retained in the final 
regulations because it is r equired by sec¬ 
tion 8<e> (4) of the USH Act 

Many comments objected to the pro¬ 
vision which requires that Contract 
Rents reflect the savings in interest to 
the HFA as a result of tax-exempt fi¬ 
nancing (see 5 883.205(b)(1)). However, 
because the interest savings Is the result 
of favorable Federal tax treatment to the 
HFA, the benefit should be reflected In 
the Contract Rents the payment of which 
Is supported by Federal subsidy. 
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Among the criteria that HUD will con¬ 
sider in determining whether to grant a 
set-aside and the amount of such set- 
aside. Is the ability and willingness of an 
HFA to limit the number of units leased 
by assisted families to 20 percent or less 
In projects of more than 50 units and 
not designed for the elderly or handi¬ 
capped (see | 883.104(d) (6)). Several 
comments expressed concern that this 
criterion will operate to the disadvantage 
of HFAs servicing rural areas where 
large projects are not appropriate. In re¬ 
sponse to this concern it should be noted 
that this criterion is only one of seven 
factors and which HUD may consider is 
not necessarily of equal weight with the 
other factors. In addition, this criterion 
Is consistent with the second of the two 
stated statutory purposes of section 8. 
•’promoting economically mixed hous¬ 
ing/* 

Although it was necessary to limit the 
comment period to fifteen days because 
of the statutory requirement that these 
regulations be made effective as of Jan¬ 
uary 1. 1975, more than 60 days haw 
elapsed since publication of the proposed 
regulations. Moreover, HUD has consid¬ 
ered all comments received, including 
more than 20 which were received after 
the 15-day comment period. Therefore, 
an additional specified comment period 
will n ot be provided at this time. How¬ 
ever. HUD will consider any additional 
comments which are submitted and may 
make further modifications of these reg¬ 
ulations If they are of sufficient signifi¬ 
cance. Comments should be addressed to 
the Rules Docket Clerk. Office of the 
General Counsel, Room 10245. Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment. 451 Seventh Street SW„ Washing¬ 
ton. D.C. 20410. A copy of each commu¬ 
nication w'ill be available for public in¬ 
spection during business hours. 

A finding of Inapplicability with re¬ 
spect to the National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969 has been made with 
respect to these regulations. A copy of 
this Finding of Inapplicability Is avail¬ 
able for inspection during regular busi¬ 
ness hours at the above address. 

In order to comply with the statutory 
requirement that these regulations be 
made effective as of January 1, 1975. the 
Assistant Secretary for Housing Produc¬ 
tion and Mortgage Credit/FHA Commis¬ 
sioner has determined that these regula¬ 
tions be made effective as of that date. 

Effective date. These regulations are 
effective as of January 1. 1975.

Various States have established state¬ 
wide housing finance or development 
agencies to encourage the provision of 
housing for low and moderate income 
persons and families. To enable these 
agencies to effectively develop programs 
to meet housing needs within their re¬ 
spective Jurisdictions, set-asides under 
the Housing Assistance Payments Pro¬ 
gram may be provided under the pro¬ 
visions of this Subpart Some of these 
agencies also finance the construction 
and rehabilitation of housing and as¬ 
sume the risks of default and foreclosure 
on developments they finance. To allow 
these agencies flexibility in developing 
programs to meet housing needs, special 
policies and procedures are provided. 

§883.102 Eligibility of agencies for 
purposes of ihU pari. 

(a> Eligibility for Set-Asides. A Par¬ 
ticipating Agency ("Agency") (see 
4 883.103) 1 a eligible to receive set-asides 
under this 8ubpart. 

<b) Eligibility for Special Procedures. 
With respect to any project for which 
an Agency provides permanent financ¬ 
ing without Federal mortgage Insurance, 
It may utilise the special procedures set 
forth In Sub part C of this Part. When 
utilizing these special procedures, the 
Agency is an HFA as defined In 4 883.202. 

(c> '*Provide Permanent Financing ." 
For purposes of this Part, an Agency is 
deemed to "provide permanent financ¬ 
ing" if HUD determines that: (1) the 
Agency provides permanent financing 
from its own funds, including the sale or 
its obligations: or (2) permanent financ¬

In order to qualify for a set-aside and/ 
or the special procedures set forth In 
this Part, an agency must submit a letter 
showing that it Is a housing finance and/ 
or development agency with statewide re¬ 
sponsibility and that it qualifies as a 
public housing agency ("PHA"), as de¬ 
fined in the UiJ. Housing Act of 1937. and 
requesting participation to the Assist¬ 
ant Secretary for Housing Production 
and Mortgage Credit. U.S, Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
<**HUD”). Washington. DC. 20410. En¬ 
closed with the letter shall be two copies 
of: (a) the relevant enabling legisla¬ 
tion. (b) any rules and regulations 
adopted or to be adopted by the agency 
to govern its operations, and (c) an opin¬ 
ion from the agency counsel that the 
agency is legally qualified and authorized 
to participate In the Housing Assistance 
Payments Program. This opinion shall 
Include an explanation of the basis and 
extent of the agency’s legal authority. If 
any. for housing development or admin¬ 
istration in the areas of operation of any 
existing PHAs (see definition of PHA in 
5 883.202). After prompt review, the 
agency shall be notified whether or not. 
and in what respects, it is qualified to 
participate. Copies of the notification 
shall be provided to the HUD Regional 
Office and appropriate field office(s). An 
agency so notified that it is qualified to 
participate is defined in 5 883.202 as a 
Participating Agency ("Agency”). 

§ 883.101 Srt.ft*idr*. 

(a) Notification of Availability of Set- 
Asides . HUD will set aside for use by 
Agencies portions of allocations of con¬ 
tract authority for the Housing Assist¬ 
ance Payments Program and will 
promptly notify Agencies that set-asides 
will be available. The notice shall also 
state the time within which requests for 
set-asides must be received. 

(b> Applying for Set-Asides. In order 
to receive a set-aside, an Agency must 
submit a letter requesting a set-aside to 
the appropriate HUD field office direc¬ 
tor^) with copies to the HUD Regional 
Administrator and the Assistant Secre¬ 
tary for Housing Production and Mort¬ 
gage Credit.

(2) indicate the portion of 
the set-aside to be used in metropolitan 
and non-metropolitan areas, and (3) in¬ 
dicate the portion of the set-aside to be 
used for dwelling units of three or more 
bedrooms. Promptly following receipt of 
the HUD letter, the Agency shall make a 
public announcement that it has been 
allocated a set-aside, specify the amount 
of the set-aside, and indicate where and 
when applications to the Agency may be 
submitted by developers or Owners. 

<d) Determination of Set-Aside. The 
determination of whether to grant a set- 
aside and the amount of any set-aside 
shall be made on the basis of the criteria 
set forth in this paragraph (d). The 
amount of any set-aside otherwise war¬ 
ranted under this paragraph shall not 
be reduced by reason of any New Com¬ 
munities set-aside granted to the 
Agency. 

<1> The degree of the Agency's exper¬ 
tise in connection with the development 
of housing, and the Agency’s ability to 
administer the set-aside: 

(2) Tlie extent to which the housing 
needs of the State have been evaluated, a 
program has been developed to provide 
housing in those areas with the most crit¬ 
ical needs, and the Agency is prepared 
to use the set-aside to implement that 
program (in determining relative hous¬ 
ing needs, the Agency should consider 
factors such as those specified in sec¬ 
tion 213(d) of the HCD Act): 

(3) The extent to which the Agency's 
program complements the allocation 
program of the HUD field office; 

(4> Where applicable, the Agency's 
ability and willingness to serve inner- 
city and rural non-farm housing needs; 

(5> The Agency's ability and willing¬ 
ness to provide permanent financing 
without Federal mortgage insurance; 

(6> The Agency’s ability and willing¬ 
ness to limit the number of units leased 
by assisted families to 20 percent or less 
of the units in projects of more than 
50 units and not designed for use pri¬ 
marily by the elderly and the handi¬ 
capped ; and 

(7) The Agency’s ability and willing¬ 
ness to provide dwelling units of three 
or more bedrooms, where the need for 
such units is shown, taking into account 
the responsibility of the HUD field office 
to achieve the goal of providing a num¬ 
ber of large dwelling units equal to at 
least 20 percent of all the assisted units 
approved under the Section 8 Housing 
Assistance Payments Program. 

(e) Bonus Set-Aside for 20 Percent 
Projects. It is expected that, wherever* 
possible. Agencies will limit the per¬ 
centage of subsidized families in a 
project. If this percentage is 20 percent 
or less In newly constructed or substan¬ 
tially rehabilitated projects. In accord¬ 
ance with the guideline stated in para¬ 
graph (d)(6) of this section, the Agency 
will receive an additional set-aside out 
of subsequent allocations to the field 
office. Tills additional set -asid e shall be 
determined as follows: HUD will au¬ 
thorize a set-aside of one additional unit 
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for every four units which were com¬ 
mitted for leasing by assisted families in 
accordance with the 20 percent guide¬ 
line prior to the time such subsequent 
allocation is made: however, a unit may 
be counted only once in determining the 
amount of the additional set-asldc. For 
purposes of tills paragraph, a unit shall 
be deemed committed if an Agreement 
to Enter into Housing Assistance Pay¬ 
ments Contract has been executed with 
respect to such unit. For example, if an 
Agency has entered into an Agreement 
to Enter into Housing Assistance Pay¬ 
ments Contract with a developer for a 
structure of 100 units, of which 20 units 
are to be leased by assisted families, the 
set-aside for the next fiscal year will in¬ 
clude an additional five units. 

(f) Termination of Set-Asides. Set- 
asides not assigned to projects on or be¬ 
fore the 45th day prior to the end of each 
Federal fiscal year arc automatically ter¬ 
minated as of that date, unless the As¬ 
sistant Secretary for Housing Produc¬ 
tion and Mortgage Credit shall agree in 
writing to extend the date. For purposes 
of this paragraph, set-aside authority is 
deemed assigned on the date the field 
office issues a Notification of Application 
Approval for a specific number of units 
and a specific amount of annual contri¬ 
butions for a new construction or sub¬ 
stantial rehabilitation project or, in the 
case of an existing housing program, 
when an Annual Contributions Contract 
List is approved by HUD. However, with 
respect to any new construction or sub¬ 
stantial rehabilitation project, unless an 
Agreement to Enter into Housing Assist¬ 
ance Payments Contract, executed by the 
Agency and the Owner, is submitted to 
HUD within six months of the date of 
Notification of Application Approval, the 
Notification shall expire and the units 
not covered by such Agreement(s) shall 
automatically be cancelled, unless the 
Assistant Secretary for Housing Produc¬ 
tion and Mortgage Credit agrees in writ¬ 
ing to extend the date. 

(g) Transfer of Set-Asides. Where a 
specific portion of an Agency’s set-aside 
is assigned to a particular project (as de¬ 
fined in paragraph (f) of this section) 
and it is subsequently determined that 
the portion so assigned cannot be used 
for that project, the Agency may retain 
use of that portion only by proceeding 
in the following manner . 

(1) Project terminated or reduced on 
or before the 4Sth day prior to the end 
of the Federal fiscal year. If the deter¬ 
mination to terminate or reduce the 
number of assisted units in a particular 
project is made on or before the 45th 
day prior to the end of the Federal fiscal 
year in which the set-aside was assigned 
to that project, the Agency shall notify 
the HUD field office of that determina¬ 
tion. The portion of the set-aside for 
the particular project will be cancelled 
or reduced accordingly and the portion 
thereby released will be available for 
assignment to another project through 
the 45th day prior to the end of the same 
fiscal year. 

(2) Project termination or reduction 
after the 45th day prior to the end of the 
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Federal fiscal year. If the determination 
to terminate or reduce the number of as¬ 
sisted units In a particular project Is 
made after the 45th day prior to the end 
of the Federal fiscal year in which an as¬ 
signment was made to that project, the 
Agency may transfer the released portion 
of the set-aside to another project or 
projects provided each of the following 
conditions Is satisfied: _ 

(i) The Agency notifies the HUD field 
office promptly after the determination 
is made and provides full and complete 
information concerning the proposed 
transfer, including names and locations 
of the projects involved, the specific 
amount of set-aside to be transferred, 
and a written statement of assurance 
that an Agreement, executed by the 
Agency and the Owner, will be sub¬ 
mitted to HUD within six months; 

(it) The proposed transfer is In fact 
made to a specific project in a specific 
location and Is subject to the condition 
that an Agreement, executed by the 
Agency and the Owner. Is submitted to 
HUD within six months of the date of the 
transfer, unless the Assistant Srcretary 
for Housing Production and Mortgage 
Credit agrees in writing to extend such 
date; and that if such an Agreement is 
not submitted to HUD within such time, 
the transferred set-aside shall automati¬ 
cally terminate and the Agency’s total 
set-aside for the current fiscal year shall 
not be Increased to compensate for such 
termination. 

§ 883.105 Agritrir* u^ing *c I-asides but 
not special procedure*. 

IX on Agency has a set-aside but does 
not qualify for or does not wish to utilize 
the special procedures under Subpart C 
with respect to a New Construction or 
Substantial Rehabilitation project, it 
sh all fo llow the provisions set forth in 
24 CFR Part 880 or 881. whichever is ap¬ 
plicable. except os follows; 

(a) The Agency may submit a Prelim¬ 
inary Proposal to the HUD field offi ce at 
any time without reference to any HUD

g 883.106 Agencie* lifting iprcial pro¬ 
cedure** for project* for which pre¬ 
liminary proposed* %r ere •elected by 
HUD. 

If a Preliminary Proposal w hich was 
submitted to and selected by a HUD field 
office pursuant to the New Construction 
or Substantial Rehabilitation Regula¬ 
tions <24 CFR 880.203- 206 and -.208 or 
24 CFR 881.203-.206 and -.208) Is for a 
project which is to be permanently fi¬ 
nanced without Federal mortgage insur¬ 
ance by an Agency which wishes to use 
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the special procedures under Supbart C 
for that project (whether or not the 
Agency uses a set-aside for the project). 
the Agency, in lieu of the submission of a 
Final Proposal pursuant to said regula¬

pectus.** copies of which shall be fur¬ 
nished to HUD when issued). HUD re¬ 
view shall be limited to those matters 
related to or affecting section 8. After 
prompt review. HUD shall notify the 
Agency that the documents are accept¬ 
able or. if unacceptable, shall request 
clarification or changes. In the event 
on Agency which has obtained HUD 
approval of those portions of its financ¬ 
ing documents related to or affecting 
section 8 proposes substantive changes 
in the documents affecting section 8. 
whether by way of amendment, replace¬ 
ment or supplementation, such changes 
must be submitted to HUD for prior 
approval. 

<b> The Agency shall retain In Its files, 
and make available for HUD inspection, 
the documentation relating to its financ¬ 
ing of section 8 projects, including any 
certifications of compliance with the ap¬ 


plicable Department of Treasury regu¬ 
lations regarding arbitrage. 

Subpart B—Definitions and Basic Policies 
§ 883.201 Applicability of Subpnrt B. 

The provisions of this Subpart are ap¬ 
plicable to newly constructed and sub¬ 
stantially rehabilitated housing devel¬ 
oped under Subpart C of this Part pur¬ 
suant to section 8 of the Act. Existing 
housing projects administered by Agen¬ 
cies shall be subject to the regulations 
for the Housing Assistance Payments 
Program—Existing Housing under sec¬ 
tion 8 of the Act, except as modified in 
Subp&rt D of this Part. 

§ 883.202 Definition*. 

Agency. See definition of Participating 
Agency. 

Agreement to Enter Into Housing As¬ 
sistance Payments Contract {"Agree¬ 
ment"). A written agreement between 
the Owner and the HFA, Approved by 
HUD, that, upon satisfactory comple¬ 
tion of the housing In accordance with 
the HUD-arproved Proposal, the HFA 
will enter Into a Housing Assistance 
Payments Contract with the Owner. (See 
Appendix II.) 

Allowance for Utilities and Other Serv¬ 
ices ("Allowance"). An amount deter¬ 
mined by the HFA to be a reasonable al¬ 
lowance for the cost of utilities (except 
telephone) and charges for other serv¬ 
ices payable directly by the Family. In 
the case of a Proposal under which the 
Families must pay directly for one or 
more utilities or services, the amount of 
the Allowance is deducted from the Gross 
Rent in determining the Contract Rent 
and is included in the Gross Family 
Contribution. 

Annual Contributions Contract 
("AC C"). A written agreement between 
HUD and the HFA to provide annual 
contributions to the HFA with respect 
to the project. (See Appendix L) 

Application . An application for assign¬ 
ment of a portion of a set-aside to a 
specific project. 

Contract See definition of Housing As¬ 
sistance Payments Contract. 

Contract Rent. The rent payable to the 
Owner under his Contract Including the 
portion of the rent payable by the Fam¬ 
ily. In the case of a cooperative, the term 
"Contract Rent" means charges under 
the occupancy agreements between the 
members and the cooperative. 

Decent , Safe, and Sanitary. Housing 
is Decent. Safe, and Sanitary at project 
completion if the HFA certifies that the 
dwelling units and related facilities meet 
the requirements of the Agreement. (See 
8 883.316.) Housing continues to be De¬ 
cent, Safe, and SanltAry If it is being 
maintained In a condition substantially 
the same as that on completion, in all 
pertinent respects, including the fol¬ 
lowing: 

(a) Condition of the exterior (includ¬ 
ing the grounds • and Die interior of the 
structure of the housing unit; 

(b) Operating condition of sanitary 
facilities and of solid and liquid waste 
disposal facilities; 
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(c> Operating condition of kitchen fa¬ 
cilities. including range and refrigerator, 
sink, and space for storage of food and 
for storage of utensils and dishes: 

•d> Operating condition of heating, 
lighting and ventilating equipment 
and/or other facilities: and 

»e) Size, number of rooms, and fur- 
nishability in relation to the size and type 
of Family in occupancy In accordance 
with any applicable State or local rxxies. 

Eligible Family ("Family"). A Family 
which qualifies as a Lower-Income 
Family and which meets the other re¬ 
quirements of the Act and this Part. 
The term Family includes an elderly, 
handicapped, disabled, or displaced per¬ 
son and the remaining member of a 
tenant family as defined In section 3(2) 
of the Act. A Family’s eligibility for 
housing assistance payments continues 
until the Gross Family Contribution 
equals the Gross Rent for the dwelling 
unit It occupies, but the termination of 
eligibility at such point shall not affect 
the family’s other rights under its Lease 
nor shall such termination preclude re¬ 
sumption of payments as a result of sub¬ 
sequent changes in Income or other 
relevant circumstances during the term 
of the Contract. 

Fair Market Rent, (a) The rent, in¬ 
cluding utilities (except telephone), 
ranges and refrigerators, parking, and 
all maintenance, management and other 
services, whi ch, a s determined at least 
annually by HUD. would be required to 
be paid in order to obtain privately de¬ 
veloped and owned, newiy constructed 
rental housing of modest (non-luxury > 
nature with suitable amenities and 
sound architectural design meeting the 
objectives of the HUD Minimum Prop¬ 
erty Standards. 

(b) Separate Fair Market Rents will 
be established for dwelling units by 
various sizes (number of bedrooms) and 
types (eg., elevator, row, detached, 
mobile homes: housing designed for the 
elderly or handicapped shall be a sepa¬ 
rate type for this purpose). 

<c> The Fair Market Rente will be 
published in the Federal Register, and, 
in order to allow for the period of con¬ 
struction, computation of the published 
Fair Market Rems will include HUD’s 
estimate of anticipated rent Increases 
during an appropriate future period as 
stated in the publication. Accordingly, 
for any given project for which the 
scheduled construction time will be less 
than such future period, an appropriate 
reduction will be made in determining 
the approvable Contract Rent. 

(d> The Fair Market Rent, minus the 
amount of any applicable Allowance for 
Utilities and Other Services payable 
directly by the Family, shall be the 
maximum amount that can be approved 
as the Contract Rent, except that the 
maximum approvable amount may be 
lower as stated in paragraph (c) of this 
definition and may be higher or lower as 
provided in 8 883.205. 

Financing Cost Contingency. The con¬ 
tingency included in the ACC pursuant 
to 8 883.203. 
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Gross Family Contribution. The por¬ 
tion of the Gross Rent payable by an 
Eligible Family, io.. the difference 
between the amount of the housing as¬ 
sistance payment payable on behalf of 
the Family and the Gross Rent. 

Gross Rent. The Contract Rent plus 
any Allowance for Utilities and Other 
Services. 

HCD Act The Housing and Com¬ 
munity Development Act of 1974. 

Housing Assistance Payments Con¬ 
tract ("Contract"). A written contract 
between the Owner and the HFA, ap¬ 
proved by HUD. tor the purpose of pro¬ 
viding housing assistance payments to 
the Owner on behalf of Eligible Families. 
(See Ap*>cndix III.) 

Housing Finance Agency ("HFA "). A 
Participating Agency which provides 
permanent financing (as defined in 
8 883.102(c)) without Federal mortgage 
imturance for newly constructed or sub¬ 
stantially rehabilitated housing. 

Housing Assistance Payment on Be¬ 
half of Eligible Family. The amount of 
housing assistance payment on behalf of 
an Eligible Family determined in accord¬ 
ance with schedules and criteria estab¬ 
lished by HUD. (See 8 883.214.) 

HUD. The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development or its designee. 

Income. Income from all sources of 
each member of the household as deter¬ 
mined in accordance with criteria estab¬ 
lished by HUD. 

Lease. A written agreement between 
an Owner and an Eligible Family for the 
leasing of a Decent. Safe, and Sanitary 
dwelling unit in accordance with the ap¬ 
plicable Contract, which agreement Is in 
compliance with the provisions of this 
Part. 

Local Housing Assistance Plan. A hous¬ 
ing assistance plan submitted by a unit 
of general local government and ap¬ 
proved by HUD under section 104 of the 
HCD Act or. in the case of a unit of 
general local government not participat¬ 
ing under Title I of the HCD Act, a hous¬ 
ing plan which contains the elements set 
forth in section 104<a> (4> of the HCD 
Act and which is approved by the Sec¬ 
retary aa meeting the requirements of 
section 213 of that Act. 

Lower-Income Family. A family whose 
Income does not exceed 80 percent of 
the median Income for the area as de¬ 
termined by HUD with adjustments for 
smaller or larger families, except that 
HUD may establish Income limits higher 
or lower than 80 percent on the basis of 
its findings that such variations are nec¬ 
essary because of the prevailing levels of 
construction costs, unusually high or low 
Incomes, or other factors. 

Minimum Property Standards. HUD 
Minimum Property Standards or stand¬ 
ards which the Secretary finds are equiv¬ 
alent to or exceed such HUD standards. 

New Communities. New community 
developments approved under Title IV 
of the Housing and Urban Development 
Act of 1968 and Title VII of the Housing 
and Urban Development Act of 1970. 

New Construction. Newly constructed 
housing for which, prior to the start of 
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construction, an Agreement is executed 
between the Owner and the HFA. IIow T - 
ever, housing already under construction 
may be eligible for participation if all 
subsequent actions arc in compliance 
with this Part and it the HFA certifies 
that: 

(a) At the date of application to HUD. 
a substantial amount of construction 
(generally at least 25 percent) remains 
to be completed; and _ 

<b» At the date of application to HUD. 
the project cannot be completed without 
a commitment for assistance under this 
Part: and 

(c) At the time construction was ini¬ 
tiated. all the parties reasonably ex¬ 
pected that the project would be com¬ 
pleted without assistance under tills 
Part; provided, however, that this con¬ 
dition (c) shall not apply to a project If 
the HFA submits a Proposal to HUD not 
later than June 30. 1975. with respect 
to that project, together with a certifica¬ 
tion that the Agency's commitment to 
provide the permanent financing for the 
project was on the condition that all or 
a substantial number of units would be 
for occupancy by low income families 
with Federal housing assistance. 

Owner. Any private person or entity, 
including a cooperative, or a PH A, hav¬ 
ing the legal right to lease or sublease 
newly constructed dwelling units. 

Participating Agency ("Agency "). An 
agency which has been notified by HUD 
in accordance with 1883.103 that it is 
qualified to participate under this Part. 

Project Account. The account estab¬ 
lished and maintained in accordance 
with 8 883.303. 

Proposal. A proposal to provide newly 
constructed or substantially rehabili¬ 
tated housing submitted by the HFA to 
HUD pursuant to 8 883.309. 

Public Housing Agency \"PHA "). Any 
State, county, municipality, or other gov¬ 
ernmental entity or public body (or 
agency or instrumentality thereof) 
which is authorized to engage in or assist 
In the development or operation of hous¬ 
ing for low-income families. 

Secretary. The Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

Spread. The difference between the net 
Interest cost on HFA obligations issued 
in connection with a project and the 
effective rate of interest cl.e., including 
the servicing charge) payable by the 
Owner. 

Substantial Rehabilitation. <a> The 
improvement, in accordance with HUD 
requirements, of a property to Decent. 
Bate, and Sanitary condition from a 
condition requiring more than routine or 
minor repairs or improvements of such 
extent as to necessitate execution of an 
Agreement prior to the performance of 
the work. Substantial Rehabilitation 
may vary In degree from gutting and 
extensive reconstruction to cosmetic Im¬ 
provements coupled with cure of sub¬ 
stantial accumulation of deferred main¬ 
tenance. Cosmetic improvements alone 
do not qualify as Substantial Rehabili¬ 
tation under this definition. 
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(b) Substantial Rehabilitation also in¬ 
cludes renovation, alteration or remodel¬ 
ing for the conversion or adaptation of 
structurally sound property to the design 
and condition required for use under 
this Part <e.g„ conversion of a hotel to 
housing for the elderly). 

Substantially Rehabilitated, “Substan¬ 
tially Rehabilitated” housing shall mean 
housing requiring Substantial Rehabili¬ 
tation for which, prior to the start of 
rehabilitation, an Agreement is executed 
between the Owner and the HFA. How¬ 
ever. housing already undergoing reha¬ 
bilitation may be eligible for participa¬ 
tion If all subsequent actions are in com¬ 
pliance with this Part and if the HFA 
certifies that: _ 

(a) At the date of application to HUD. 
a substantial amount of rehabilitation 
(generally at least 25 percent) remains 
to be completed; and 

(b) At the date of application to HUD. 
the project cannot be completed with¬ 
out commitment for assistance under 
this Part: and 

<c> At the time rehabilitation was 
initiated, all of the parties reasonably 
expected that the project would be com¬ 
pleted without assistance under this 
Part; provided, however, that this con¬ 
dition (c) shall not apply to a project If 
the HFA submits a Proposal to HUD not 
later than June 30. 1975. with respect 
to that project, together with a certifica¬ 
tion that the Agency’s commitment to 
provide the permanent financing for the 
project was on the condition that all or 
a substantial number of untts would be 
for occupancy by low income families 
with Federal housing assistance. 

Very Low-Income Family. A family 
whose Income does not exceed 50 percent 
of the median Income for the area, as 
determined by HUD. with adjustments 
for smaller or larger families. 

§ 883.203 Maximum total \C,C. ronttutl- 
ntrnt and project account. 

<a> Maximum Total ACC Commit¬ 
ment. The maximum total annual con¬ 
tribution that may be contracted for in 
the ACC for a project shall be the total 
of the Gross Rents for all the Contract 
units in the project, plus a Financing 
Cost Contingency (If the HFA is using its 
set-aside for the project) for possible 
increases in Contract Rents resulting 
from higher financing costs, pursuant to 
* 883.205(c) (2>. 

(b) Project Account. In order to assure 
that housing assistance payments will be 
Increased on a timely basis to cover in¬ 
creases in Contract Rents or decreases in 
Family Incomes: 

(1> A Project Account shall be estab¬ 
lished and maintained, in an amount as 
determined by the Secretary consistent 
with his responsibilities under section 8 
<c) (•) of the Act. out of amounts by 
which the maximum ACC commitment 
per year (exclusive of any Financing Cost 
Contingency) exceeds amounts paid un¬ 
der the ACC for any year. This account 
shall be established and maintained by 
HUD as a specifically identified and seg¬ 
regated account, and payment shall be 
made therefrom only for the purposes of 
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(1) housing assistance payments, and 
(11) other costs specifically authorised or 
approved by the Secretary. 

(2) Whenever the HUD-approved Esti¬ 
mate of Required Annual Contributions 
(see § 883.314) exceeds the maximum 
ACC commitment then In effect (exclu¬ 
sive of any Financing Cost Contingency). 
and would cause the amount In the Proj¬ 
ect Account to be less than an amount 
equal to 40 percent of such maximum 
ACC commitment. HUD shall, within a

§883.201 IlouMne assistance pajnirnt* 
to OH?»cr». 

(a> General. Housing assistance pay¬ 
ments shall be made to Owners for units 
under lease by Eligible Families, in ac¬ 
cordance with the Contract and as pro¬ 
vided in this section. These housing as¬ 
sistance payments will cover the differ¬ 
ence between the Contract Rent and that 
portion of kaid rent payable by the Fam¬ 
ily as determined in accordance with the 
HUD-established schedules and criteria. 
No section 8 assistance may be provided 
for any unit occupied by an Owner: how¬ 
ever. cooperatives are considered rental 
housing rather than owner-occupied 
housing for this purpose. 

(b) Vacancies During Rent-up. If a 
Contract unit is not leased as of the ef¬ 
fective date of the Contract, the Owner 
shAll be entitled to housing assistance 
payments in the amount of 80 percent of 
the Contract Rent for the unit for a va¬ 
cancy period not exceeding 60 days 
from the effective date of the Contract, 
in accordance with the procedure set 
forth in I 883.217(b). provided that the 
Owner (1) commenced marketing and 
otherwise complied with $ 883.315(e), 

(2) has taken and continues to take ail 
feasible actions to fill the vacancy. In¬ 
cluding. but not limited to, contacting 
applicants on his waiting list, if any. re¬ 
questing the HFA and other appropri¬ 
ate sources to refer eligible applicants, 
and advertising the availability of the 
unit, and (3) has not rejected any eligi¬ 
ble applicant, except for good cause ac¬ 
ceptable to the HFA. 

<c> Vacancies After Rent-up. <1> If 
an Eligible Family vacates its unit (other 
than as a result of action by the Owner 
which is In violation of the Lease or the 
Contract or any applicable law), the 
Owner shall receive housing assistance 
payments in the amount of 80 percent of 
the Contract Rent for a vacancy period 
not exceeding 60 days; provided, however, 
that if the Owner collects any of the 
Family’s share of the rent for this period 
in an amount which, when added to the 
80 percent payments, results In more 
than the Contract Rent, such excess 
shall be payable to HUD or as HUD may 


direct. (See also $ 883.212.) The Owner 
shall not be entitled to any payment un¬ 
der this paragraph (cXl) unless he: (U 
immediately upon learning of the va¬ 
cancy. has notified the HFA of the va¬ 
cancy or prospective vacancy and tlu* 
reasons for the vacancy, and (11) has 
taken and continues to take the actions 
specified In paragraphs (b)(2) and (b» 
(3> of this section. 

<2) If the Owner evicts an Eligible 
Family, he shall not be entitled to any 
payment under paragraph (c)(1) of this 
section unless the request for such pay¬ 
ment is supported by a certification that 
(i) he gave such Family a written notice 
of the proposed eviction, stating the 
grounds and advising the Family that It 
had 10 days within which to present Its 
objections to the Owner in writing or in 
person and (ii) the proposed eviction 
was not in violation of the Lease or the 
Contract or any applicable law. 

(d> Prohibition of Double Compensa¬ 
tion for Vacancies. The Owner shall not 
be entitled to housing assistance pay¬ 
ments with respect to vacant units under 
this section to the extent he is entitled to 
payments from other sources (for exam¬ 
ple. payments for losses of rental Income 
Incurred for holding units vacant for re¬ 
locates pursuant to Title I of the HCD 
Act or payments under $883 212). 

(e) Recoupment of Savings In Financ¬ 
ing Cost . (1) In the event that the in¬ 
terim financing is continued beyond one 
year from the effective date of the Con¬ 
tract and the interest cost of the interim 
financing for any period of three months, 
after such first year, is less than the 
anticipated debt service under the per¬ 
manent financing on which the Contract 
rents were based (see f 883 205'b) (2) 
an appropriate amount reflecting the 
savings In financing cost shall be credited 
by HUD to the Project Account pursuant 
to ? 883.203. and withheld from housing 
assistance payments to the Owner. If 
during the course of the same year there 
Is anv period of three months in which 
the financing cost is greater than the 
anticipated debt service under the per¬ 
manent financing, an adjustment shall 
be made so that only the net amount of 
savings in fin ancin g cost for the vear 
Is credited by HUD to the Project Ac¬ 
count and withheld by the HFA from the 
Owner as aforesaid (no increased pay¬ 
ments shall be made to the Owner on 
account of any net excess for the year 
of actual interim financing cost over the 
anticipated debt service under the per¬ 
manent financing).

§ 833.203 Contract rent*. 

(a) Fair Market Rent Limitation . The 
sum of the initial Contract Rents and 
any Allowances for Utilities and Other 
Services shall not exceed the Fair Mar¬ 
ket Rents for newly constructed rental 
housing, except that they may be ex¬ 
ceeded: (1) by up to 10 percent if the 
licld office director determines that 
special circumstances warrant such 
higher rents and the higher rents are 
determined by HUD to be reasonable In 
relation to the quality, location, ameni¬ 
ties. method, and terms of financing, 
and management and maintenance serv¬ 
ices of the project, or (2) by up to 20 
percent, where the Assistant Secretary 
for Housing Production and Mortgage 
Credit determines that special circum¬ 
stances warrant such higher rents or 
determines that such higher rents are 
necessary to the Implementation of a 
Local Housing Assistance Plan, and that 
such higher rents meet the test of rea¬ 
sonableness in clause (1) of this para¬ 
graph <a>, 

<b) HFA Certification as to Reason¬ 
ableness of Rents and as to Financing. 

(1) The HFA shall certify to HUD that 
the Contract Rents as proposed have 
been determined to be reasonable in 
relation to the rents for comparable 
units, taking into account the quality, 
location, amenities, and management 
and maintenance services of the project 
and that the Contract Rents reflect the 
savings, if any. from the reduced costs 
of tax-exempt financing or abatement of 
real property taxes, together with a 
specific explanation of how the Contract 
Rents reflect such savings and the 
amount thereof. 

(2) The HFA shall also submit a cer¬ 
tification specifying cl) its projected 
rate (net interest costs) of the borrow¬ 
ing from which funds will be used for 
financing «interim and permanent) the 
project. (11) the projected rate at which 
interim financing will be provided to the 
Owner for the project, (Hi) the projected 
capital cost of the project and the pro¬ 
jected rate and the term of the perma¬ 
nent financing to be provided to the 
Owner for the project. (iv> the projected 
monthly debt service for such permanent 
financing on which the Contract Rents 
are based, and (v) the spread, if any. be¬ 
tween the projected rate of borrowing 
and the projected rate of lending to the 
Owner. The HFA shall also certify (vi> 
that the spread, if any. between its ac¬ 
tual rate of borrowing and the actual 
rate of lending to the Owner for the 
project will not be greater than the pro¬ 
jected spread nor greater than the 
spread allowed for the borrowing as a 
whole under the Department of Treas¬ 
ury regulations regarding arbitrage, and 
(vil) that the terms of the financing, 
the amount of the obligations issued with 
respect to the project, and the use of the 
funds raised will be in compliance with 
applicable Department of Treasury reg¬ 
ulations regarding arbitrage. 
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<c) Adjustments to Reflect Actual 
Cost of Permanent Financing. After the 
project is permanently financed, the 
HFA shall submit a certification as to 
the actual financing terms, and the fol¬ 
lowing provisions shall apply <see also 
alternative provision In the Agreement 
for adjustment where permanent financ¬ 
ing alone, rather than a combination of 
interim and permanent financing, is 
utilized): 

(D If the actual debt service under 
the permanent financing is lower than 
the anticipated debt service on which 
the Contract Rents were based, the ini¬ 
tial Contract Rents, or the Contract 
Rents currently in effect, shall be re¬ 
duced commensurately. and the amount 
of the savings shall be credited to the 
Project Account. The maximum ACC 
commitment shall not be reduced except 
by the amount of the contingency, if 
any. which was included for possible in¬ 
creases under paragraph (c) (2) of this 
section. 

(2) If the actual debt service under 
the permanent financing is higher than 
the anticipated debt service on which the 
Contract Rents were based, and the HFA 
is using its set-aside for the project, the 
initial Contract Rents, or the Contract 
Rents currently in effect, shall be In¬ 
creased commensurately. not to exceed 
the limitations in this paragraph (c> (2) 
and the amount of the Financing Cost 
Contingency in the ACC pursuant to 
$ 883.203<a), if the projected borrowing 
rate (net interest cost) was not less than 
the average net Interest cost for the pre¬ 
ceding quarter <at the time the projec¬ 
tion was submitted to HUD in accordance 
with paragraph <b> (2) of this section) 
of the “20 Bond Index" published weekly 
In the Bond Buyer , plus 50 basis points. 
An adjustment under this paragraph 
(c)(2) shall not be more than is neces¬ 
sary to reflect an Increase in debt service 
< based upon the original projected cap¬ 
ital cost and the actual term of the per¬ 
manent financing for the project) re¬ 
sulting from an increase in interest rate 
of not more than: 

<i> One and one-half percent if the 
projected spread tsee paragraph (b)(2) 
of this section) was three-fourths of one 
percent or less, or 

<ii) One percent If such projected 
spread was more than three-fourths of 
one percent but not more than one per¬ 
cent. or 

(ill) One-half of one percent If such 
projected spread was more than one per¬ 
cent. 

(3) After Contract Rents have been 
adjusted in accordance with paragraph 
(c)(1) or (c)(2) of this section, the 
maximum amount of the ACC commit¬ 
ment shall be reduced by the amount of 
any unused portion of the Financing Cost 
Contingency referred to in I 883.203. and 
such portion shall be reallocated to the 
then current set-aside of the HFA. If any. 
At the same time, if the Contract Rents 
have been increased In accordance with 
paragraph (c)(2) of this section, the 
maximum Contract amount shall be In¬ 
creased commensurately. 
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S 883.206 Term of IIouMiig \««i*tjiiiec 
Payment* Contract* 

(a) New Construction Projects (other 
than Mobile Homes). The Contract may 
be for an initial term of not more than 
five years for any dwelling unit, with 
provision for automatic renewal (unless 
agreed otherwise) for additional terms 
of not more than five years each. Since 
the Contract under which housing as¬ 
sistance payments are made concerns a 
project financed by a loan or loan guar¬ 
antee from a State agency, the total Con¬ 
tract term may be equal to the term of 
the HFA financing, not to exceed 40 years 
for any dwelling unit. 

«b> New Construction Projects — 
Mobile Homes . The Contract may be for 
an initial term of not more than five 
years for any mobile home, subject to re¬ 
newal for additional terms of not more 
than five years each, as may be mutually 
agreed upon by the Owner and the HFA 
with the approval of HUD; provided that 
the total Contract term for any mobile 
home shall not exceed 20 years, or such 
shorter term as HUD may establish, tak¬ 
ing into account the amount of the capi¬ 
tal expenditures required for the project, 
the period and rate of amortization for 
the financing, and the approved rents to 
the Owner. For purposes of this para¬ 
graph <b>, the term “mobile home" 
means the original home and any re¬ 
placement (s), combined. 

(c> Substantiil Rehabiliation Projects. 
(1> Where the relative cost of the re¬ 
habilitation is less than 15 percent of the 
value of the project after completion of 
the rehabilitation, the Contract shall be 
for one term of not more than five years 
for any dwelling unit. 

(2) Where the relative cost of the re¬ 
habilitation Is 15 percent or more, the 
Contract may be for an Initial term of 
not more than five years for any dwelling 
unit, with provision for automatic re¬ 
newal (unless agreed otherwise) for ad¬ 
ditional terms of not more than five 
years each, for a total Contract term 
which will cover the financing of the cost 
of rehabilitation, or the remaining term 
of the existing indebtedness, if that be 
longer, or which will cover the financing 
of the cost of the rehabilitation and of 
acquisition or refinancing of the cxLsting 
indebtedness; provided, however, that the 
total Contract term, including renewals, 
for any dwelling unit shall not exceed 40 
years. 

(d> If any project is completed in 
stages, the dates for the Initial and the 
renewal terms shall be separately related 
to the units in each stage; provided, how¬ 
ever. that the total Contract term for 
the units in all the stages, beginning with 
the effective dste of the Contract with 
respect to the first stage, may not ex¬ 
ceed the overall maximum term allow¬ 
able for any one unit, plus two years. 

§ 883.207 Kent adjustment*. 

(a> Funding of Adjustments. Housing 
assistance payments will be made In in¬ 
creased amounts commensurate with 
Contract Rent adjustments under this 
paragraph, up to the maximum amount 
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authorized under the ACC and the Con¬ 
tract. exclusive of the Financing Cost 
Contingency (see $ 883.203). 

lb* Aufotnaftc Annual Adjustments. 

(1 > Automatic Annual Adjustment Fac¬ 
tors will be determined by HUD at least 
annually: interim revisions may be made 
as market conditions warrant. Such Fac¬ 
tors and the basis for their determina¬ 
tion will be published in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister. These publised Factors will be re¬ 
duced appropriately by HUD where utili¬ 
ties are paid directly by Families. 

<2> On each anniversary date of the 
Contract, the Contract Rents shall be ad¬ 
justed by applying the applicable Auto¬ 
matic Annual Adjustment Factor most 
recently published by HUD. Contract 
Rents may be adjusted upward or down¬ 
ward. as may be appropriate: however, 
in no case shall the adjusted rents be less 
than the Contract Rents on the effec¬ 
tive date of the Contract. 

<c> Special Additional Adjustments. 
Special additional adjustments may be 
granted, when approved by HUD. to re¬ 
flect increases in the actual and neces¬ 
sary expenses of owning and maintain¬ 
ing the Contract units which have re¬ 
sulted from substantial general increases 
in real property taxes, utility rates, or 
similar costs <Le., assessments, and utili¬ 
ties not covered by regulated rates). but 
only 11 and to the extent that the Owner 
or the HFA clearly demonstrates that 
such general increases have caused in¬ 
creases in the Owners operating costs 
which are not adequately compensated 
for by automatic annual adjustments. 
The Owner or the HFA shall submit to 
HUD financial statements which clearly 
support the increase. 

(d> Overall Limitation. Notwithstand¬ 
ing any other provisions of this Part, 
adjustments as provided In this section 
shall not result in material differences 
between the rents charged for assisted 
and comparable unassisted units, as de¬ 
termined by the HFA (and approved by 
HUD. in the case of adjustments under 
paragraph <c> of this section). 

§ 883.208 Type* of flouting and Prop¬ 
erty Standard*. 

(a) New Construction. <1> Newly con¬ 
structed single-family homes, mobile 
homes and miiltlfamily structures may 
be utilized in this program. Congregate 
housing may be developed for elderly, 
disabled, or handicapped Families and 
individuals. Single room occupant hous¬ 
ing planned specifically as a relocation 
resource for eligible single persons may 
also be developed. High-rise elevator 
projects for Families with children may 
not be utilized unless HUD determines 
there is no practical alternative. 

<2> Participation in this program re¬ 
quires compliance with (i> Minimum 
Property Standards. (il> in the case of 
mobile homes, the American National 
Standards Institute Standard No. A- 
119.1 or applicable State standards. In 
accordance with applicable HUD regula¬ 
tions as to certification and standards 
issued pursuant to Title I of the National 
Housing Act. 24 CFR 201.520-1, (ill) In 
the case of congregate or single room oc¬ 


cupant housing, the appropriate HUD 
guidelines and standards, <iv> HUD re¬ 
quirements pursuant to section 209 of 
the IICD Act for projects for the elderly 
or the handicapped, <v) HUD require¬ 
ments pertaining to noise abatement 
and control, and (vi> applicable State 
and local laws, codes, ordinances, and 
regulations. 

<b> Substantial Rehabilitation. (1) 
Existing structures of various types may 
be appropriate for this program includ¬ 
ing apartment hotels, single-family 
houses, and multlfamily structures. 
Hotels or office buildings may be suit¬ 
able for conversion under this program 
to housing designed for elderly or handi¬ 
capped families and individuals, Includ¬ 
ing congregate housing. Single room oc¬ 
cupant housing planned specifically as a 
relocation resource for eligible single 
persons may also be developed. Units in 
high-rise elevator buildings may not be 
used for Families with children unless 
HUD determines there is no practical al¬ 
ternative. Mobile homes may not be 
utilized in this program. 

<2> Participation in this program re¬ 
quires compliance with <0 HUD Mini¬ 
mum Design Standards for Rehabilita¬ 
tion for Residential Properties, (ill in 
the case of congregate or single room oc¬ 
cupant housing, the appropriate HUD 
guidelines and standards. <iii> HUD re¬ 
quirements pursuant to section 209 of 
the HCD Act for projects for the elderly 
or the handicapped. <iv> HUD require¬ 
ments pertaining to noise abatement 
and control. <v) HUD regulations issued 
pursuant to the Lead Based Paint Poi¬ 
soning Prevention Act, 42 USC 4801. and 
<vi> applicable State and local laws, 
codes, ordinances, and regulations. 

§ 883.200 Site and Neighborhood Stand- 
anb. 

Proposed sites must meet the stand¬ 
ards in this section. 

(a) New Construction or Substantial 
Rehabilitation Projects . (1) Adequate 
utilities (water, sewer, gas and electric¬ 
ity) and streets shall be available to 
service the site. 

(2) The site and neighborhood shall 
bo suitable from the standpoint of facili¬ 
tating and furthering full compliance 
with the applicable provisions of Title VI 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. Title VIU 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1968, Execu¬ 
tive Order 11063. and HUD regulations 
issued pursuant thereto. 

(3 1 The site shall promote greater 
choice of housing opportunities and 
avoid undue concentration of assisted 
persons in areas containing a high pro¬ 
portion of low-income persons. 

(4> The site shall be free from serious, 
adverse environmental conditions, or 
there shall be evidence that any such 
conditions will be corrected by the time 
the housing is completed. (For new con¬ 
struction projects, see paragraph (b)(3) 
of this section.) 

<5) The site shall comply with any 
applicable conditions in any HUD- 
approved Local Housing Assistance Plan, 
if applicable under the provisions of 
$ 883.304(a), 


(6> The housing shall be accessible 
to social, recreational, educational, com¬ 
mercial. and health facilities and serv¬ 
ices. and other municipal facilities and 
services that are at least equivalent to 
those typically found in neighborhoods 
consisting largely of unsubsidized, stand¬ 
ard housing of similar market rents. 

(7) Travel time and cost via public 
transportation or private automobile, 
from the neighborhood to places of em¬ 
ployment providing a range of Jobs for 
lower-income workers, shall not be ex¬ 
cessive. (While it is important that 
elderly housing not be totally Isolated 
from employment opportunities, this re¬ 
quirement need not be adhered to rigidly 
for such projects.) 

(8> The project may not be on a site 
which has occupants unless the reloca¬ 
tion requirements referred to in Sec. 
883.210 are met. 

(9) The project may not be in on area 
that has been Identified by HUD as hav¬ 
ing special flood hazards and in which 
the sale of flood insurance has been 
made available under the National Flood 
Insurance Act of 1968, unless the project 
Is covered by flood insurance as required 
by the Flood Disaster Protection Act 
of 1973. and it meets any relevant HUD 
standards and local requirements. 

<b) New Construction Projects Only. 
(1) The site shall be adequate in size, 
exposure and contour to accommodate 
the number and type of units proposed. 

(2» The site shall not be located In: 

<l> An area of minority concentration 
unless (A) sufficient, comparable oppor¬ 
tunities exist for housing for minority 
families, in the income range to be served 
by the proposed project, outside areas 
of minority concentration, or (B) the 
project is necessary to meet overriding 
housing needs which cannot otherwise 
feasibly be met In that housing market 
area. (An “overriding need" may not 
serve as the basis for determining that 
a site is acceptable if the only reason 
the need cannot otherwise feasibly be 
met is that discrimination on the basis 
of race, color, religion, creed, sex. or 
national origin renders sites outside 
areas of minority concentration unavail¬ 
able. > 

<ii> A racially mixed area if the project 
will cause a significant increase in the 
proportion of minority to non-minority 
residents in the area. 

(3> The site shall be free from adverse 
environmental conditions, natural or 
manmade, such as Instability, flooding, 
septic tank back-ups. sewage hazards, 
or mudslides; harmful air pollution, 
smoke or dust: excessive noise, vibration 
or vehicular traffic: rodent or vermin 
infestation; or fire hazards. The neigh¬ 
borhood must not be one which is seri¬ 
ously detrimental to family life or in 
which substandard dwellings or other 
undesirable elements predominate, un¬ 
less there is actively In progress a con¬ 
certed program to remedy the undesir¬ 
able conditions. 

$883*210 Relocation. 

(a) In the evaluation of Proposals, 
consideration shall be given to whether 
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there are site occupants who would have 
to be displaced, whether there Is a fea¬ 
sible plan for relocation of site occu¬ 
pants, the degree of hardship which dis¬ 
placement might cause, and the availa¬ 
bility of funding for relocation payments 
and assistance, 

(b) In the case of a project owned by 
a PHA. no Agreement shall be executed 
for housing which is to be constructed 
or rehabilitated on a site which has oc¬ 
cupants unless the Agreement provides 
that, pursuant to the Uniform Reloca¬ 
tion Assistance and Real Property Ac¬ 
quisition Policies Act of 1070, the PHA 
undertakes liability for (1) the provision 
of relocation payments and assistance as 
prescribed In sections 202, 203. and 204 
of that Act: (2) the provision of relo¬ 
cation assistance programs offering the 
services described in section 205 of that 
Act: and (3) assuring that within a rea¬ 
sonable period of time prior to displace¬ 
ment, Decent, Safe, and Sanitary re¬ 
placement dwellings will be available to 
displaced persons. The Agreement shall 
provide that the PHA will provide full 
funding for the required relocation pay¬ 
ments and assistance unless other com¬ 
mitments, satisfactory to HUD, have 
been made for the funding of such pay¬ 
ments and assistance. (In the case of a 
privately owned project, the Uniform 
Relocation Assistance and Real Property 
Acquisition Policies Act of 1070 is inap¬ 
plicable.) 

8883.211 Use of Contract as security for 
financing. 

<a> An Owner or HFA may pledge, or 
offer as security for any loan or obliga¬ 
tion. an Agreement or Contract entered 
into pursuant to this Part, and an HFA 
may pledge ACC payments as security 
for housing assistance payments pursu¬ 
ant to the Contract: provided, however, 
that such security U In connection with 
a project constructed or rehabilitated 
pursuant to this Port, the terms of the 
financing or any refinancing have been 
approved by HUD in accordance with 
I 883.109, and the HFA has submitted a 
certification that the terms and condi¬ 
tions of the financing for the particular 
project are consistent with those speci¬ 
fied in the documents which were ap¬ 
proved by HUD. Any such pledge shall 
be limited to the amounts payable under 
the Contract or ACC in accordance with 
its terms. 

(b) In the event of foreclosure, or as¬ 
signment or sale to the HFA (or mort¬ 
gagee if the HFA is not the mortgagee) 
In lieu of foreclosure, or in the event of 
assignment or sale agreed to by the HFA 
(or mortgagee if the HFA is not the 
mortgagee) and approved by HUD 
(which approval shall not be unreason¬ 
ably delayed or withheld), housing as¬ 
sistance payments shall continue in ac¬ 
cordance with the terms of the Contract. 

8 883.212 Security and utility deposit*. 

(a) An Owner may require Families 
to pay a security deposit in an amount 
equal to one month's Gross Family 
Contribution. If a Family vacates Its 
unit, the Owner, subject to State and 
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local law. may utilize the deposit as 
reimbursement for any unpaid rent or 
other amount owed under the Lease. If 
the Family has provided a security de¬ 
posit. and it Is insufficient for such reim¬ 
bursement, the Owner may claim reim¬ 
bursement from the HFA not to exceed 
an amount equal to the remainder of 
one month's Contract Rent. Any reim¬ 
bursement under this section shall be 
applied first toward any unpaid rent. 
If a Family vacates its unit owing no 
rent or other amount under the Lease 
or if the amount owed is less than the 
amount of the security deposit, the 
Owner shall refund the full amount or 
the unused balance, as the case may be. 
to the Family. 

(b) In those jurisdictions where in¬ 
terest is payable by the Owner on secu¬ 
rity deposits, the refunded amount shall 
include the amount of interest payable. 
All security deposit funds shall be de¬ 
posited by the Owner in a segregated 
bank account, and the balance of this 
account, at all times, shall be equal to 
the total amount collected from tenants 
then in occupancy, plus any accrued In¬ 
terest. The Owner shall comply with all 
State and local laws regarding interest 
payments on security deposits. 

(c) Families shall be expected to ob¬ 
tain the funds to pay security and utility 
deposits, if required, from their own 
resources and/or other private or public 
sources. 

g 883.213 F*takli«!imc»t of income 
limit (krliedule*; 30 percent occu¬ 
pancy by very low-income families. 

(a> HUD will establish schedules of 
Income limits for determining whether 
families qualify as Lower-Income Fam¬ 
ilies and Very Low-Income Families. 

(b) At least 30 percent of all Con¬ 
tract units developed under each annual 
set-aside of an HFA shall, in the initial 
rent-up, be leased to Very Low-Income 
Families, and thereafter best efforts 
shall be exercised to maintain at least 
30 percent occupancy of Contract units 
by Very Low-Income Families. The HFA 
shall incorporate suitable provisions in 
each Contract to assure achievement of 
these results. 

§ 883.2Li Efclfiblinlimerit of amount of 
housing assistance payments. 

The amount of Housing Assistance

However, no entity which is responsible 
for administration of the Contract may 
contract to perform management and 
maintenance of the project; provided, 
however, that this prohibition shall not 
preclude management by the HFA In 
the event it takes possession as the re¬ 
sult of foreclosure or assignment in lieu 
of foreclosure. 

8 883.216 Separate project requirement. 

A project may not Include more than 
one type of section 8 assistance, shall be 
processed with a separate ACC List and 
ACC Part I and shall be assigned a 
separate project number. All units to be 
placed under a single Contract shall 
comprise a separate project. However, 
the field office director may. with the 
concurrence of the HFA, designate as a 
single project the units to be covered by

Subpart C—Program Development—New 

Construction and Substantial Rehabili¬

The provisions of this Subpart 
apply only to newly constructed or sub¬ 
stantially rehabilitated projects for 
which a Participating Agency provides 
permanent financing without Federal 
mortgage insurance.

tion Regulations”). 

(b) Projects Utilizing Federal Mort¬ 
gage Insurance, The provisions of this 
Subpart shall not apply to those projects 
for which an Agency provides permanent 
financing but relies on Federal mortgage 
Insurance. Such projects are subject to 
the policies and procedures set forth In 
the New Construction or Substantial Re¬ 
habilitation Regulations. 

(c) Projects Owned by HFA. The pro¬ 
visions of this Subpart shall not apply 
to projects owned by an HFA. Such proj¬ 
ects arc subject to the policies and pro¬ 
cedures set forth in the New Construc¬ 
tion or Substantial Rehabilitation Regu¬ 
lations 

§ 883.302 General mponMbiliiieM of 
ihr UFA and rrlationthipa to UUD. 

(a) General Responsibilities and Rela - 
tlon ship s. Subject to audit and review 
by HUD to assure compliance with Fed¬ 
eral requirements and objectives, HFAs 
shall assume responsibility for project 
development and for supervision of the 
development, management and mainte¬ 
nance functions of Owners. 

(b) HFA Certifications and HUD Re¬ 
view. Generally, In reviewing any HFA 
certification required by this Part, HUD 
shAll accept the certification as correct 
However, if HUD has substantial reason 
to question the correctness of any cle¬ 
ment. HUD shall promptly bring the 
matter to the attention of the HFA and 
ask that the HFA review its findings. 
Alter such review. HUD will act in ac¬ 
cordance with the Jud gment or evalua¬ 
tion of the HFA unless HUD determines 
that the certification Is not supported 
by the evidence. 

(c> Defaults by HFA andfor Owner. 
(1) The ACC and the Contract shall 
contain a provision to the effect that In 
the event of failure of the HFA to com¬ 
ply with the Contract with the Owner, 
the Owner shall have the right. If he Is 
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not hi default, to demand that HUD de¬ 
termine, after notice to the HFA giving 
It a reasonable opportunity to take cor¬ 
rective action, whether a substantial de¬ 
fault exist*, and If HUD determines that 
such a default exists, that HUD assume 
the HFA's rights and obligations under 
the Contract and carry out the obliga¬ 
tions of the HPA to the Owner. 

(2» The ACC shall contain a provision 
to the effect that if the HFA fails to com¬ 
ply with any of its obligations (includ¬ 
ing specifically failure to enforce its

(3) The Contract shall contain a pro¬ 
vision to the effect (i) that If the HFA 
determines that the Owner is in default 
under the Contract, the HFA shall notify 
the Owner, with a copy to HUD, of the 
actions required to be taken to cure the 
default and of the remedies to be applied 
by the HFA. Including abatement of 
housing assistance payments and recov¬ 
ery of overpayments, where appropriate: 
and (il) that If he fails to cure the de¬ 
fault. the HFA lias the right to terminate 
the Contract or to take other corrective 
actio n, in its discretion or as directed by 
HUD. The Contract shall also provide 
that HUD has an Independent right to 
determine whether the Owner is in de¬ 
fault and to take corrective action and 
apply appropriate remedies, except that 
HUD shall not have the right to termi¬ 
nate the Contract without proceeding in 
accordance with paragraph (c)(2) of 
this section. 

§ 883.303 Compliance with Feilrral re¬ 
quirement*. 

(a> Equal Opportunity . All partici¬ 
pants under this Part shall comply with 
(1) Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. Title VIII of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1968, Executive Orders 11063 and 
11246, and section 3 of the Housing and 
Urban Development Act of 1968; and (2) 
all rules, regulations, and requirements 
issued pursuant thereto. 

(b) National Environmental Policy Act. 
All participants under this Part must 
comply with the National Environmental 
Policy Act and all rules, regulations, and 
requirements Issued pursuant thereto. 

(c> Clean Air Act and Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. Participation in 
this program requires compliance with 
the Clean Air Act and the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act and all rules, regu¬ 
lations, and requirements issued pur¬ 
suant thereto. 

(d) Davis-Bacon Wage Rates. Not less 
than the wages prevailing in the locality, 
as predetermined by the Secretary of 
Labor pursuant to the Davis-Bacon Act 
(49 Stat. 1011), shall be paid to all labor¬ 


ers and mechanics employed in the devel¬ 
opment of any project with nine or more 
assisted units. 

g 883.304 Applicability of aertion 213 
of HCD Act; justification for new 
construction or imbMantial rehabili¬ 
tation. 

<a) An application for housing to be 
newly constructed or substantially reha¬ 
bilitated under this Subpart is exempt 
from the provisions of section 213(a) of 
the HCD Act unless the unit of general 
local government In which the assistance 
U to be provided objects in its Local 
Housing Assistance Plan to the exemp¬ 
tion. In the latter case or where there is 
no Local Housing Assistance Plan, no ap¬ 
plication for h ousin g may be approved 
by HUD unless HUD requirements Imple¬ 
menting the provisions of section 213 of 
the HCD Act have been satisfied. 

(b) New construction or substantial 
rehabilitation projects shall be permit¬

(d> The proposed project comple¬

§ 883.306 HUT) review and approval of 
application. 

(a) Review of Application. Applica¬ 
tions from HFAs shall be processed as 
received. Based on the policies set forth 
in 6 883.302, HUD shall review an Appli¬ 
cation submitted by an HFA to deter¬ 
mine whether or not the Application 
contains a complete and accurate pres¬ 
entation of all the elements required. 
Notwithstanding the requirements of 
4 883.302, HUD shall make an inde¬ 
pendent determination that the provi¬ 
sions of Sec. 883.304(b) are satisfied.

(1) The HFA and the HUD 
field office shall, where feasible, develop 
procedures by which the previous par¬ 
ticipation review and the A-95 clearance 
are initiated prior to Proposal submis¬ 
sion. (A-95 clearance does not apply in 
the case of substantial rehabilitation 
projec ts.) N o proposal may be approved 
until HUD has completed Its previous 
participation review and mode the results 
known to the HFA and until the HUD 
field office has received a copy of the 
response from the appropriate A-95 
Clearinghouse.

These drawings and 
specifications shall be available for ex¬ 
amination by HUD so long as the Con¬ 
tract is in effect or for such shorter 
period of time as approved by HUD.

HUD shall review tlie Certification of 
Design and Construction Quality, the 
ACC. and the Agreement and. if found 
acceptable, shall execute the ACC and 
approve the Agreement. After execution. 
HUD shall return two copies of the ACC 
and the Agreement to the HFA. retaining 
two copies for its records. 

§ 883.314 Submission of r*»tiraatr* of 

required annual contributions. 

(a> First Fiscal Year Submission. Not 
earlier than 150 and not later than 90 
days prior to the estimated date of the 
beginning of the first fiscal year, the HFA 
shall submit an Estimate of Required 
Annual Contributions covering the esti¬ 
mated amount required for the first fis¬ 
cal year, 

<b> Subsequent Fiscal Year Submis¬ 
sions. Not earlier than 150 and not later 
than 90 days prior to the beginning of 
each subsequent fiscal year, the HP A 
shall submit an Estimate of Required 
Annual Contributions, with supporting 
documentation, for any requested 
changes in the amount of housing as¬ 
sistance payments. 

(c> Revisions of Estimates. Any of the 
above Estimates may be revised to reflect 
changes in circumstances and available 
data. 

<d> HUD Approval. All Estimates of 
Required Annual Contributions and any 
revisions thereto submitted by the HFA 
shall be subject to HUD approval. 

§ 883.315 0»nMrnflk»n or rehabilita¬ 
tion period. 

(a) Timely Performance of Work . 
After execution of the Agreement, the 
Owner shall promptly proceed with con¬ 
struction or rehabilitation as provided 
in the Agreement In the event work Ls 
not so commenced, diligently continued, 
and/or completed, the HFA may rescind 
the Agreement, or take other appropriate 
action. 

(b) Delays. Although extensions of 
time may be granted for the reasons 
specified in the Agreement, no increases 
in Contract Rents may be granted on 
that account. 

(c) Changes . The Owner shall submit 
for HFA approval any changes from the 
approved Proposal which would mate¬ 
rially reduce or alter his obligations or 
any changes which would alter the de¬ 
sign or materially reduce the quality or 
amenities of the project. Approval of 
such changes may be conditioned on a 
reduction of Contract Rents. If such 
changes are made without prior approval 
by the HFA, the Owner may be required 
to reduce the Contract Rents or remedy 


the defects or deficiencies as a condition 
for acceptance of the project. Contract 
Rents may not be increased by reason 
of any changes or modifications except 
those required by changes in local codes 
or ordinances made subsequent to execu¬ 
tion of the Agreement, and then only if 
HUD approval Ls obtained prior to in¬ 
corporation of any such changes in the 
project. If any changes under this para¬ 
graph are approved by the HFA, live

(d) Equal Opportunity Review. Equal 
opportunity review may be conducted at 
any time deemed advisable by HUD. 

<e) Commencement of Marketing. The 
Owner shall commence and diligently 
continue marketing as soon as possible, 
but In any event no later than 90 days 
(or 60 days in the case of substantial 
rehabilitation) prior to the estimated 
completion date. The Owner shall notify 
the HFA of the date of commencement 
of marketing. The Owner shall also com¬ 
ply with all reporting requirements un¬ 
der the Affirmative Fair Housing Market¬ 
ing Regulations.

(tv) There has been no change in evi¬ 
dence of management capability or in 
the proposed management program (if 
one was required) specified in the Pro¬ 
posal. other than changes approved in 
writing by the HFA In accordance with 
the Agreement: 
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<v> There has been compliance with 
the provisions of the Argrccment relat¬ 
ing to the payment of not less than pre¬ 
vailing wage rates and that to the best 
of the HFA's knowledge and belief there 
nrc no claims of underpayment in al¬ 
leged violation of said provisions of the 
Agreement. In the event there are any 
such pending claims to the knowledge 
of the Owner. HUD. or the HFA. the 
HFA certification shall include a state¬ 
ment that the Owner has placed a suffi¬ 
cient amount in escrow, as determined 
by HUD. to assure such payments; and 

(vl> The project has been constructed 
or rehabilitated In accordance with ap¬ 
plicable zoning, building, housing and 
other codes, ordinances or regulations, 
os modified by any waivers obtained from 
the appropriate officials. 

(3) A certification by the Owner that: 

(i) The project has been completed in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
Agreement: 

ill) The project is in good and tenant- 
able condition; 

(Hi) There are no defects or deficien¬ 
cies In the project except for ordinary 
punchlist items, or incomplete work 
awaiting seasonal opportunity such as 
landscaping and heating system test 
(such excepted items to be specified); 

(iv) There has been no change In evi¬ 
dence of management capability or in 
the proposed management program (If 
one was required) specified in the Pro¬ 
posal. other than changes approved In 
writing by the HFA in accordance with 
the Agreement; and 

<v) He has complied with the provi¬ 
sions of the Agreement relating to the 
payment of not less than prevailing 
wage rates and to the best of his knowl¬ 
edge and belief there are no claims of 
underpayment In alleged violation of 
said provisions of the Agreement. In the 
event there are any such pending cl aims 
to the knowledge of the Owner. HUD. 
or the HFA, the Owner's certification 
shall include a statement that he has 
placed a sufficient amount In escrow, 
as determined by HUD, to assure such 
payments. 

*3) In the case of substantial reha¬ 
bilitation projects, a certification by the 
Owner that the property has been treated 
and is in compliance with HUD Lead 
Based Paint Regulations 24 CFR. Part 
35. If the property was constructed prior 
to 1950. the Owner shall provide a certifi¬ 
cation that each Family upon occupancy 
will receive the notice required by HUD 
Lead Based Paint regulations and pro¬ 
cedures regarding the hazards of lead 
based paint poisoning, the symptoms and 
treatment of lead poisoning and the pre¬ 
cautions to be taken against lead poison¬ 
ing and that records showing receipt of 
such notice by each tenant will be main¬ 
tained for at least three years. 

(b) Additional Work To Be Completed. 
If the HFA certification states that the 
project is complete except for ordinary 
punchlist Items or incomplete work 
awaiting seasonal opportunity, the proj¬ 
ect may be accepted and the Contract 
executed subject to completion of such 
items within a reasonable time.

(a) Time o/ Execution. If the HUD 
field office determines that the certifica¬ 
tions required by $ 883.316 are In con¬ 
formance with the requirements of that 
section, it will authorize execution of the 
Contract. The Contract shall be executed 
first by the Owner and the HFA and then 
approved by HUD. 

(b) Unleased Units. At the time of ex¬ 
ecution of the Contract, the HFA shall 
examine the lists of dwelling units leased 
and not leased, referred to In § 883.315 
te), and shall determine whether or not 
the Owner has met his obligations under 
that section with respect to any un- 
ieased units. The HFA shall state In writ¬ 
ing its determination with respect to the 
unleased units and for which of those 
units it will make housing assistance 
payments. The Owmer shall Indicate In 
writing his concurrence with this deter¬ 
mination or his disagreement, reserving 
his rights to claim housing assistance 
payments for the unlc&sed units pursu¬ 
ant to the Contract, without prejudice 
by reason of his signing the Contract. 
Copies of all documents referred to in 
this paragraph shall be furnished to 
HUD. 

g 883.318 Murk ding. 

(a) Compliance with Equal Opportu¬ 
nity Requirements. Marketing of units 
and selection of Families by the Owner 
shall be in accordance with the Owmer’s 
HUD-approved Affirmative Fair Housing 
Marketing Plan, if required, including 
any HFA requirements, and with all reg¬ 
ulations relating to fair housing adver¬ 
tising Including use of the equal oppor¬ 
tunity logotype, statement, and slogan 
in all advertising. Projects shalflbe man¬ 
aged and operated without regard to 
race, color, creed, religion, sex, or na¬ 
tional origin. 

<b> Eligibility , Selection and Admission 
of Families.

Lease 
clauses which fall within the classifica¬ 
tions listed below shall not be Included 
in any Lease. 

Prior con¬ 
sent by tenant to any lawsuit the land¬ 
lord may bring against him in connec¬ 
tion with the Lease and to a Judgment 
In favor of the landlord. 

(2) Distraint for Rent or Other 
Charges. Authorization to the landlord 
to take property of the tenant and hold 
It as a pledge until the tenant performs 
any obligation which the landlord has 
determined the tenant has failed to 
perform. 

(3) Exculpatory Clause. Agreement by 
tenant not to hold the landlord or land¬ 
lord's agents liable for any acts or omis¬ 
sions whether intentional or negligent on 
the part of the landlord or the landlord's 
authorized representative or agents.

If, however, 
the Family wishes to be rehoused In an¬ 
other dwelling unit with section 8 assist¬ 
ance and the HFA does not have other 
section 8 funds for such purposes, the 
HFA may use the abated housing assist¬ 
ance payments for the purpose of re¬ 
housing the Family in another dwelling 
unit.

spect to such unit will not be abated, 
unless the Owner fails to oifer the Fam¬ 
ily a suitable unit as soon as one becomes 
vacant and ready for occupancy.

IX the 
HFA determines tliat an adjustment 
should be made, the HFA shall prescribe 
the amount of the adjustment and direct 
the Owner to make promptly a corre¬ 
sponding adjustment in the amount of 
rent to be paid by the affected Families 
and the amount of housing assistance 
payment. 

§ 883.325 Ointinurd family partirtpn* 
lion. 

A Family must continue to occupy its 
approved unit to remain eligible for 
participation in the Housing Assistance 
Payments Program except that If the 
Family (a) wishes to vacate its unit at 
the end of the Lease term (or prior 
thereto but in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the Leasei. or <b> is required 
to move for reasons other than violation 
of the Lease on the part of the Family, 
and if the Family wishes to receive the 
benefit of housing assistance payments 
in another approvable unit, the Family 
should give reasonable notice of the cir¬ 
cumstance to the HFA so that the HFA 
may have the opportunity to consider 
the Family's request. 

§ 883.326 Inapplicability of lonr-rcm 
public housing model Irate and griev¬ 
ance procedure*. 

Model lease and grievance procedures 
established by HUD for PH A-owned low- 
rent public housing are applicable only 
to PHA-owned projects under the sec¬ 
tion 8 Housing Assistance Payments 
Program. 

g 883.327 Reduction of number of con- 
trad unit* for failure to Irate to eli¬ 
gible families. 

(a) If at any time, beginning six 
months after the effective date of the 
Contract, the Owner falls for a con¬ 
tinuous period of six months to have at 
least 80 percent of the Contract Units 
leased or available for leasing by Eli¬ 
gible Families, the HFA, with the ap¬ 
proval of HUD. may on 30 days notice 
reduce the number of Contract units to 
not less than the number of units under 
lease or available for leasing by Eligible 
Families, plus 10 percent of such num¬ 
ber If the number Is 10 or more, rounded 
to the next highest number. 

(b) At the end of the initial term of 
the Contract and of each renewal term, 
the HFA, with the approval of HUD. 
may. by notice to the Owner, reduce the 
number of Contract units to not less 
than (1) the number of units under lease 
or available for leasing by Eligible Fami¬ 
lies at that time, or (2) the average 
number of units so leased or available 
for leasing during the last year, which¬ 
ever is the greater number, plus 10 per¬ 
cent of such number, if the number is 
10 or more, rounded to the next highest 
number.

(1) A certification that it has made a 
public announcement that it has been 
allocated a set-aside. In accordance with 
§ 883.104(c); and 

(2) A demonstration that the pro¬ 
posed project complements the alloca¬ 
tion program of the HUD field office. 

(c) In Implementing the provisions of 
24 CFR Part 882, with respect to the 
provisions of section 213 of the HCD Act. 
the application shnil be exempt from the 
provisions of section 213(a) of the HCD 
Act unless the unit of general local 
government in which the assistance is to 
be provided objects In its Local Housing 
Assistance Plan to the exemption. In the 
latter case or where there is no Local 
Housing Assistance Plan, no application 
for housing may be approved by HUD 
unless HUD requirements implementing 
the provisions of section 213 of the HCD 
Act have been satisfied.

2.1 Definitions, (a) ‘'Families’* means 
Lower-Income Families (Including “Very 
Low-Income Families*') and Includes Fami¬ 
lies consisting of a single person In the case 
of Elderly Families and Displaced Families 
and Includes the remaining member of a 
tenant family. 

(b) “Elderly Families'* means Families 
whose heads (or their spouses), or whose 
solo members, are persons who are at least 
62 years of age or are under a disability as 
denned In section 223 of the Social Security 
Act or In section 102(6) of the Developmental 
Disabilities Services and Facilities Construc¬ 
tion Amendments of 1970. or are handicap¬ 
ped. The term Elderly Families Includes two 
or more elderly, disabled, or handicapped In¬ 
dividuals living together, or one or more such 
Individuals living together with another per¬ 
son who Is determined under regulations of 
the Secretary of Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment (“Secretary'') to be a person essential 
to their care or well being. 

(c) ''Displaced Families" means Families 
displaced by governmental action, or Families 
whose dwellings have been extensively dam¬ 
aged or destroyed as a result of a disaster de¬ 
clared or otherwise formally recognized pur¬ 
suant to Federal disaster relief law*. 

(d) “Lower-Income Families" means Fam¬ 
ilies whose Incomes do not exceed 80 percent 
of the median Income for the area, as deter¬ 
mined by the Secretary wKh adjustments 
for smaller and larger families, except that 
the Secretary may establish Income limits 
higher or lower than 80 percent of the me¬ 
dian for the area on the basis of his finding* 
that such variations are necessary because 
of prevailing levels of construction costs, 
unusually high or low family Incomes, or 
other factors. 

(e) “Very Low-Income Families** means 
Families whose Incomes do not exceed 80 
percent of the median Income for the area, 
as determined by the Secretary with adjust¬ 
ments for smaller snd larger families. 

(f) “Income" means Income from all 
sources of each member of the household, 
as determined In accordance with criteria 
prescribed by the Secretary. 

(g) "Owner" means the person or entity, 
including a cooperative, with which the 
Agreement and Contract are entered Into. 

(h) “Bent" or “rental" mean, with respect 
to members of a cooperative, the charges 
under the occupancy agreements between 
such members and the cooperative. 

(I) “Project Receipts" with respect to each 
Project means the Annual Contributions 
payable hereunder and all other receipts, if 
any. accruing to the HPA from, out of, or 
in connection with such Project. 

(J) “Project Expenditures'* with respect 
to each Project means all costs allowable 
under Part I of this ACC, with respect to 
such Project. 

<k) “Substantial Default* means the oc¬ 
currence of any of the events listed in sec¬ 
tion 2.16.

The HPA 
shall use the Annual Contribution solely for 
the purpose of providing Decent, Safe, and 
Sanitary dwellings for Families In compli¬ 
ance with all applicable provisions of the 
Act and all regulations Issued pursuant 
thereto.

justing, in accordance with the applicable 
schedules established by the Government, 
the amount of rent payable by the Family 
and the amount of housing assistance pay¬ 
ment. 

(e) The HFA shall determine, as part of 
its annual Inspection and at such other 
times as it deems appropriate, whether an 
adjustment la required In the Allowance for 
Utilities and Other 8crvloee applicable to the 
dwelling unit on grounds of changes of 
general applicability. If the HFA determines 
that an adjustment should be made, the HFA 
shall prescribe the amount of the adjust¬ 
ment and notify the Owner accordingly, and 
the HFA shall cause the Owner to make 
a corresponding adjustment in the amount 
of rent to be paid by the affected Family 
and the amount of housing assistance pay¬ 
ment. 

(f) Prior to the approval of eligibility of 
a Family by the HFA or the Owner, as the

recruitment or recruitment advertising; lay¬ 
off or termination; rates of pay or other forma 
of compensation: and selection for training. 
Including apprenticeship. The contractor 
agrees to post in conspicuous places, avail¬ 
able to employees and applicants for employ¬ 
ment. notices to be provided by the HP A set¬ 
ting forth the provisions of this Equal Oppor¬ 
tunity clause. 

“(B) The contractor will in all solicita¬ 
tions or advertisement* for employees placed 
by or on behalf of the contractor, state that 
all qualified applicants will receive consider¬ 
ation for employment without regard to race, 
color, religion, creed, sex. or national origin. 

“(C) The contractor will send to each 
labor union or representative of workers with 
which he has a collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment or other contract or understanding, a 
notice to bo provided toy the HPA advising 
the said labor union or worker** representa¬ 
tive of the contractor's commitment* under 
this Section, and shall post coplea of the 
notice in conspicuous places available to em¬ 
ployees and applicants for employment. 

“(D) The contractor will comply with all 
provisions of Executive Order No. 11246 of 
September 24, 1965. and of the rules, regula¬ 
tions, and relevant orders of the Secretary of 
Labor. 

"(E) The contractor will furnish all infor¬ 
mation and reports required by Executive 
Order No. 11246 of September 24. 1965. and 
by rules, regulations, and orders of the Sec¬ 
retary of Labor, or pursuant thereto, and will 
permit access to his books, records, and ac¬ 
counts by the Government and the Secretary 
of Labor for purposes of Investigation to 
ascertain compliance with such rules, regu¬ 
lations. and orders. 

“(F) In the event of the contractor's non- 
compliance with the Equal Opportunity 
clause of this contract or with any of the 
said rules, regulations, or orders, this con¬ 
tract may be cancelled, terminated, or sus¬ 
pended in whole or In part, and the con¬ 
tractor may be declared ineligible for further 
contract* in accordance with procedures au¬ 
thorised in Executive Order No. 11246 of Sep¬ 
tember 24, 1065, and such other sanctions 
may be Imposed and remedies Invoked as 
provided in Executive Order No. 11246 of 
September 24. 1966, or by rule, regulation, 
or order of the Secretary of Labor or ss other¬ 
wise provided by law. 

“(O) The contractor will Include the por¬ 
tion of the route nr* immediately preceding 
Paragraph (A) and the provisions of Para¬ 
graphs (A) through (G) in every subcontract 
or purchase order unless exempted by the 
rules, regulations, or orders of the Secretary 
of Labor issued pursuant to section 204 of 
Executive Order No. 11246 of September 24. 
1966. so that such provisions will be binding 
upon each subcontractor or vendor The con¬ 
tractor will take such action with respect 
to any subcontractor or purchase order as the 
Oovcrament may direct aa a means of en¬ 
forcing such provisions Including sanctions 
for nonoompllance; Provided, however, that 
in the event a contractor becomes Involved 
In. or la threatened with, litigation with a 
subcontractor or vendor as a mult of such 
direction by the Government, the contrac¬ 
tor may request the United States to enter 
Into such litigation to protect the Interests 
of the United States ** 

(2) Ilia HFA agrees that It will awist and 
cooperate actively with the Government and 
the Secretary of Labor in obtaining the com¬ 
pliance of oontractors and subcontractors 
with the Equal Opportunity clause and the 
rules, regulations, and relevant orders of the 
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Secretary of Labor, that It will furnish the 
Government and the Secretary of Labor such 
information as they may require for tho 
supervision of such compliance, and that it 
will otherwise assist the Government in the 
discharge of the Government's primary re¬ 
sponsibility for securing compliance. 

(3) The HFA further agrees that it will re¬ 
frain from entering into any contract or 
contract modification subject to Executive 
Order No. 11246 of September 24. 1965, with 
a contractor debarred from, or who has not 
demonstrated eligibility for. Government 
oon tracts and Federally assisted construction 
contracts pursuant to the Executive Order 
and will carry out such sanctions and penal¬ 
ties for violation of the Equal Opportunity 
clause as may be imposed upon contractors 
and subcontractors by the Government or 
the Secretary of Labor pursuant to Part It 
Subpart D of the Executive Order. 

2.7 Training. Employment, and Contract¬ 
ing Opportunities for Businesses and Lover 
Income Persons, (a) The project assisted 
under this AOC Is subject to the require¬ 
ments of section 3 of the Housing and Urban 
Development Act of 1968. as amended. 12 
UJBXL 170 iu. Section 3 requires that to the 
greatest .extent feasible opportunities for 
training and employment be given lower in¬ 
come residents of the Project area and con¬ 
tracts far work in connection with the Proj¬ 
ect be awarded to business concerns which 
are located in or owned In substantial part 
by persons residing In the area of the Project. 

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision 
of this AOC. the HFA shall carry out the 
provisions of said section 3 and the regula¬ 
tions Issued pursuant thereto by the Secre¬ 
tary set forth In 24 CPU Part 135 (published 
In 38 Federal Register 29220, October 23. 
1973). and all applicable rules and orders of 
the Secretary issued thereunder prior to the 
execution of this ACC. Tho requirements of 
■aid regulations Include but are not limited 
to development and Implementation of an 
affirmative action plan for utilizing business 
concerns located within or owned In sub¬ 
stantial part by persons residing In the area 
of the Project; the making of a good faith 
effort, as defined by the regulations, to pro¬ 
vide training, employment, and business op¬ 
portunities required by section 3; and In¬ 
corporation of the “section 8 clause" speci¬ 
fied by | 13620(b) of the regulations In all 
contracts for work in connection with the 
Project. The HFA certifies and agrees that 
It Is under no contractual or other disability 
which would prevent it from complying with 
them requirement*. 

(c) Compliance with the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 3. the regulations set forth In 24 CFR 
Part 135. and all applicable rules and orders 
of the Secretary issued thereunder prior to 
approval by the Government of the applica¬ 
tion for this ACC shall be a condition of the 
Federal financial assistance provided to the 
Project, binding upon the HFA. its succes¬ 
sors and assigns. Failure to fulfill these re¬ 
quirements shall subject the HFA. Its con¬ 
tractors and subcontractors. Its successors, 
and assigns to the sanction specified by this* 
ACC and to such sanctions as are specified 
by 24 CFR, | 136 .135 

(d) The HFA shall Incorporate or cause to 
be incorporated into any contract pursuant 
to this contract such clause or clauses as 
are required by the Government for com¬ 
pliance with its regulations issued pursuant 
to the Housing and Urban Development Act, 
as amended. The HFA ahall cooperate with 
the Government tn the conducting of com¬ 
pliance reviews pursuant to said Acta and 
Regulations. 

2.8 Cooperation In Equal Opportunity 
Compliance Reviews. The HFA shall cooper¬ 
ate with the Government in the conducting 
of compliance reviews and oomplaint in¬ 


vestigations pursuant to applicable civil 
rights statutes. Executive Orders, and rules 
and regulations pursuant thereto. 

2 9 Relocation ; Clean Air Act and Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act —(a) Relocation. 
In the case of a project owned by a public 
housing agency, as defined in the Act, the 
UFA understands and agrees that relocation 
of. and payments to. site occupants will be 
carried out In accordance with all regula¬ 
tions and requirements of the Government 
and in compliance with the requirements of 
the Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real 
Property Acquisition Policies Act of 1970 
(Pub. L 91-046; 84 8tst. 1894; 42 U.8.C. 
4601). The HFA warrants and agrees that 
such requirements will be complied wtth. The 
assurances required by section 210 of the 
Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real 
Property Acquisition Policies Act of 1970 are 
hereby given by the HFA. 

(b) Clean Atr Act and Federal Water Pol¬ 
lution Control Act . Tho HFA shall Incorpo¬ 
rate or cause to be Incorporated. Into any 
contract for construction or substantial re¬ 
habilitation, such clause or clauses as are re¬ 
quired by the Government for compliance 
with the regulations Issued by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency pursuant to the 
Clean Air Act, as amended, the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. as amended, and Ex¬ 
ecutive Order 11738. The HFA ahall cooper¬ 
ate. with the Government tn the conducting 
of compliance reviews pursuant to a&ld Act* 
and Regulations. 

2.10 Labor Standards. The HFA shall In¬ 
corporate or cause to be incorporated into 
any contract for construction or substantial 
rehabilitation of nine or more dwelling units, 
auch clause or clauses as are required by the 
Government for compliance with Its regula¬ 
tions issued pursuant to the Copoland Act, 
tho Davis-Bacon Act. and the Contract Work 
Hours and Safety Standards Act. The HFA 
shall cooperate with the Government in tho 
conducting of compliance reviews pursuant 
to said Acts and Regulations. 

2.11 Estimates of Required Annual Con¬ 
tribution. Tho UFA shall from time to time 
submit to tho Government estimates of re¬ 
quired annual contribution at such times 
and In such form as the Government may re¬ 
quire. Ail estimates and any revisions thereof 
submitted under this Section shall be sub¬ 
ject to Government approval. 

2.12 Insurance and Fideltty Bond Cover¬ 
age. For purposes of protection against haz¬ 
ards arising out of or In connection with the 
administrative activities of the HFA In car¬ 
rying out the Project, the HFA shall carry 
adequate (a) comprehensive general liability 
insurance, (b) workmen’s compensation cov¬ 
erage (statutory or voluntary), (c) automo¬ 
bile liability Insurance against property dam¬ 
age and bodily injury (owned and non- 
owned), and (d) fidelity bond coverage of 
Its officers, agents, or employees handling 
cash or authorized to sign checks or certify 
vouchers. 

2.13 Books of Account and Records: Re¬ 
ports. (a) The provisions of this Section shall 
apply only to books, documents, papers, rec¬ 
ords. statement*, reports and data that are 
pertinent to compliance with this ACC and 
other Agreements or Contracts entered Into 
pursuant thereto 

(b) The HFA ahall maintain complete and 
accurate books of account and records, as 
may be prescribed from time to time by tho 
Government, in connection with the Proj¬ 
ects, Including records which permit a speedy 
and effective audit, and will among other 
things fully disclose the amount and the 
disposition by the HFA of the Annual Con¬ 
tributions and other Project Receipts, if any. 

(o The books of account and records of 
the HFA shall be maintained for each Proj¬ 
ect as separate and distinct from all other 
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Project* and undertakings of the HFA except 
as authorized or approved by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

(d) The HFA shall furnish the Govern¬ 
ment such financial, operating, and statis¬ 
tical reports, records, statements, and docu¬ 
ments at such times, in such form, and ac¬ 
companied by such supporting data, all as 
may reasonably be required from time to 
time by the Government. 

(e) The Government and the Comptroller 
General of the United States, or his duly au¬ 
thorized representatives, shall have full and 
free acoesa to the Projects and to all the 
books, documents, papers, and records of the 
HFA that are pertinent to its operations with 
respect to financial assistance under the Act, 
Including the right to audit, and to make 
excerpts and transcripts from such books 
and records. 

(f) The HFA shall Incorporate or cause to 
be Incorporated in all Contracts the follow¬ 
ing clauses: 

“HFA AND OoVKRNMCKT ACCESS TO PREMISES 
and Ownek's Records 

°(1) The Owner shall furnish such Infor¬ 
mation and reports pertinent to the Con¬ 
tract as reasonably may be required from 
time to time by the HFA and the Govern¬ 
ment. 

•*(2) The Owner shall permit the HFA or 
the Government or any of their duly au¬ 
thorised representatives, to have access to 
the premises and, for the purpose of audit 
and examination, to have access to any books, 
documents, papers and records of the Owner 
that are pertinent to compliance with this 
Contract, including the verification of in¬ 
formation pertinent to the monthly requests 
to the HFA for housing assistance payments.“ 

(g) Audits required by the Government will 
be performed or paid for by the Government. 

2.14 General Depositary Agreement and 
General Fund, (a) The HFA shall maintain 
one or more agreements, which are herein 
collectively called the “General Depositary 
Agreement.** In the form prescribed by the 
Government, with one or more banks (each 
of which shall be, and continue to be, a 
member of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation ) selected as depositary by the 
HFA. Immediately upon the execution of any 
General Depositary Agreement, the HFA shall 
furnish to the Government such executed or 
conformed copies thereof as the Government 
may require. No such Oeneral Depositary 
Agreement shall be terminated except after 
80 days notice to the Government. 

(b) All monies received by or held for ac¬ 
count of the HFA in connection with the 
Projects shall constitute tho General Fund. 

(c) The HFA shall, except as otherwise 
provided In this ACC. deposit promptly with 
such bank or banks, under the terms of the 
General Depositary Agreement, all monlee 
constituting the General Fund. 

(d) The HFA may withdraw monies from 
the General Fund only for (1) the payment 
of Project Expenditures, and (2) other pur¬ 
poses specifically approved by the Govern¬ 
ment. No withdrawals shall be made except 
In accordance with a voucher or vouchers 
then on file In the olfice of the HFA stating 
In proper detail the purpoee for which such 
withdrawal is made. 

<e) If the HFA (1) in the determination 
of the Government. Is in substantial Default, 
or (2) makes or has made any fraudulent or 
willful misrepresentation of any material 
fact in any of the documents or data sub¬ 
mitted to the Government pursuant to this 
ACC or In any document or data submitted 
to the Government as a basis for this ACO 
or as an inducement to the Government to 
enter Into this ACC, the Government shall 
have the right to require any bank or other 
depositary which holds any monies of the 
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Oeneral Fund, to refuse to permit any with¬ 
drawals of such monies: Provided, however, 
that upon the curing of such Default the 
Government shall promptly rescind such 
requirement. 

2.15 Pooling of Funds under Special Con - 
dftfoni and Revolving Fund, (a) Tho HFA 
may deposit under the terms of the General 
Depositary Agreement monies received or 
held by the HFA in connection with any 
other housing project developed or operated 
by the HFA pursuant to the provisions of 
any contract for annual contributions, ad¬ 
ministration. or lease between the HP A and 
the Government. 

(b) The HFA may also deposit under the 
terms of the General Depositary Agreement 
amounts necessary for current expenditures 
of any other project or enterprise of the HFA. 
including any project or enterprise In which 
the Government has no financial interest; 
Provided, however, that suoh deposits shall 
be lump-sum transfers from the depositaries 
of such other projects or enterprises, and 
shall in no event be deposits of the direct 
revenues or receipts of such other projects 
or enterprises. 

(c) If the HFA operates other projects or 
enterprises in which the Government has no 
financial Interest, it may from time to time, 
withdraw such amounts as the Government 
may approve from monies on deposit under 
the Oeneral Depositary Agreement for de¬ 
posit In and disbursement from a revolving 
fund provided for tho payment of items 
chargeable In part to the Projects and In part 
to other projects or enterprises of the HFA; 
Provided, however, that all deposits In 6uch 
revolving fund shall be lump-sum transfers 
from the depositaries of the related projects 
or enterprises and shall In no ©vent be de¬ 
posits of the direct revenues or receipts. 

(d) The HFA may establish petty cash or 
change funds in reasonable amounts, from 
monies on deposit under the General De¬ 
positary Agreement. 

(e) In no event shall the HFA withdraw 
from any of tho funds or accounts authorized 
under this Section 2.16 amounts for the 
Projects or for any other project or enter¬ 
prise In excess of the amount then on de¬ 
posit in respect thereto. 

2.10 Defaults by UFA and/or Owner under 
ACC or Contract.—( a) Rights of Owner if 
UFA Defaults. (1) In the event of failure of 
the HFA to comply with the Contract with 
the Owner, or If such Contract Is held to be 
void, voidable or ultra vires, or If the power 
or right of the HFA to enter into such Con¬ 
tract Is drawn into question In any legal 
proceeding, or If the HFA asserts or claims 
that such Contract is not binding upon the 
HFA for any such reason, the Government 
may. after notice to the HFA giving It a 
reasonable opportunity to take corrective 
action, determine that the occurrence of any 
such event constitutes a Substantial Default 
hereunder. Whore the Government so deter¬ 
mines. It may assume the HFA‘s rights and 
obligations under such Contract, and the 
Government shall, for the duration of such 
Contract, continue to pay Annual Contribu¬ 
tions for the purpose of making housing 
assistance payments with respect to dwell¬ 
ing units under such Contract, shall perform 
the obligations and enforce the lights of the 
HFA. and shall exercise such other powers as 
the Government may have to cure the 
Default. 

(2) All rights and obligations of the HFA 
assumed by the Government pursuant to 
this section 2.16(a) will be returned ss con¬ 
stituted at the time of such return (1) when 
the Government Is satisfied that all defaults 
have been cured and that the Project will 
thereafter be administered In accordance 
with all applicable requirements, or (11) when 
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the Housing Av-fitunce Payments Contract 
la at an end, whichever occurs sooner. 

(3) The provisions of this section 2.10(a) 
are made with, and for the benefit of, the 
Owner or his assignees who will have been 
specifically approved by the Government 
prior to such assignment. If the Owner and 
the assignees are not In dofault. they may. 
In order to enforce the performance of these 
provisions, (I) demand that the Government, 
alter notice to the HFA giving It a reasonable 
opportunity to take corrective action, make 
a determination whether a Substantial De¬ 
fault exists under paragraph (a)(1) of this 
section, (11) It the Government determines 
that a Substantial Default exists, demand 
that the Government toko the actions au¬ 
thorized in paragraph (a)(1) to carry out 
the obligations of the HFA to the Owner, and 
(111) proceed against the Government by 
suit at law or In equity. 

(4) The provisions of paragraphs (a) (1). 
(2) and (3) of this section shall he Included 
in the Contract. 

(b) Rights of Government if UFA De¬ 
faults Under ACC or Contract. (1) If the 
HFA defaults In the observance or perform¬ 
ance of the provisions of section 2.4; falls 
to comply with Its obligations under any 
duly issued Certificate of Family Participa¬ 
tion in accordance with its terms: falls to 
comply with the requirements of sections 
2.5. 2.6. 2.7, or 2fi; defaults In the perform¬ 
ance or observance of any other term, cove¬ 
nant, or condition of this ACC or of any 
term, covenant, or condition of any Con¬ 
tract; falls, in the event of any default by 
the Owner, to enforce Its rights under the 
Contract by way of action to achieve com¬ 
pliance to the satisfaction of the Govern¬ 
ment or to terminate the Contract in whole 
or In part, as directed by the Government; 
or falls to comply with the applicable pro¬ 
visions of the Act and all regulations Issued 
pursuant thereto; the Government may. after 
notice to the HFA giving it a reasonable 
opportunity to take corrective action, de¬ 
termine that the occurrence of any such 
event constitute* a Substantial Default 
hereunder as to the Project. Upon the oc¬ 
currence of a Substantial Default with re¬ 
spect to any Project, the HFA shall. If the 
Government so requires, assign to the Gov¬ 
ernment all of Its rights and Interests under 
tho Contract Including any funds, and the 
Government shall continue to pay Annual 
Contributions with respect to dwelling units 
covered by Housing Assistance Payments 
Contracts in accordance with tho terms of 
this ACC and of such Contracts until re¬ 
assigned to the HFA. 

(2) All rights and obligations of the HFA 
assumed by the Government pursuant to 
this section 2.16(b) will be returned as con¬ 
stituted at the time of such return (1) when 
the Government Is satisfied that all defaults 
have been cured and that the Project will 
thereafter be administered In accordance 
with all applicable requirements, or (11) 
when the Housing Assistance Payments Con¬ 
tract is at an end. whichever occurs sooner. 

(c) Rights of UFA and Government if 
Owner Defaults Under Contract. (New Con¬ 
struction and SubxtoftHaJ Rehabilitation 
Projects). For New Construction and Sub¬ 
stantial Rehabilitation projects, tho Con¬ 
tract shall contain the following provisions: 

“a A default by the Owner under this 
Contract shall result If: 

*'(!) The Owner has violated or failed to 
comply with any provision of. or obligation 
under, this Contract or of any Lease: or 

°(2) The Owner has asserted or demon¬ 
strated an intention not to perform some or 
all of his obligations under this Contract or 
undor any Lease. 
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••b. Upon a determination by the HFA that 
a default has occurred. the HFA shall notify 
the Owner, with a copy to the Government, 
of (1) the nature of the default* (2) the 
actions required to be taken and the reme¬ 
dies to be applied on account of the default 
(Including Actions by the Owner to cure the 
default, and. where appropriate, abatement 
of housing assistance payments In whole or 
In part and recovery of overpayments), and 
(3) the time within which the Owner shall 
respond with a showing that he has taken 
all the actions required of him. If the Owner 
falls to respond or take action to the satis¬ 
faction of the HFA and the Government, the 
HFA shall have the right to terminate this 
Contract In whole or In part or to take 
other corrective action to achieve compli¬ 
ance, In Its discretion or as directed by the 
Government 

-c. Notwithstanding any other provisions 
of this Contract, In the event the Govern¬ 
ment determines that the Owner Is In de¬ 
fault of his obligations under the Contract, 
the Government shall have the right, after 
notice to the Owner and the HFA giving 
them a reasonable opportunity to take cor¬ 
rective action, to abate or terminate housing 
assistance payments and recover overpay¬ 
ments in accordance with the terms of the 
Contract. In the event the Government takes 
any action under this Section, the Owner and 
the HFA hereby expressly agree to recognize 
the rights of the Government to the same ex¬ 
tent as If the action were taken by the HFA, 
The Government shall not have the right to 
terminate the Contract except by proceed¬ 
ing in accordance with section 2.10(h) of 
the ACC.** 

2.17 Remedies Sot exclusive and Non¬ 
waiver of Remedies. The availability of any 
remedy provided for in this ACC or In the 
Contract shall not preclude the exercise of 
any other remedy under this ACC or the Con¬ 
tract or under any provisions of law. nor 
shall any action taken In the exercise of 
any remedy be deemed a waiver of any other 
rights or remedies. Failure to exercise any 
right or remedy shall not constitute a waiver 
of the right to exercise that or any other 
right or remedy at any time. 

2.13 interest of Members, Officers, or Em¬ 
ployees of UFA, Members of Local Governing 
Body, or Other Public Officials, (a) Neither 
the HFA nor any of 1U contractors or their 
subcontractors shall enter. Into any con¬ 
tract. subcontract, or arrangement, in con¬ 
nection with any Project, Ln which any mem¬ 
ber, ameer, or employee of the HFA, or any 
member of the governing body of the locality 
ln which the Project Is situated, or any mem¬ 
ber of the governing body of the 8tale or 
locality In which the HFA was activated, or 
any other public official of such Jurisdiction 
who exercises any responsibilities or func¬ 
tions with respect to the Project during his 
tenure or for one year thereafter has any 
interest, direct or indirect. If any such pres¬ 
ent or former member, officer, or employee of 
the HFA. or any such governing body member 
or such other public official of such Jurisdic¬ 
tion involuntarily acquires or had acquired 
prior to the beginning of his tenure any such 
interest, and If such Interest Is Immediately 
disclosed to the HFA and such disclosure is 
entered upon the minutes of the HFA. the 
HFA, with the prior approval of the Govern¬ 
ment. may waive the prohibition contained 
ln this subsection; Provided, however, that 
any such preaent member, officer, or employee 
of tho HFA shall not participate In any ac¬ 
tion by the HFA relating to such contract, 
subcontract, or arrangement. 

(b) The HFA shall Insert in all contracts 
entered into in connection with any Project 
or any property Included or planned to be in¬ 
cluded in any Project, and shall require Its 
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contractors to insert In each of Its subcon¬ 
tracts, the following provisions: 

•'No member, officer, or employee of the 
HFA. no member of the goverrdng body of 
the State or locality (city and county) In 
which the project Is situated, and no other 
public official of such State or locality who 
exercises any functions or responsibilities 
with respect to the project, during his tenure 
or for one year thereafter, shall have any 
interests direct or Indirect, In this contract 
or In any proceeds or benefits arising there¬ 
from. In the case at a project owned by a 
public housing agency, the foregoing pro¬ 
hibition shall also apply to members of the 
governing body of the locality (city and 
county) In which such public housing 
agency was activated.** 

(c) The provisions of the foregoing sub¬ 
sections (a) and (b) of this section 2 IS 
shall not be applicable to the General De¬ 
positary Agreement, or utility service the 
rates for which are fixed or controlled by 
a governmental agency. 

2.10 Interest of Member of or Delegate 
to Congress No member of or delegate to 
the Congress of the United States of Amer¬ 
ica or resident commissioner shall be ad¬ 
mitted to any share or part or this ACC or 
to any benefits which may arise therefrom.

under which the Government will provide 
financial assistance to the HFA pursuant to 
section 8 of the Act for the purpose of mak¬ 
ing housing assistance payments; and 

Whereas, the Owner is also the developer 
or rehabliltator. or. If the developer or re- 
habllltator Is other than the Owner, the 
developer's or rehabliltator's name is 


Now therefore, the parties hereto agree 
as follows; 

1.1 Significant Dates: Contents of Agree¬ 
ment —a. Time for Completion of Project.

This Agreement, including said exhibits, com¬ 
prises the entire agreement between the par¬ 
ties hereto, and neither party Is bound by 
any representations or agreements of any 
kind except as contained herein. Nothing con¬ 
tained in this Agreement shall create or affect 
any relationship between the HFA and any 
contractors or subcontractors employed by 
the Owner in the completion of the project. 

1.2 Schedule of completion —a. Time for 
Completion. The project ahall be completed 
In accordance with section 1.4 no later than 
the end of the period stated in section I.la. 
or in stages as provided for tn Exhibit D 
which Identifies the units comprising each 
stage and the date of commencement and 
time for completion of each stage. Where 
completion in stages Is provided for, all ref¬ 
erences to project completion shall be deemed 
to refer to project completion and/or com¬ 
pletion of any stage, as appropriate. 

b. Timely Performance of Work. The Owner 
agrees that no later than the date stated ln 
section 1,1b the work will be oommenced and 
diligently continued. In the event the work 
Is not commenced, diligently continued, 
and/or completed as aforesaid, the HFA re¬ 
serves the right, subject to Government ap¬ 
proval, to rescind this Agreement or take 
other appropriate action. The Owner shall re¬ 
port to the HFA the date work was com¬ 
menced and shall thereafter furnish the UFA 
with periodic progress reports (quarterly or 
as otherwise required by the HFA). 

c. Delays. In the event there Is delay In the 
completion due to strikes, lockouts, tabor 
union disputes, fire, unusual delays In trans¬ 
portation. unavoidable casualties, weather, 
acta of Ood, or any other causes beyond the 
Owner’s control, or by delay authorized by 
the HFA. the time for completion shall be 
extended to the extent that completion Is 
delayed due to one or more of these causes. 
No Increases in the rents set forth In Exhibit 
B ("Contract Rents") may be granted on ac¬ 
count of any such delays. 

12 Con.tfrucflon or rehabilitation pe¬ 
riod —a Changes. The Owner shall submit 
for HFA approval any changes from Exhibit 
A which would materially reduce or alter 
his obligations or any changes which would 
alter the design or materially reduce the 
quality or amenities of the project. Approval 
of such changes may be conditioned on a 
reduction of Contract Renta. If such change* 
are made without prior approval by the HFA, 
the Owner may be required to reduce the 
Contract Rents or remedy the defects or de¬ 
ficiencies as a condition for acceptance of 
the project. Contract Rents may not bo in¬ 
creased by reason of any changes or modi¬ 
fications except those required by changes 
in local codes or ordinances made subsequent 
to execution of the Agreement, and then only 
If Government approval Is obtained prior to 
incorporation of any such changes in the 
project. If any changes under this paragraph 
are approved by tho HFA. the HPA to* re¬ 
quired to submit to the Government, at such 
times as It deems appropriate but not later 
than the certification of completion de¬ 
scribed ln Section 1.4. a statement specify¬ 
ing the changes approved and either (1) a 
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certification by the UFA that such changes 
do not JuaUfy a reduction of Contract Rents, 
or (21 a statement of the amounts by which 
Contract Renta were reduced and a certifi¬ 
cation that such reduction Is appropriate and 
adequate in light of the changes approved. 

b. Commencement o / Marketing. The 
Owner ahall commence and diligently con¬ 
tinue marketing as soon as possible, but in 
any event no later than 00 day* (or 60 days 
In the case of substantial rehabilitation) 
prior to the estimated completion date. The 
Owner shall notify the UFA of the date of 
commencement of marketing. The Owner 
shall also comply with all reporting require¬ 
ments under the Affirmative Fair Housing 
Marketing Regulations. Not later than 30 
days prior to the estimated completion date 
and periodically thereafter, the Owner shall 
notify the UFA of any units which he antic¬ 
ipates will be vacant on the effective date 
of the Contract. At the time the Contract la 
excuted. the Owner ahall submit a list of the 
dwelling units leased as of the effective date 
of the Contract and a list of the units not 
so leased. U any. The Owner will be entitled 
to housing assistance payments for any un¬ 
leased units pursuant to section 1.7b of the 
Contract only If he has fully compiled with 
the requirements of this paragraph and the 
provisions of that Section. 

1.4 Project Completion— a. Certification* 
Upon Completion. Upon completion of the 
project, the HFA shall submit to the Gov¬ 
ernment the following certifications: 

(!) A certification by the UFA that: 

(I) The project has been completed In ac¬ 
cordance with the requirements of the 
Agreement; 

(II) The project Is In good and tc nan table 
condition; 

(ill) There are no defects or deficiencies 
In the project other than punchlist Items, or 
incomplete work awaiting seasonal oppor¬ 
tunity such as landscaping and heating sys¬ 
tem test (such excepted items to be speci¬ 
fied): 

(It) There has been no change In evi¬ 
dence of management capability or In the 
proposed management program (If one was 
required) specified In the Proposal, other 
than changes approved In writing by the 
HFA in accordance with the Agreement; 

(v) There has been compliance with the 
provisions of the Agreement relating to the 
payment of not less than prevailing wage 
rates and that to the best of the UFA'S 
knowledge and belief there are no claims of 
underpayment In alleged violation of said 
provisions of the Agreement. In the event 
there are any such pending claims to the 
knowledge of the Owner, the Government, or 
the HFA. the HFA certification shall Include 
a statement that the Owner has placed a 
sufficient amount In escrow, as determined 
by the Government, to assure such pay¬ 
ments; and 

(vl) The project bos been constructed or 
rehabilitated In accordance with applicable 
voning, building, housing and other codes, 
ordinances or regulations, as modified by any 
waivers obtained from the appropriate offi¬ 
cials. 

(2) A certification by the Owner that: 

(I) The project haa been completed in 
accordance with the requirements of tho 
Agreement; 

(II) The project U In good and tcnantable 
condition; 

(ill) There are no defects or deficiencies In 
the project except for ordinary punchlist 
Items, or incomplete work awalttng seasonal 
opportunity such as landscaping and heat- 
lug system test (such excepted Heins to be 
specified); 

(tv) There haa been no change in evidence 
of management capability or In the pro¬ 
posed management program (If one was re- 
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qulred) specified in tho Proposal, other than 
changes approved In writing by the HFA In 
accordance with the Agreement; and 

(v) He haa complied with the provisions 
of the Agreement relating to the payment of 
not leas than prevailing wage rates and to 
the best of his knowledge and belief there 
are no claims of underpayment In alleged 
violation of sold provisions of the Agree¬ 
ment. In the event there are any such pend¬ 
ing claims to the knowledge of the Owner, 
the Government, or the HFA. the Owner'* 
certification shall Include a statement that 
he has placed a sufficient amount In escrow, 
as determined by the Government, to assure 
such payments. 

(3) In the caw? of substantial rehabilita¬ 
tion projects, a certification by the Owner 
that the property has been treated and Is in 
compliance with Government Lead Based 
Paint Regulations, 24 CFR, Part 35. If the 
property was constructed prior to 1950. the 
Owner shall provide a certification that each 
Family upon occupancy will receive the no¬ 
tice required by Government Lead Based 
Paint regulations and procedures regarding 
the hazards of lead based paint poisoning, 
the symptoms and treatment of lead poison¬ 
ing and the precautions to' be taken against 
lead poisoning and that records showing 
receipt of such notice by each tenant will 
be maintained for at least three years. 

b. Additional Work to be Completed. If the 
HFA certification states that the project Is 
complete except for ordinary punchlist Items 
or incomplete work awaiting seasonal oppor¬ 
tunity. the project may be accepted and the 
Contract executed subject to completion of 
such Items within a reasonable time. When 
the Owner reports to the HFA that the re¬ 
maining work has been completed, the HFA 
shall inspect the work, and if It finds that 
the work has been completed satisfactorily. 
It shall so certify to the Government. If the 
Government falls to receive such additional 
certification within a reasonable time from 
acceptance of tho project, the Government 
may, upon 30 days notice to the HFA and 
tho Owner, cancel Its approval of the Con¬ 
tract and require its termination or exercise 
Its other rights under the Contract or the 
AOC. 

c. Completion in Stages. It the project is to 
be completed in stages, the procedures of this 
Section shall apply to each stage. 

1.5 Housing Assistance Payments Con¬ 
tract.—a. Time of Execution. If the Govern¬ 
ment determines that tho certifications of 
completion comply with the requirements of 
section 1.4 of this Agreement, the Govern¬ 
ment shall authorize execution of the Con¬ 
tract. Upon receipt of this authorization, tho 
Contract shall be executed first by the Owner 
and the HFA. and then approved by the 
Government. 

b. Completion in Stages. If completion is 
In stages, pursuant to section 1.4. the Con¬ 
tract shall be oxecuted upon completion of 
tho first stage, and the number and types of 
completed units and their Contract rents 
shall be shown In Schedule A-l of the Con¬ 
tract. Thereafter, upon completion of each 
successive stage, the signature block provided 
In the Contract for that stage shall be exe¬ 
cuted by the Owner and tho HFA and ap¬ 
proved by the Government, and Schedule 
A~2. A 3, etc., covering the additional units, 
shall become part of the Contract. 

c. Unleased Units at Time of Execution. 
At the time of execution of the Contract, 
the HFA shall examine the lists of dwelling 
units leased and not leased, referred to la 
Section 1.3b, and shall determine whether 
or not the Owner has met hla obligations 
under that Section with respect to any un¬ 
leased units. The UFA shall state in writing 
Its determination with respect to the un¬ 
loosed units and for which of those units It 
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will make housing assistance payments pur¬ 
suant to the Contract. The Owner shall in¬ 
dicate in writing his concurrence with this 
determination or his disagreement, reserving 
his rights to claim housing assistance pay- 
menu for the uni rased unlU pursuant to 
the Contract, without prejudice by reason 
of hU signing the Contract- Copies of all 
documenu referred to in this paragraph 
ahall be furnished to the Government. 

d Contract Rents. The rents to the Owner, 
by unit sine, amounts of bousing assistance 
payments, and all other applicable terms 
and conditions ahall be as specified In the 
proposed Housing Assistance Payments Con¬ 
tract except as provided In section 1.3s. and 
except that If the project Is permanently 
financed prior to project completion, the 
Contract Rents shall be subject to adjust¬ 
ment in accordance with paragraph e or f 
of this Section, as appropriate. (If permanent 
financing does not occur unUl after project 
completion, the adJustmenU contemplated 
by paragraph f will be made In accordance 
with the comparable provisions contained in 
the Contract.) 

e. Adjustments of Contract Rents to Re¬ 
flect Actual Costs Where Only Permanent 
Financing Is Utilized. (1) In the event that 
only permanent financing Is utilized for the 
project, the HFA shall, at the time the terms 
of said financing are agreed to by the lender, 
certify to the Government: 

(1) The interest rate on said permanent 
financing, and 

(11) Any change In the amount of mort¬ 
gage loan required for the project because 
of the difference between the Interest rate 
payable on said permanent financing and 
the anticipated Interest rate which would 
have been payable If interim financing had 
been utilized during the construction period 
for the project. 

(2) The Contract Renta, the maximum 
Contract commitment and the Maximum 
AOC Commitment shall be adjusted to re¬ 
flect the foregoing. In no event shall the 
maximum Contract commitment or the Max¬ 
imum ACC Commitment be increased by 
more than the amount of the Financing Coet 
Contingency, as specified in Section 1.4(b) 
of the ACC. Any unused portion of the Fi¬ 
nancing Coet Contingency shall be reallo¬ 
cated to the then current set-aside of the 
HFA, if any. 

f. Adjustments of Contract Rents to Re¬ 
flect Actual Costs of Permanent Financing 
Where Interim and Permanent Financing 
Art Utilized. In the event that Interim fi¬ 
nancing Is utilized for the project, at tlic 
time the terms of the permanent financing 
are agreed to by the lender, tlie HFA shall 
submit a certification to the Government as 
to the actual financing terms and the fol¬ 
lowing provisions shall apply: 

(1) If the actual debt service under the 
permanent financing Is lower than the 
anticipated debt service on which the Con¬ 
tract Rents were based, and the HFA Is using 
Renta shall be reduced commensuratcly, 
and the amount of the savings shall be 
credited to the Project Account. The maxi¬ 
mum ACC commitment shall not be reduced 
except by the amount of the contingency. If 
any, which was included for possible in¬ 
creases under paragraph e(2) of this Section. 

(2) If tho actual debt service under the 
permanent financing Is higher than the 
anticipated debt service on which the Con¬ 
tract Rents were based, and the HFA Is us¬ 
ing Its set-a&ide for the project, the Initial 
Contract Rents shall be Increased comrocn- 
surately, not to exceed the limitations 
In this paragraph e(2) and the amount of 
the Financing Cost Contingency, if the pro¬ 
jected borrowing rate (net Interest ooat) was 
not leas than the average net Interest cost 
for the preoeding quarter (at the time the 
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projection was submitted to tho Govern¬ 
ment) of the "20 Bond Index" published 
v.'eekly in the Bond Buyer, plus SO bade 
point a. An adjustment under this paragraph 
c(2) shall not be more than Is necessary 
to reflect an increase in debt service (based 
upon the original projected capital cost 
and the actual term of the permanent 
financing for the project) resulting from an 
increase In Interest rate of not more than: 

(1) One and one-half percent if the pro¬ 
jected spread aa submitted to the Govern¬ 
ment was three-fourths of one percent or 
leas, or 

(U) One percent if such projected spread 
was more than three-fourths of one percent 
hut uot more than one peroent, or 

(1U) One-half of one percent If such pro¬ 
jected spread waa more than one percent. 

(3) After Contract Rents have been ad¬ 
justed In accordance with paragraph e(l) or 
e(2) of this Section, the maximum amount 
of the ACC commitment shall be reduced by 
the amount of any unused portion of the 
Financing Cost Contingency, and such por¬ 
tion shall be reallocated to the then current 
set-aside of the HP A. If any. At the same 
time, if the Contract Rents have been In¬ 
creased In accordance with paragraph e(2) 
of this section, the maximum Contract 
amount specified in section Mg of the Con¬ 
tract shall be increased commensurately. 

g. No Changes t* Contract. Each party has 
read or Is presumed to have read the pro¬ 
posed Contract. It is expressly agreed that 
there shall be no change in the terms and 
conditions of the Contract other than as 
provided In this Agreement, 

1.8. Government Assurance to Owner. The 
approval of this Agreement by the Govern¬ 
ment signifies that the Government has exe¬ 
cuted the ACC and that the ACC has been 
properly authorised; that the faith of tho 
United States la solemnly pledged to the pay¬ 
ment of annual contributions pursuant to 
said ACC; and that funds have been obli¬ 
gated by the Government for such payments 
to assist the KFA in the performance of It* 
obligations under the Contract. The Gov¬ 
ernment and the HFA shall not, without the 
consent of the Owner, amend or modify the 
ACC In any manner which would reduce the 
amount of annual contributions payable 
thereunder for housing assistance payments 
except as authorised in the ACC and the 
Contract. 

1.7 Relocation Requirements for Project 
Owned by a Public Housing Agency .* (Al¬ 
ternative provisions—incorporate alternative 
1 or 2. aa applicable.) Alternative t—For proj¬ 
ects which were without site occupants as of 
the date indicated in this alternative. The 
Owner hereby certifies that the site of the 
project was without occupants as of the date 
the HFA made a commitment to provide the 
permanent financing for the project or the 
date the HFA submitted the Proposal to 
HUD, whichever was earlier. 

Alternative 2—For projects which do not 
qualify for alternative 1. —a. Oicner Compli¬ 
ance with Relocation Act. The Owner agrees 
that, pursuant to the Uniform Relocation

The parties to this Agree¬ 
ment certify and agree that they are under 
no contractual or other disability which 
would prevent them from complying with 
these requirements. 

•*C. The contractor will send to each labor 
organization or representative of workers 
with which he has a collective bargaining 
agreement or other contract or understand¬ 
ing, if any, a notice advising the said labor 
organization or workers* representative of his 
commitments under this section 3 clause and 
shall post copies of the notice in conspicuous 
places available to employees and applicants 
for employment or training. 

~D. The contractor will Include this section 
3 clause In every subcontract for work in 
connection with the project and will, at the 
direction of the applicant for or recipient of 
Federal financial assistance, take appropriate 
action pursuant to the subcontract upon a 
finding that tho subcontractor is In violation 
of regulations Issued by the Secretar y o f 
Housing and Urban Development, 24 OPR. 
Part 135. The contractor will not subcontract 
with any subcontractor where It has notice 
or knowledge that the latter has b een f ound 
In violation of regulations under 24 CFR. Part 
135, and will not let any subcontract unless 
tho subcontractor has first provided It with 
a preliminary statement of ability to comply 
with the requirements of these regulations. 

* B. Compliance with the provisions of sec- 
tlon 3, the regulations set forth in 24 CFR 
Part 135, and all applicable rules and orders 
of the Department Issued thereunder prior to* 
the execution of the Agreement, shall be a 
condition of the Federal financial assistance 
provided to the project, binding upon the ap¬ 
plicant or recipient for such assistance, its 
successors, and assigns. Failure to fulfill these 
requirements shall subject the applicant or 
recipient. Its contractors and subcontractors. 
Its successors, and assigns to those sanctions 
specified by the grant or loan agreement or 
contract through which Federal assistance Is 
provided, and to such sanctions as are speci¬ 
fied by 24 CFR 135.135 “ 

e. The Owner agrees that he wlil be bound 
by the above Employment of Project Area 
Residents and Contractors clause with re- 
apect to his own employment practices when 
be participates in federally assisted work. 

2 2 Equal Employment Opportunity• a. 
The Owner shall Incorporate or cause to be 
Incorporated into any contract for construc¬ 
tion work, or modification thereof, as de¬ 
fined in the regulations of the Secretary of 
Labor at 41 CFR, Chapter 60, which is to be 
performed pursuant to this Agreement, the 
following Equal Opportunity clause; 

“Equal Employ just Orrormxmr 

“During the performance of this contract, 
the contractor agrees as follows: 

“(1) Tho contractor will not discriminate 
against any employee or applicant for em¬ 
ployment because of race, color, creed, re¬ 
ligion. sex, or national origin. The contractor 
will take affirmative action to ensure that 
applicants are employed, and that employees 
are treated during employment, without re¬ 
gard to their race, color, religion, creed, sex, 
or national origin. Such action shall Include, 
but not be limited to, the following: employ¬ 
ment, upgrading, demotion, or transfer; re¬ 
cruitment, or recruitment advertising, lay¬ 


off or termination; rates of pay or other 
forms . of compensation: and selection for 
training, Including apprenticeship. The con¬ 
tractor agrees to post In conspicuous places, 
availablo to employees and applicants for 
employment, notices to be provided by or 
at the direction of the Oovemment setting 
forth the provisions of this Equal Opportu¬ 
nity clause. 

“(2) The contractor will, in all solicita¬ 
tions or advertisements for employees placed 
by or on behalf of the contractor, state that 
all qualified applicants will receive consid¬ 
eration for employment without regard to 
race, color, religion, creed, sex, or national 
origin. 

“(3) The contractor will send to each 
labor union or representative of workers with 
which he has a collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment or other contract or understanding, a 
notice to be provided by or at the direction 
of the Oovemment advising the said labor 
union or workers* representative of the con¬ 
tractor's commitments under this section, 
and shall post copies of the notice in con¬ 
spicuous places available to employees and 
applicants for employment. 

“(4) Tho contractor will comply with all 
provisions of Executive Order No. 11246 of 
September 24, 1065, and of the rules, regula¬ 
tions, and relevant orders of tho Secretary of 
Labor. 

“(5) The contractor will furnish all Infor¬ 
mation and reports required by Executive 
Order No. 11246 of September 24. 1065, and 
by tho rules, regulations, and orders of the 
Secretary of Labor, or pursuant thereto, and 
will permit acces s to hla books, record*, and 
accounts by HUD and the Secretory or Labor 
for purposes of investigation to ascertain 
compliance with such rules* regulations, and 
orders. 

M (6) In the event of the contractor’s non- 
compliance with the Equal Opportunity 
clauses of this contract or with any of the 
said rules, regulations, or orders, this con¬ 
tract may be cancelled, terminated, or sus¬ 
pended In whole or in part and the contrac¬ 
tor may be declared ineligible for further 
contracts in accordance with procedures au¬ 
thorized In Executive Order No. 11246 of 
September 24. 1065. and such other sanctions 
as may be Imposed and remedies invoked as 
provided In Execxitlve Order No. 11246 of 
September 24. 1965. or by rule, regulation, 
or order of the Secretary of Labor or as other¬ 
wise provided by law. 

“(7) The contractor will Include the por¬ 
tion of the sentence immediately preceding 
Paragraph (I) and the provisions of Para¬ 
graphs (l) through (7) In every subcontract 
or purchase order unless exempted by the 
rules, regulations, or orders of the Secretary 
of Labor Issued pursuant to section 204 of 
Executive Order No. 11246 of September 24, 
1966, so that such provisions will bo binding 
upon each subcontractor or vendor. Tho 
contractor will take such action with respect 
to any subcontract or purchase order as the 
Government may direct as a means of en¬ 
forcing such provisions Including sanctions 
for noncompllanoe; Provided, however, that 
in the event a contractor becomes Involved 
in. or Is threatened with, litigation with a 
subcontractor or vendor as a result of such 
direction by the Government, the contractor 
may request the United States to enter Into 
such litigation to protect the Interest of tho 
United States." 

b. The Owner agrees that he will be bound 
by the above Equal Opportunity clause with 
respect to bis own employment practices 
when he participates in federally assisted 
construction work. 

c. The Owner agrees that he will assist and 
cooperate actively with HUD and the Secre¬ 
tary of Labor In obtaining the compliance 


of contractors and subcontractors with tho 
Equal Opportunity clause and the rules, 
regulations, and relevant orders of the Secre¬ 
tary of Labor, that he will furnish HUD and 
the Secretary of Labor such Information as 
they may require for the supervision of such 
compliance, and that he will otherwise assist 
HUD in the discharge of HUD’s primary re¬ 
sponsibility for securing compliance. 

d The Owner further agrees that he will 
refrain from entering into any contract or 
contract modification subject to Executive 
Order No. 11246 of September 24. 1965. With 
a contractor debarred from, or who has not 
demonitrated eligibility for. Oovemment 
contracts and federally assisted construction 
contracts pursuant to the Executive Order 
and will carry out such sanctions and pen¬ 
alties for violation of the Equal Opportunity 
clause os may be imposed upon contractors 
and subcontractors by HUD or tho Secretary 
of Labor pursuant to Part II. Subpart D of 
the Executive Order. 

• 2.3 Cooperation in Equal Opportunity 
Compliance Reviews. The HFA and the Owner 
shall cooperate with the Oovemment In the 
conducting of compliance reviews and com¬ 
plaint Investigations pursuant to all appli¬ 
cable civil rights statutes. Executive Orders, 
and rules and regulations pursuant thereto. 

2.4 Flood intttrancc. If the project is 
located In an area that has been Identified 
by the Secretary of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment as an area having special flood 
hazards and If the sale of flood insurance has 
been made available under the National 
Flood Insurance Act of 1968, the Owner 
agrees that the project will be covered, dur¬ 
ing Its anticipated economic or useful life, 
by flood insurance In an amount at least 
equal to Its development or project cost 
(lew estimated land cost) or to the maxi¬ 
mum limit of coverage mad© available with 
respect to the particular type of property 
under the National Flood Insurance Act of 
1968. whichever Is less. 

2.5 Cleon Air Act and Federal Water Pol¬ 
lution Control Act, 1 In compliance with 
regulations issued by the Envir onm ental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (**EPA“), 40 CFR, Part 15, 
39 FR 11090, pursuant to tho Clean Air Act, 
as amended (‘ Air Act *). 42 U.8.C. 1857. et 
seq., the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act. as amended (“Water Act*'), 33 UB.C. 
1251, et seq.. and Executive Order 11738, tho 
Owner agrees that: 

a. Any facility to be utilised In the per¬ 
formance of this Agreement or any subcon¬ 
tract shall not be a facility listed an tho 
EPA List of Violating Facilities pursuant to 
section 15.20 of said regulations; 

b. He will promptly notify the HFA of tha 
receipt of any communication from the EPA 
indicating that a facility to be utilized for 
the Agreement is under consideration to be 
U&ted on tho EPA List of Violating Facilities; 

c. He will comply with ail the require¬ 
ments of section 114 of the Air Act and sec¬ 
tion 308 of the Water Act relating to inspec¬ 
tion. monitoring, entry, reports, and in¬ 
formation. as well as all other requirements 
specified In section 114 and section 308 of 
the Air Act and the Water Act, respectively, 
and all regulations and guidelines burned 
thereunder, and 

d. He will include or cause to be Included 
the provisions of this Section In every non- 
exempt subcontract, and that he will take 
such action as the Oovemment may direct 
as a means of enforcing such provisions. 


• Strike this 8ectlon If tho Contract Rents 
under the proposed Housing Assistance Pay¬ 

ments Contract, over the maximum term of 
said Contract, are 1100,000 or loss. 
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2.6 Prevailing wage rate** a. Attached 
hereto and Incorporated herein as Exhibit D 
is a schedule of minimum rates of wages ap¬ 
plicable to this Agreement, 

b. All laborers and mechanics employed In 
tho construction of the project shall be paid 
unconditionally and not less often than once 
a week, and without subsequent deduction 
or rebate on any account (except such pay¬ 
roll deductions as are permitted by the regu¬ 
lations Issued by the Secretary of Labor un¬ 
der the Copeland Act (29 CFR Part 3)). the 
full amounts due at the time of payment 
computed at wage rates not less than those 
contained in the wage determination deci¬ 
sion of the Secretary of Labor of the United 
States, which Is Incorporated herein, regard¬ 
less of any contractual relationship which 
may be alleged to exist between the Owner or 
any subcontractor and such laborers and 
mechanics; and the wage determination de¬ 
cision and the Department of Labor Wage 
Hate Information Poster shall be posted by 
the Owner at the site of the work In a prom¬ 
inent place where it can be easily seen by the 
workers. For the purpose of this clause, con¬ 
tributions mode or posts reasonably antici¬ 
pated under section 1(b)(2) of the Davls- 
Baoon Act on behalf of laborers or mechan¬ 
ics are considered wages paid to such laborers 
or mechanics subject to the provisions of 
paragrsph c of this Section. Also for the 
purpose of this clause, regular contributions 
made or costs incurred for more than a week¬ 
ly period under plans, funds, or programs, 
but covering the particular weekly period, 
are deemed to be constructively made or In¬ 
curred during such weekly period. 

c. The Owner may consider as part of the 
wages of any laborer or mechanic the amount 
of any costa reasonably anticipated In pro¬ 
viding benefits under a plan or program de¬ 
scribed In section 1(b)(2)(B) of the Devls- 
Bacon Act. or any bona fide fringe benefits 
not expressly listed In section 1(b)(2) of 
the Davis-Bacon Act or otherwise not listed 
in the wage determination decision of the 
Secretary of Labor which is Included In this 
Agreement, only when the Secretary of La¬ 
bor has found, upon the written request of 
the Owner, that the applicable standards of 
the Davls-Bacon Act have been met. When¬ 
ever practicable, the Owner should request 
the Secretary of Labor to moke such findings 
before the making of the Agreement. In the 
case of unfunded plans and programs, the 
Secretary of Labor may require the Owner to 
set aside In a separate account assets for the 
meeting of obligations under the plan or 
program. 

d. The Owner shall comply with the Cope¬ 
land (Anti-Kickback) Regulations (29 CFR. 
Part 3) of the Secretary of Labor which are 
herein Incorporated by reference. 

e. Any class of laborers or mechanics (in¬ 
cluding apprentices and trainees) which is 
not listed In the wage determination and 
which is to be employed under the Agree¬ 
ment shall be classified or reclassified con¬ 
formably to the wage determination. In the 
event that agreement cannot be reached on 
the proper classification or reclassification 
of a particular class of laborers and me¬ 
chanics (including apprentices and trainees) 
to be used, the question will be referred by 
HUD to the Secretary of Labor for final deter¬ 
mination. 

f. Whenever tho minimum wage rate pre¬ 
scribed in the Agreement for a class of labor¬ 
ers or mechanics Includes a fringe benefit 


1 As used In sections 2.6 through 2.11, 
"HUD 0 means the United States of America 
acting through the Department of Housing 
and Urban Dex-elopment. Strike sections 2.0 
through 2.11 If the project Involves rewer 
than nine Contract units. 
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which Is not expressed ss an hourly wage 
rate and the Owner is obligated to pay a cash 
equivalent of such a fringe benefit, an hourly 
cash equivalent thereof shall be established. 
In the event that sgreement cannot be 
reached upon a cash equivalent of the fr inge 
benefit, tho question will be referred by HUD 
to the Secretary of Labor for final determina¬ 
tion. 

g. (1) (1) Apprentices will be permitted to 
work as such only when they are registered 
individually under a bona fide apprentice¬ 
ship program registered with a State appren¬ 
ticeship agency which Is recog nixed by the 
Bureau of Apprenticeship and Training, U.8. 
Department of Labor; or. If no such recog¬ 
nized agency exists in a State, under a pro¬ 
gram registered with the Bureau of Appren¬ 
ticeship and Training, UB. Department of 
Labor. The allowable ratio of apprentices to 
Journeymen In any craft classification shall 
not bo greater than the ratio permitted to 
the Owner as to his entire work force under 
tho registered program. Any employee listed 
on a payroll at an apprentice wage rate, who 
Is not a trainee as defined 1 j% subsection (b) 
immediately following or Is not registered as 
above, shall be paid the wage rate deter¬ 
mined by the Secretary of Labor for the clas¬ 
sification of work he actually performed. The 
Owner will be required to furnish to the 
other party to this Agreement written evi¬ 
dence of the registration of his program and 
apprentices, as well as of the appropriate 
ratios and wage rates for the area of con¬ 
struction prior to using any apprentices on 
the contract work. 

(II) Trainees will be permuted to work as 
such when they are bona fide trainees em¬ 
ployed pursuant to a program approved by 
the UB. Department of Labor, Manpower Ad¬ 
ministration. Bureau of Apprenticeship and 
Training, and where subsection (c) Immedi¬ 
ately following Is applicable, in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph g(2) of 
this Section. 

(III) On contract* In excess of $10,000 the 
employment of all laborers and mechanics. 
Including apprenUces and trainees, as de¬ 
fined In 29 CFR 8ecUon. 5.2(c) shall also 
be subject to the provisions of paragraph 
g(2) of this Section. Apprentices and 
trainees shall be hired in accordance with 
the provisions of paragraph g(2). 

(2) Tho Owner agrees that: 

(!) Be will make a diligent effort to hire 
for the performance of the Agreement a num¬ 
ber of apprentices or trainees, or both, in 
each occupation, which bears to the average 
number of the journeymen In that occupa¬ 
tion to be employed in the performance of 
the Agreement the applicable ratio as de¬ 
termined by tbe Secretary of Labor; 

(11) He will assure that 25 percent of such 
apprenUces or trainee* In *uch occupation 
ore In their first year of training, where feasi¬ 
ble. Feasibility here Involves a consideration 
of (A) the availability of training oppor¬ 
tunities for first year apprentices, (B) the 
hazardous nature of the work for beginning 
workers, (C) excessive unemployment of ap¬ 
prentices in their second and subsequent 
years of training; 

(ill) During the performance of the Agree¬ 
ment he will, to the greatest extent possible, 
employ the number of apprentices or trainees 
necessary to meet currently the requirements 
of (1) and (it) Immediately preceding; 

(tv) He will maintain reoords of employ¬ 
ment by trade of the number of apprenUces 
and trainee*, apprentices and trainees by first 
year of training, and of journeymen, and tbe 
wages paid and hours of work of such ap¬ 
prenUces, trainees and journeymen; and he 
will make these records available for Inspec¬ 
tion upon request of the Department of 
Labor and HUD; 


(v) If he claims compliance based on the 
criterion stated in 29 CFR 5a.4(b). he will 
maintain records of employment, as described 
in the immediately preceding paragraph, on 
non-Fedcral and non federally assisted con¬ 
struction work done during the performance 
of the contract in the same labor market 
area; and he will make these records avail¬ 
able tor Inspection upon request of the De¬ 
partment of Labor and HUD; 

(vl) He will supply one copy of the written 
notices required In accordance with 20 CFR 
6a.4(c) at the request of Government com¬ 
pliance officers, and will supply at three- 
month Intervals during the performance of 
the Agreement and after completion of 
Agreement performance a statement describ¬ 
ing steps taken toward making a diligent 
effort and containing a breakdown by craft, 
of hours worked and wages paid for first year 
apprenUces and trainees, other apprenUces 
and trainees, and journeymen. One oopy of 
the statement will be sent to HUD and one 
to the Secretary of Labor. 

2.7 Submittal of payroll* and related re - 
port*, a. Payrolls and basic records relating 
thereto shall be maintained during the course 
of the work and preserved for a period of 
three years thereafter for all laborers and 
mechanic* employed In the construction of 
tho project. Such records shall contain the 
name and address or each such employee, 
his correct classification, rates of pay (In¬ 
cluding rates of contributions or costs an¬ 
ticipated of the types described in section 
1(b)(2) of the Davls-Bacon Act), dally and 
weekly number of hours worked, deductions 
made, and actual wages paid. Whenever the 
Secretary of Labor ha* round under section 
2.0c that the wages of any laborer or me¬ 
chanic Include the amount of any oo*ts 
reasonably anticipated In providing benefits 
under a plan or program described in section 
1(b)(2)(B) of the Davls-Bacon Act, the 
Owner shall maintain records which show 
that the commitment to provide such bene¬ 
fits Is enforceable, that the plan or program 
is financially responsible, and that the plan 
or program has been communicated In writ¬ 
ing to the laborers or mechanics affected, 
and records which show the ooets anticipated 
or the actual cost Incurred In providing such 
benefits. 

b. The Owner shall submit weekly to the 
other party to this Agreement such copies 
and summaries of all his payrolls and those 
of each of his subcontractors as such other 
party may require. Each payroll and sum¬ 
mary shall be accompanied by a statement 
signed by the employer or his agent Indicat¬ 
ing that the payrolls are correct and com¬ 
plete. that the wage rates contained therein 
are not lees than those determined by the 
Secretary of Labor, and that the classifica¬ 
tion* net forth for each laborer or mechanic 
conform with the work he performed. A sub¬ 
mission of a "Weekly Statement of Compli¬ 
ance. 0 which is required under this Agree¬ 
ment and the Copelan d R egulations of the 
Secretary of Labor (29 CFR, Part 3). and the 
filing with the Initial payroll or any subse¬ 
quent payroll of a copy of any findings by 
the Secretary of Labor under Section 2.6c 
shall satisfy this requirement. The Owner 
shall make the records required under the 
labor standards clauses of this Agreement 
available for Inspection by authorized repre¬ 
sentatives of HUD and the Department of 
Labor, and will permit such representatives 
to Interview employees during working hours 
on the job. 

o. The Owner shall also furnish to the 
other parties to this Agreement any other 
information or certifications relating to em¬ 
ployee* in tueh form as such other party may 
request. 
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2.8 Disputes concerning vrage rates and 
classifications of labor, a. All dispute® con¬ 
cerning prevailing wage rale* or classifica¬ 
tions arising under this Agreement Involving 
(1) significant sums of money. (2) large 
groups of employees, or (3) novel or unusual 
situations shall be promptly reported to HUD 
for decision or, at the option of HUD. referral 
to the Secretary of Labor of the United 
States. The decision of HUD or the Secretary 
of Labor, as the case may be, shall be final. 

b. AM questions arising under this Agree¬ 
ment relating to the application or interpre¬ 
tation of the Copeland (Anti-Kickback) Act 
shall be referred to the Secretary of Labor of 
the United States for ruling or Interpreta¬ 
tion, and such ruling or interpretation shall 
be final. 

2.9 Wage Claims and Adjustments. In 
cases of underpayment of salaries or wages 
to any laborers or mechanics (including ap¬ 
prentice* and trainees) by the Owner (or any 
of his subcontractors), the Owner shall be 
required to place an amount In escrow, as 
determined by HUD. sufficient to pay persons 
employed on the work covered by the Agree¬ 
ment tho difference between the salaries or 
wages actually paid such employees for the 
total number of hours worked, and the 
amounts withheld may be disbursed by HUD 
for and on account of the Owner or the sub¬ 
contractor to the respective employees to 
whom they are due. 

2.10 Contract Work Hours and Safety 
Standards Act—Overtime Compensation, a. 
Neither the Owner nor any subcontractor 
contracting for any part of the work which 
may require or Involve the employment of 
laborers or mechanics shall require or per¬ 
mit any laborer or mechanic in any work¬ 
week in which he Is employed on such work to 
work in excess of forty hours In such work¬ 
week unless such laborer or mechanic receives 
compensation at a rate not less than one 
and one-half times his baste rate of pay for 
all hours worked In excess of eight hours in 
any calendar day or In excess of forty hours 
in any such workweek, as the case may be. 

b. In the event of any violation of the 
clause set forth In paragraph a of this Sec¬ 
tion, the Owner and any subcontractor re¬ 
sponsible therefore shall be liable to any af¬ 
fected employee for his unpaid wages. In 
addition, such Owner and subcontractor 
shall be liable to the United States for 
liquidated damages. Such liquidated 
damages shall be computed, with respect 
to each individual laborer or mechanic em¬ 
ployed in violation of the clause set forth 
in paragraph a of this Section, in the sum 
of $10 for each calendar day on which such 
employee was required or permitted to work 
in excess of eight hours or In excess of the 
standard workweek of forty hours without 
payment of the overtime wages required by 
the clause set forth in paragraph o. 

c. The Owner shall de posit in escrow such 
amounts determined by HUD to be necessary 
to satisfy any liability of the Owner or any 
subcontractor for liquidated damages as 
provided in paragraph b of this Section. 

2.11 Termination ; Debarment; Subcon¬ 
tracts. a A breach of the provisions of the 
foregoing section* 2.8. 2.7, 2 8, 2.9. and 2.10 
may be grounds for termination of this 
Agreement and for debarment as provided In 
29 CFR 56. 

b. The Owner shall insert In any subcon¬ 
tracts sections 2.6 (and with respect to 
section 2.6g(2), copies of 29 CFR 5a.4. 5a.5. 
5a 0 and 5a.7 ahaU be attached), 2.7. 2.8, 
2.9. 2.10, and 2.11a, and also a clause requir¬ 
ing the subcontractors to Include these 
Sections in any lower tier subcontract which 
they may enter into, together with a clause 
requiring this insertion in any further sub¬ 
contracts that may in turn be made. 

2.12 Disputes, a. Exoept as otherwise pro¬ 
vided herein, any dispute concerning a ques¬ 


tion of fact arising under this Agreement 
which is not disposed of by agreement of 
the UFA and the Owner may be submitted 
by either party to the Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development field office 
director who shall make a decision and shall 
mall or otherwise furnish a written copy 
thereof to the Owner and the HP A. 

b. The decision of the field office director 
shall be final and conclusive unless, within 
30 days from the date of receipt of such copy, 
either party malls or otherwise furnishes to 
the Government a written appeal addressed 
to the Secretary of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment. The decision of the Secretary or 
duly authorized representative for the de¬ 
termination of such appeals shall be final 
and conclusive, unless determined by a court 
of competent jurisdiction to have been 
fraudulent, or capricious, or arbitrary, or so 
grossly erroneous as necessarily to Imply bad 
faith, or not supported by substantial evi¬ 
dence. In connection with any appeal pro¬ 
ceeding under this 8ection. the appellant 
shall be afforded an opportunity to be heard 
and to oiler evidence in support of his appeal. 
Pending final decision of a dispute here¬ 
under. both parties shall proceed diligently 
with the performance of the Agreement and 
in accordance with the decision of the field 
office director. 

c. This section does not preclude consider¬ 
ation of questions of law in connection with 
decisions rendered under paragraphs a and 
b of this Section; Provided, however, that 
nothing herein shall be construed os making 
final the decision of any administrative of¬ 
ficial. representative, or board on a question 
of law. 

2.13 Interest of Members , Officers, or Em¬ 
ployees of UFA. Members of State or local 
Governing Body, or other Public Officials. No 
member, officer, or employee of the UFA, no 
member of the governing body of the State 
or locality (city and county) in which the 
project la situated, and no other public of¬ 
ficial of such State or locality who exercises 
any functions or responsibilities with respect 
to the project, during his tenure or for one 
year thereafter, shall have any interest, direct 
or Indirect. In this Agreement or in any pro¬ 
ceeds or benefits arising therefrom. In the 
case of a project owned by a public housing 
agency, the foregoing prohibition shall also 
apply to members of the governing body of 
the locality (city and county) In which such 
public housing agency was activated. 

2.14 Interest of Member of or Delegate to 
Congress. No member of or delegate to the 
Congress of the United States of America or 
resident commissioner shall be admitted to 
any share or part of this Agreement or to 
any benefits which may arise therefrom. 

2.15 Nonassignability, a. The Owner agrees 
that he has not made and will not make any 
sale, assignment, or conveyance or transfer 
In any other form, of this Agreement or the 
project or any part thereof or any of his In¬ 
terest therein, without the prior consent of 
the HP A and the Government; Provided, 
however, that in the case of an assignment 
as security for the purpose of obtaining fi¬ 
nancing of the project, the HPA and the Gov¬ 
ernment shall oonsent In writing If the terms 
of the financing have been approved by the 
Government. An assignment by the Owner 
to a limited partnership of which the Owner 
Is the sole general partner shall not be con¬ 
sidered an assignment herein. 

b. The Owner agrees that he will not 
change to a different developer or reha¬ 
bilitate from the one named In the pre¬ 
amble of this Agreement, except with the 
prior consent of the HFA and the Govern¬ 
ment. 

c. The Owner agrees that the approved 
developer or rehabilitates has not made, and 
will not make, except with the prior con¬ 


sent of the HFA and the Government, any 
assignment or transfer in any form of tho 
developer’s or rchabilltator’s contract to 
construct or rehabilitate the project, or any 
part thereof, or any of the developer’s or 
rehabllltator** Interests therein. 

d. The Owner agrees to notify the HFA 
and the Government promptly of any pro¬ 
posed action covered by paragraph a or b or 
c of this Section. The Owner further agrees 
to request the written consent of the HFA 
and the Government in regard thereto, ex¬ 
cept In the case of an assignment as secu¬ 
rity as provided in paragraph a of this Sec¬ 
tion. 

e. For the purpose of this Section, a trans¬ 
fer of stock in the Owner, developer or re- 
hablllUtor in whole or in part, by a party 
holding ten percent or more of the stock of 
said Owner, developer or rehabllltator or a 
transfer by more than one stockholder or 
the owner of 10 percent or more of tho stock 
of said Owner, or any other similarly signif¬ 
icant change in the ownership of such stock 
or In the relative distribution thereof, or 
with respect to the parties In control of the 
Owner, developer or rehabllltator or the 
degree thereof, by any other method or 
means, whether by Increased capitalization, 
merger with another corporation, corporate 
or other amendments. Issuance of new or 
additional stock or classification of stock or 
otherwise, shall be deemed an assignment, 
conveyance, or transfer with respect to this 
Agreement, the project or the construction 
or rehabilitation contract. With respect to 
this provision, the Owner, and the party 
signing this Agreement on behalf of sold 
Owner, represent that they have the author¬ 
ity of all of the existing stockholders of the 
Owner to agree to this provision on behalf 
of said stockholders and to bind them with 
respect thereto.

1.6 Maximum Housing Assistance Com¬ 
mitment: Project Account —a. Maximum 
Housing Assistance Commitment. Notwith¬ 
standing any other provisions of this Con¬ 
tract (other than paragraph b of this Sec¬ 
tion) or any provisions of any other contract 
between the HFA and the Owner, the HFA 
shall not be obligated to make and shall 
not make any housing assistance payments 
under this Contract tn excess of the amount 
per annum stated in section Mg; Provided, 
however, that this amount shall be reduced 
commensirrately with any reduction In the 
number of Contract Units or In the Contract 
Rents or pursuant to any other provision of 
the ACC or this Contract (except reductions

b. Project Account. As provided in the ACC. 
In order to assure that housing assistance 
payments will be increased on a timely basis 
to cover Increases In Contract Rents or de¬ 
creases in Family Incomes: 

(1) A Project Account shall be established 
and maintained, tn an amount as deter¬ 
mined by the Government consistent with 
Its responsibilities under section 6(o) (6) of 
the Act. out of amounts by which the Maxi¬ 
mum ACC Commitment per year (exclusive 
of any Financing Cost Contingency) exceeds 
amounts paid under the ACC for any Fiscal 
Year This account shall be established and 
maintained by the Government as a specifi¬ 
cally Identified and segregated account. To 
the extent funds are available in said account, 
the maximum total annual housing assist¬ 
ance payments for any Fiscal Year may ex¬

1.7 Housing Assistance Payments to 
Owners —a. General. (1) Housing assistance 
payments shall be paid to the Owner for 
units under lease by Families in accordance 
with the Contract.

Other Services. Any such change shall be 
effective as of the date stated in a notifica¬ 
tion of such change to the Family. 

b. Vacancies During Rent-up If a Con¬ 
tract Unit Is not leased as of the effective 
date of the Contract, the Owner shall be 
entitled to housing oseilstance payments In 
the amount of 80 percent of the Contract 
Rent for the unit for a vacancy period not 
exceeding 60 days from the effective date of 
the Contract, provided that the Owner (1) 
commenced marketing and otherwise com¬ 
plied with section 1.3b of the Agreement. 
(2) has taken and continues to take all 
feasible actions to nil the vacancy. Includ¬ 
ing. but not limited to, contacting applicants 
on his waiting Uat, if any. requesting the 
HFA and other appropriate sources to refer 
eligible applicants, and advertising the avail¬ 
ability of the unit, and (3) has not rejected 
any eligible applicant, except for good cause 
acceptable to the HFA. 

c. Vacancies After Rent-up. (t) If a Family 
vacates its unit (other than as a result of 
action by the Owner which Is In violation 
of the Lease or the Contract or any appli¬ 
cable law), the Owner shall receive housing 
assistance payments in the amount of 80 
percent of the Contract Rent far a vacancy 
period not exceeding 60 days; Provided, how¬ 
ever. that if the Owner collects any of the 
Family's shore of the rent for this period 
In an amount which, when added to the 
80 percent payments, results In more than 
the Contract Rent, such excess shall be pay¬ 
able to the Government or as the Govern¬ 
ment may direct. (See also Section 1.10b.) 
The Owner shall not be entitled to any pay¬ 
ment under this subparagraph unless he: 

(I) Immediately upon learning of the va¬ 
cancy. has notified the HFA of the vacancy 
or prospective vacancy and the reasons for 


the vacancy, and (11) has taken and con¬ 
tinues to take the actions specified in para¬ 
graphs b(2) and b(3) of this Section. 

(2) If the Owner evicts a Family, he shall 
not be entitled to any payment under para¬ 
graph c(l) of this Section unless the request 
for such payment is supported by a certifica¬ 
tion that (!) he gave such Family a written 
notice of the proposed eviction, stating the 
grounds and ad vising the Family that it had 
10 days within which to present Its objec¬ 
tions to the Owner in writing or in person 
and (il) the proposed eviction was not in 
violation of the Lease or the Contract or any 
applicable law. 

d. Limitation on Payments for Vacant 
Units. The Owner shall not be entitled to 
housing assistance payments with respect to 
vacant units tinder this Section to the extent 
he Is entitled to payments from other sources 
(eg., payments for losses of rental incomo 
incurred for holding units vacant for relo¬ 
cates pursuant to Title I of the Housing and 
Community Development Act of 1974 or pay¬ 
ments under Section 1.10b of this Contract). 

e. UFA Hot Obligated for Family Rent. The 
HFA has not assumed any obligation for the 
amount of rent payable by any Family or the 
satisfaction of any claim by the Owner 
against any Family other than In accordance 
with Section 1.10b of this Contract. 

f. Oumer't Monthly Requests for Payments. 

(1) The Owner shall submit monthly requests 
to the HFA or as directed by the HFA for 
housing assistance payments. Each such re¬ 
quest shall set forth: (1) the name of each 
Family and the address and/or number of 
the unit leased by the Family; (il) the ad¬ 
dress and/or the number of units. If any, not 
leased to Families for which the Owner Is 
claiming payments; (ill) the Contract Rent 
as set forth In Exhibit A for each unit for 
which the Owner b claiming payments; (iv) 
the amount of rent payable by the Family 
leasing the unit (or, where appropriate, the 
amount to be paid the Family In accordance 
with Section 1.3b(2)); and (v) the total 
amount of housing assistance payments re¬ 
quested by the Owner. 

(2) Each of the Owner's monthly requests 
shall contain a certification by him that to 
the best of his knowledge and belief (i) the 
dwelling unit is In Decent. Safe, and Sanitary 
condition. (11) all the other facts and data 
on which the request for funds Is based are 
true and correct, (ill) the amount requested 
has been calculated In accordance with the 
provisions of this Contract and U payable 
under the Contract, and (lv) none of the 
amount claimed has been previously claimed 
or paid. 

(3) If the Owner has received on excessive 
payment, the HFA or the Government, In ad¬ 
dition to any other rights to recovery, may 
deduct the amount from any subsequent pay¬ 
ment or payments. 

(4) The Owner's monthly requests for 
housing assistance payments shall be made 
subject to penalty under 18 U.8.C. 1001. which 
provides, among other things, that whoever 
knowingly and willfully makes or uses a doc¬ 
ument or writing containing any false, fic¬ 
titious. or fraudulent statement or entry, in 
any matter within the Jurisdiction of any 
deportment or agency of the United Stales, 
shall be fined not more than $10,000 or im¬ 
prisoned for not more than five years, or both. 

g. Recoupment of Savings in Financing 
Cost. (1) In the event that the interim 
financing is used and is continued beyond 
one year from the effective date of the Con¬ 
tract and the Interest cost of the Interim 
financing for any period of three months, 
after such first year, is less than the antici¬ 
pated debt service under the permanent fi¬ 
nancing on which the Contract Rents were 
based, an amount reflecting the savings in 


financing cost, computed In accordance with 
paragraph g<2) of this Section, shall be cred¬ 
ited by the Government to the Project Ac¬ 
count. and withheld from housing assistance 
payments to the Owner. If during the course 
of the same year there la any period of three 
months in which the financing cost b greater 
than the anticipated debt service under the 
permanent financing, an adjustment shall be 
made so that only the net amount of savings 
In financing coet for the year b credited by 
the Government to the Project Account and 
withheld by the HFA from the Owner as 
aforesaid (no Increased payments shall be 
made to the Owner on account of any net 
excess for the year of actual Interim financ¬ 
ing coat over the anticipated debt service 
under tho permanent financing). Nothing In 
this paragraph g shall be construed as re¬ 
quiring a reduction In the Contract Rents 
or precluding adjustments of Contract Rents 
in accordance with section i.9. 

(2) The computation and recoupment 
under this paragraph (g) may be made on an 
annual or on a quarterly or other periodic 
basis, but in any event no later than os of 
the end of each Fiscal Year; Provided, how¬ 
ever. that If recoupment is to be mode less 
often than quarterly, tho amounts of re¬ 
coupment shall be computed on at least a 
quarterly basis and the funds deposited In a 
special account from which withdrawals may 
be made only with the authorization of the 
HFA. The manner of computing the amount 
of recoupment shall be as follows:

1 8 Maintenance, operation and Inspec¬ 
tion—a. Maintenance and Operation. The 
Owner agrees (1) to maintain and operate 
the Contract Units and related facilities so as 
to provide Decent. Safe, and Sanitary hous¬ 
ing, and (2) to provide all the services, main¬ 
tenance and utilities set forth in Exhibit C. 
If the HFA determines that the Owner b not 
meeting any of these obligations, the HFA 
shall have the right. In addition to Its other 
rights and remedies under thb Contract, 
to abate housing assistance payments in 
whole or In part. 

b. Inspections Prior to Occupancy. (1) 
Prior to occupancy of any unit by a Family, 
the Owner and the Family shall Inspect the 
unit and both shall certify, on forms pre¬ 
scribed by tbe Government, that they have 
Inspected the unit and have determined it 
to be Decent, Safe, and Sanitary in accord¬ 
ance with the criteria provided in the pre¬ 
scribed forms. Copies of these reports shall 
be kept on file by the Owner for at least three 
years. 

(2) The HFA shall inspect or cause to be 
Inspected each Contract Unit and related 
facilities at least annually and at such other 
times (including prior to Initial occupancy 
and re renting of any unit) as may be nec¬ 
essary to assure that the Owner U meeting 
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his obligation to maintain the units in De¬ 
cent. Safe. and Sanitary condition and to 
provide the agreed upon utilities and other 
services. The HFA shall take into account 
complaints by occupants and any other in¬ 
formation coming to its attention In sched¬ 
uling Inspections and shall notify the Owner 
and the Family of Its determination. 

e. Untta Not Decent, Sa/e, and Sanitary. 
If the HFA notifies the Owner that he has 
failed to maintain a dwelling unit In Decent, 
8afe. and Sanitary condition and the Owner 
falls to take corrective action within the 
time prescribed in the notice, the HFA may 
exercise any of its rights or remedtes under 
the Contract. Including abatement of hous¬ 
ing assistance payment*, even If the Family 
continues to occupy the unit. If. however, 
the Family wishes to be rehoused lit another 
dwelling unit with sectiou 8 assistance and 
the HFA does not have other section 8 funds 
for such purposes, the HFA may use the 
abated housing assistance payments for the 
purpose of rehousing the Family in another 
dwelling unit. Where this Is doue. the Owner 
shall be notified that he will be entitled to 
resumption of housing assistance payments 
for the vacated dwelling unit if (1) the unit 
Is restored to Decent. Safe, and Sanitary con¬ 
dition. (2) the Family is willing to and does 
move back into the restored unit, and (3) a 
deduction is made for the expenses Incurred 
by the Family for both moves. 

d. Notification of Abatement. Any abate¬ 
ment of housing assistance payments shall 
be effective as provided In wTitten notifica¬ 
tion to the Owner. The HFA shall promptly 
notify the Family of any such abatement. 

e. Ot'ercroicdcd and Underoecupicd Units. 
If the HFA determines that a Contract Unit 
is not Decent. Safe, and Sanitary by reason 
of increase in Family Sice, or that a Contract 
Unit is larger than appropriate for the size 
of the Family in occupancy, housing assist¬ 
ance payments with respect to such unit will 
not be abated, unless the Owmer falls to of¬ 
fer the Family a suitable unit as soon as one 
becomes vacant and ready for occupancy. In 
the case of an overcrowded unit, U the Own¬ 
er does not have any suitable units or If no 
vacancy of a suitable unit occurs within a 
reasonable time, the HFA will assist the 
Family in finding a suitable dwelling unit 
and require the Family to move to such a 
unit as soon as possible. The Owner may re* 
celvo housing assistance payments for the 
vacated unit if he compiles with the require¬ 
ments of section 1.7c(i). 

1J> Rent adjustment* —a. Funding of Ad - 
justments. Housing assistance payments will 
be made In increased amounts commensu¬ 
rate with Contract Rcut adjustments under 
this Section up to the maximum amount au¬ 
thorized under Section 1.6 of this Contract. 

b. Automatic Annual Adjustments, (i) 
Automatic Annual Adjustment Factors will 
be determined by the Government at least 
annually; interim revisions may be made 
as market conditions warrant. Such Factors 
and the basis for their determination will 
be published In the Federal Register. These 
published Factors will be reduced appropri¬ 
ately by the Government where utilities are 
paid directly by the Families. 

(2) On each anniversary date of the Con¬ 
tract. the Contract Renta shall be adjusted 
by applying the applicable Automatic An¬ 
nual Adjustment Factor moot recently pub¬ 
lished by the Government. Contract Renta 
may be adjusted upward or downward, as 
may be appropriate; however. In no case shall 
the adjuated Contract Renta be less than the 
Contract Rents on the effective date of the 
Contract. 

c. Special Additional Adjustments. Special 
additional adjustments may be granted, 
when approved by the Government, to re¬ 
flect increases In the actual and necessary 


expenses of owning and maintaining the 
Contract Units which have resulted from 
substantial general increases in real prop¬ 
erty taxes, utility rates, or similar costs (l.e.. 
oftsewuneuts. and utilities not covered by 
regulated rates), but only if and to the ex¬ 
tent that the Owner or the HFA clearly 
demonstrates that such general Increases 
have caused increases in the Owner's operat¬ 
ing costs which are not adequately compen¬ 
sated for by automatic annual adjustments. 
The Owner or the HFA shall submit to the 
Government financial statements which 
clearly support the increase. 

d. Overall Limitation. Notwithstanding 
any other provisions of this Contract, adjust¬ 
ments as provided in this Section shall not 
result in material differences between the 
rents charged for assisted and comparable 
unassisted unlU. as determined by the HFA 
(and approved by the Government, in the 
ca*c of adjustments under paragraph c of 
this Section). 

e. Adjustment to Reflect Actual Cost of 
Permanent Financing. This paragraph e 
shall apply if the project is not permanently 
financed until after the effective date of the 
Contract After the project Is permanently 
financed, the HFA shall submit a certifica¬ 
tion to the Government as to the actual 
financing terms and the following provi¬ 
sions shall apply: 

(X) If the actual debt service under the 
permanent financing is lower than the an¬ 
ticipated debt service on which the Contract 
Rents were ba^ed. the Contract Rents cur¬ 
rently In effect shall be reduced commen- 
surately, and the amount of the savings 
shall be credited to the Project Account. The 
Maximum ACC Commitment shall not be 
reduced except by the amount of the con¬ 
tingency, if any. which was Included for 
possible increases under paragraph e(2) of 
this Section. 

(2) If the actual debt service under the 
permanent financing is higher than the 
anticipated debt service on which the Con¬ 
tract Rents were ba«ed. and the HFA 1* using 
11m set-aside for the project, the Contract 
Rents currently in effect shall be Increased 
commen«*urately. not to exceed the limita¬ 
tions in this paragraph e(2) and the amount 
of the Financing Cost Contingency In the 
ACC. If the projected borrowing rate (net 
Interest cost) was not less than the average 
net Interest cost for the preceding quarter 
(at the lime the projection was submitted 
to the Government) of the **20 Bond Index" 
published weekly in the Bond Buyer, plus 
60 baMs points.

(1) The 
Owner may require Pamllles to pay a security 
deposit in an amount equal to one month's 
Gross Family Contribution. If a Family 
vacates Its unit, the Owner, subject to 8tale 
and local law. may utilize the deposit as 
reimbursement for any unpaid rent or other 
amount owed under the Lease. If the Family 
has provided a security deposit, and It is in¬ 
sufficient for such reimbursement, the Owner 
may claim reimbursement from the HFA, not 
to exceed an amount equal to the remainder 
of one month's Contract Rent. Any reim¬ 
bursement under this Section shall be ap¬ 
plied first toward any unpaid rent. If a 
Family vacate* its unit owing no rent or 
other amount under the Lease, or If the 
amount owned is less than the amount of 
the security deposit, the Owner shall refund 
the full amount or the unused balance, as 
the case may be. to the Family. 

(2) In those Jurisdictions where Interest is 
payable by the Owner on security deposits, 
the refunded amount shall Include the 
amount of Interest payable All security de¬ 
posit funds shall be deposited by the Owner 
in a segregated bonk account, and the bal¬ 
ance of this account, at ail times, shall be 
equal to the total amount collected from 
tenants then In occupancy, plus any accrued 
interest. The Owner shall comply with all 
State and local laws regarding luteretrt pay¬ 
ments on security deposits. 

(3) Families shall be expected to obtain 
the funds to pay security and utility deposits, 
if required, from their own resources and/or 
other private or public sources. 

c. Eligibility. Selection and Admission of

In the Initial renting of the 
Contract Units, the Owner shall lease at leant 
that percentage of those units which is

e. Processing of Applications and Com¬ 
plaints The Owner shall process applica¬ 
tions for admission, notifications to ap¬ 
plicants, and complaints by applicants In 
accordance with applicable HFA or Govern¬ 
ment requirements and shall maintain rec¬ 
ords and furnish such copies or other In¬ 
formation as may be required by the HFA 
or the Government, 

f. Review: Incorrect Payments In making 
housing assistance payments to Owners, the 
HFA or the Government will review the 
Owner* determinations under this Sec¬ 
tion. If as a result of this review, or other 
reviews, audits or information received by 
the HFA or the Government at any time, It 
is determined that the Owner has received 
Improper or excessive housing assistance 
payments, the HFA or the Government shall 
have the light to deduct the amount of such 
overpayments from any amounts otherwise 
due the Owner, or otherwise effect recovery 
thereof.

ing Its anticipated economic or useful life. 


by flood insurance In an amount at least 
equal to lts development or project oost (leas 
estimated land cost) or to the maximum 
limit of coverage made available with respect 
to the particular type of property under the 
National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, which¬ 
ever la less. 

2.5 Clean Air Act and Federal Water Pol¬ 
lution Control Act. 7 In compliance with reg¬ 
ulations issued by the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (“EPA“>. 40 CFR. Part .15. 
30 FR 11000, pursuant to the Clean Air Act, 
as amended (“Air Act”), 42 U3.C. 1867, 
et stq„ the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act, as amended (“Water Act”). 33 UJ9.G. 
1261. ct seq . and Executive Order 11738, the 
Owner agrees that: 

a. Any facility to be utilized In the per¬ 
formance of this Contract or any subcontract 
shall not be a facility listed on the EPA List 
of Violating Facilities pursuant to section 
15.20 of said regulations; 

b. He will promptly notify the HFA of the 
receipt of any communication from the EPA 
Indicating that a facility to be utilized for 
the Contract Is under consideration to be 
listed on the EPA List of Violating Facilities; 

e. He will comply with all the require¬ 
ments of section 114 of the Air Act and sec¬ 
tion 308 of the Water Act relating to inspec¬ 
tion, monitoring, entry, reports, and Infor¬ 
mation. as well as all other requirements 
specified In section 114 and section 306 of 
the Air Act and the Water Act. respectively, 
and all regulations and guldeUnes Issued 
thereunder; and 

d. He will include or cause to be Included 
the provisions of this Section In every non- 
exempt subcontract, and that he will take 
such action as the Government may direct 
as a means of enforcing such provisions. 

2.6 HFA and Government access to Prem¬ 
ises and Owner's Records . a. The Owner shall 
furnish such Information and reports per¬ 
tinent to the Contract as reasonably may be 
required from time to time by the HFA or 
the Government. 

b. The Owner shall permit the HFA or the 
Government or any of their duly authorized 
representatives to have access to the prem¬ 
ises and, for the purpose of audit and exami¬ 
nation. to have access to any books, docu¬ 
ments. papers and records of the Owner that 
are pertinent to compliance with this Con¬ 
tract, Including the verification of Informa¬ 
tion pertinent to the monthly requests for 
housing jusslstance payments. 

2 7 Failure or inability of HFA to comply 
with Contract. The following provisions of 
the ACC are hereby made a part of this 
Contract: 

”(a) Rights of Otcner if HFA Defaults . (1) 
In the event of failure of the HFA to comply 
with the Contract with the Owner, or if such 
Contract is held to be void, voidable or ultra 
vires, or if the power or right of the HFA to 
enter into such Contract Is drawn into ques¬ 
tion In any legal proceeding, or if the HFA 
asserts or claims that such Contract is not 
binding upon the UFA for any such reason, 
the Government may, after notice to the 
HFA giving it a reasonable opportunity to 
take corrective action, determine that the 
occurrence of any such event constitutes s 
Substantial Default hereunder. Where the 
Government so determines, It may assume 
the HFA*s rights and obligations under such 
Contract, and the Government shall, for the 
duration of such Contract, continue to pay 
Annual Contributions for the purpose of 
making housing assistance payments with

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reaped to dwelling unite under such Con* 
tract/ shell perform the obligations and en¬ 
force the rights of the HFA, and shall exercise 
such other powers as the Government may 
have to cure the Default. 

“(2) All rights and obligations of the UPA 
assumed by the Government pursuant to 
this section 2.16(a) will be returned as con¬ 
stituted at the time of such return (1) when 
the Government Is aattaAed that all defaults 
have been cured and that the Project will 
thereafter be administered In accordance 
with all applicable requirements, or (11) 
when the Housing Assistance Payments Con¬ 
tract Is at an end. whichever occurs sooner. 

**(3) The provisions of this section 2.16(a) 
are made with, and for the benefit of. the 
Owner or his assignees who will have been 
specifically approved by the Government 
prior to such assignment. If the Owner and 
the assignees are not In default, they may. 
In order to enforce the performance of these 
provisions. (I) demand that the Government, 
after notice to the HPA giving it a reasonable 
opportunity to take corrective action, make 
a determination whether a Substantial De¬ 
fault exists under paragraph (a)(1) of this 
section. (11) If the Government determines 
that a Substantial Default exists, demand 
that the Government take the actions au¬ 
thorised tn paragraph (a)(lj to carry out 
the obligations of the UFA to the Owner, 
and (Ul) proceed against the Government 
by suit at law or in equity/* 

2.8 Right» of UFA and Government if 
owner defaults, a. A default by the Owner 
undor this Contract shall result If: 

(1) The Owner has violated or failed to 
comply with any provision of. or obligation 
under, this Contract or of any Lease; or 

(2) The Owner has asserted or demon¬ 
strated an Intention not to perform some 
or all of his obligations under this Contract 
or under any Lease. 

b. Upon a determination by the HPA that 
a default has occurred, the HPA shall notify 
the Owner, with a copy to the Government, 
of (1) the nature of the default. (2) the 
actions required to be taken and the reme¬ 
dies to be applied on account of the default 
(Including actions by the Owner to cure the 
default, and. where appropriate, abatement 
of housing assistance pay menu In whole or 
in part and recovery of overpayments), and 

(3) the time within which the Owner shall 
respond with a showing that he has taken 
all the actions required of him. If the Owner 
falls to respond or take action to the satis¬ 
faction of the HPA and the Government, 
the HPA shall have tho right to terminate 
this Contract In whole or in part or to take 
other corrective action to achieve compli¬ 
ance, tn 1U discretion or as directed by the 
Government* 

c. Notwithstanding any other provisions of 
this Contract, in the event the Government 
determines that the Owner Is In default of 
his obligations under the Contract, the Gov¬ 
ernment shall have the right, after notice to 
the Owner and the HPA giving them a rea¬ 
sonable opportunity to take corrective ac¬ 
tion, to abate or terminate housing assistance 
payments and recover overpayments in ac¬ 
cordance with the terms of the Contract. In 
the event the Oovcrnment takes any action 
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under this Section, the Owner and the HFA 
hereby expressly agree to recognize the rights 
of the Oovernmont to the some extent as If 
the action were taken by the HPA. The Gov¬ 
ernment shall not have the right to termi¬ 
nate the Contract except by proceeding In ac¬ 
cordance with Section 2.16(b) of the ACC. 

2,9 Remedies not exclusive and non- 
t vaiver of remedies. The availability of any 
remedy under this Contract or the ACC shall 
not preclude the exercise of any other remedy 
under this Contract or the ACC or under any 
provisions of law. nor shall any action taken 
In the exercise of any remedy be deemed a 
waiver of any other rights or remedies. Fail¬ 
ure to exercUe any rtght or remedy shall not 
constitute a waiver of the right to exercise 
that or any other right or remedy at any 
time, 

2 10 Disputes, a Except as otherwise pro¬ 
vided herein, any dispute concerning a ques¬ 
tion of fact arising under this Contract which 
is not disposed of by agreement of the HPA 
and the Owner may be submitted by either 
party to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development field office director who 
shall make a decision and shall mall or other¬ 
wise furnish a written copy thereof to the 
Owner and the HPA. 

b. The decision of the field office director 
■hall be final and conclusive unless, within 
30 days from tho date of receipt of such copy, 
either party malls or otherwise furnishes to 
the Government a written appeal addressed 
to tho Secretary of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment. Tho decision of the Secretary 
or duly authorized representative tor the de¬ 
termination of such appeals shall be final 
and conclusive, unless determined by a court 
of competent Jurisdiction to havo been fraud¬ 
ulent, or capricious, or arbitrary, or so 
grossly erroneous as necessarily to Imply bad 
faith, or not supported by mi baton Hal evi¬ 
dence. In connection with any appeal pro¬ 
ceeding under this Section, the appellant 
shall be afforded an opportunity to be heard 
and to offer evidence Ui support of hi* ap¬ 
peal. Pending final decision of a dispute here¬ 
under, both parties shall proceed diligently 
with the performance of the Contract and In 
accordance with the decision of the field of¬ 
fice director. 

c, This Section does not preclude consid¬ 
eration of questions of law In connection with 
the decisions rendered under paragraphs a 
and b of this Section; Provided, however, 
that nothing herein shall be construed as 
making final the decision of any administra¬ 
tive official, representative, or board, on a 
question of law. 

2.11 Interest of Members, Officers, or Em¬ 
ployees of HFA . Members of Local Govern¬ 
ing Body or Other Public Officials. No mem¬ 
ber. officer, or employee of the HPA, no mem¬ 
ber of the governing body of tho State or 
locality (city and county) In which the proj¬ 
ect Is situated, and no other public official 
of such State or locality who exercises any 
functions or responsibilities with respect to 
the project, during his tenure or for one year 
thereafter, shall have any interest, direct or 
indirect. In this Contract or In any proceeds 
or any benefits arising threfrom. In the case 
of a project owned by a public housing 
agency, the foregoing prohibition shall also 
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apply to members of the governing body of 
the locality (city and county) in which such 
public housing agency woe activated. 

2.12 Interest of Member of or Delegate to 
Congress. No member of or delegate to the 
Congress of the United States of America or 
resident commissioner shall be admitted to 
any share or part of this Contract or to any 
benefits which may arise therefrom. 

2.13 Alignment, sale, or foreclosure . a. 
Tho Owner agrees that he bos not made and 
will not make any sole, assignment, or con¬ 
veyance or transfer In any other form, of this 
Contract or the project or any part thereof 
or any of his interest therein, without the 
prior consent of the HPA and the Govern - 
ment; Provided, however, that In the case 
of an assignment as security for the purpose 
of obtaining financing of the project, tho 
HPA and the Government shall consent In 
writing if the terms of the financing have 
been approved by the Government, An as¬ 
signment by the Owner to a limited partner¬ 
ship of which the Owner is the sole general 
partner shall not be considered an assign¬ 
ment herein. 

b. The Owner agrees to notify the HPA and 
the Government promptly of any proposed 
action covered by paragraph a of this Sec¬ 
tion. The Owner further agrees to request the 
written consent of the HPA and the Govern¬ 
ment in regard thereto, except In the case of 
an assignment as security as provided in 
paragraph a of this Section. 

c. For the purpose of title section, a trans¬ 
fer of stock In the Owner in whole or in part, 
by a party holding ten percent or more of 
the stock of said Owner, or a transfer by 
more than one stockholder or the Owner of 
ten percent or more of the stock of said 
Owner, or any other similarly significant 
change tn the ownership of such stock or In 
the relatlvo distribution thereof, or with re¬ 
spect to the parties In control of the Owner 
or the degree thereof, by any other method 
or means, whether by Increased capitaliza¬ 
tion. merger with another corporation, cor¬ 
porate or other amendments. Issuance of new 
or additional stock or classification of stock 
or otherwise, shall be deemed an assignment, 
conveyance, or transfer with respect to this 
Contract or the project. With respect to this 
provision, the Owner and the party signing 
this Contract on behalf of said Owner, repre¬ 
sent that they have the authority of all of 
the existing stockholders of the Owner to 
agree to this provision on behalf of aaid 
stockholders and to bind them with respect 
thereto. 

d. In tho event of foreclosure, or aaalgn- 
meat or sole to the HPA (or mortgagee If the 
HPA la not tho mortgagee) In lieu of fore¬ 
closure, or in the event of assignment or sale 
agreed to by the HFA (or mortgagee if the 
HPA Is not the mortgagee) and approved by 
the Government which approval shall not be 
unreasonably delayed or withheld), hous¬ 
ing assistance payments shall continue In 
accordance with the terms of tho Contract

BROADCAST STATION LICENSE 
RENEWAL APPLICATION FORM 

Proposed Revision 

In the matter of revision of FCC Form 
303, application for renewal of broadcast 
station license, and certain rules relating 
thereto; Docket No. 80419; FCC 75-375; 
30977. 

1. Notice of inquiry and proposed rule- 
making is hereby given in the above- 
captioned matter, relating to changes in 
the forms to be filed by applicants for 
renewal of licenses for commercial broad¬ 
cast stations. 

2. At present, applicants seeking re¬ 
newal of their licenses for commercial 
broadcast stations file FCC Form 303— 
Application For Renewal Of Broadcast 
Station License. Except for recent re¬ 
visions In section IV-B, Statement of TV 
Program Service, the remainder of FCC 
Form 303 has not been revisited since 
the mid-1960*8. Experience with the form 
since that time has shown that It Is not 
always productive of the Information 
needed by the Commission to make the 
public interest determination required by 
section 307(d) of the Communications 
Act of 1934. as amended. 47 UJS.C. 307 
(d). We believe, therefore, that several 
questions which yield information of 
marginal utility can be deleted entirely, 
and that other questions can be reap¬ 
proached and. with slight revision, be 
made to produce only that Information 
needed by the Commission to make Its 
section 307(d) determination. 

3. Accordingly, in this proceeding we 
proposed to revise FCC Form 303. par¬ 
ticularly as it applies to commercial radio 
broadcast stations. Because of the pro¬ 
nounced differences between aural and 
visual broadcasting, wc believe separate 
forms for radio stations on the one hand 
and TV stations on the other are de¬ 
sirable. We propose, therefore, the adop¬ 
tion of FCC Form 303-R, entitled “Appli¬ 
cation For Renewal Of License For Com¬ 
mercial Radio Broadcast Station/' 

4. A copy of proposed FCC Form 303- 
R Is attached as Appendix A/ For com¬ 
parison purposes, a copy of existing FCC 
Form 303 is attached as Appendix B. 

5. Before proceeding to a summary of 
the questions set forth in FCC Form 303- 
R, as proposed. It should be pointed out 
that the Commission must obtain cer¬ 
tain information from applicants seek¬ 
ing renewal of their broadcast licenses 
to discharge its statutory responsibili¬ 
ties. It is clear, however, that the Com¬ 
mission should solicit only that Informa¬ 
tion which Is reasonably related to the 
question whether station operation has 
been (and thus, will continue to be) In

the public interest. Therefore, In re¬ 
questing information from renewal ap¬ 
plicants, the Commission must not only 
w r elgh its public Interest value but. also, 
the burden imposed on applicants in 
gathering and supplying the requested 
information. With these considerations 
in mind, we have attempted to develop a 
shorter form for radio renewal appli¬ 
cants. The proposed form, we believe, 
will ease the burden on such applicants, 
improve our information base, and ex¬ 
pedite our renewal process. In short, we 
make these proposals In the belief that 
they will reduce the complex renewal 
scheme which has developed over the 
years and. at the same time, provide us 
with the information needed to dis¬ 
charge our statutory obligation. We also 
recognize, of course, that further im¬ 
provements may be possible. Accord¬ 
ingly, In this notice we specifically Invite 
comments on any other alternatives 
which may be available. 

6. With regard to FCC Form 303-R. as 
proposed, it will be observed at the out¬ 
set that the Instructions thereto have 
been omitted. The Instructions, which 
will remain substantially unaltered from 
those set forth In existing FCC Form 303, 
will be presented In a pamphlet similar 
In format to that utilized by the Depart¬ 
ment of Treasury, Internal Revenue 
Service. As visualized, this pamphlet will 
be divided into three parts. Part I will 
contain a summary of pertinent filing 
and operating requirements applicable 
to commercial AM and FM stations. Part 
n. In addition to containing four copies 
of proposed FCC Form 303-R, will con¬ 
sist of a question by question guide on 
how to prepare the proposed form. Part 
III will consist of pertinent Commission 
publications (e g.. Primer on Ascertain¬ 
ment of Community Problems by Broad¬ 
cast Renewal Applicants, the 1960 Pro¬ 
gramming Policy Statement, etc.). A 
brief outline of the Instruction pam¬ 
phlet. as now visualized, is included as 
part of Appendix A and comments are 
invited on other topics which could be 
Included in the instruction pamphlet. (A 
similar Instruction pamphlet may also be 
developed for television renewal appli¬ 
cants.) 

7. FCC Form 303. as it relates to radio, 
consists of six sections and 61 questions. 
Proposed FCC Form 303-R. by compari¬ 
son, also consists of six parts, namely: 
Part I, General Information; Part n. 
Financial: Part m. Legal; Part IV. En¬ 
gineering; Part V, Programming; and 
Part VI, Equal Employment Opportu¬ 
nity. Proposed FCC Form 303-R, how¬ 
ever, has been reduced to 33 questions, 
several of which are optional and need 
not be answered by an applicant In most 
circumstances. The proposed form may 
be answered by an applicant In most cir¬ 
cumstances. The proposed form may be 
further reduced in size In view of several 
other matters currently under study by 
the Commission. For instance, depending 
on the course of action we decided to 
pursue Involving a current study of our 
ownership reporting requirements, it is 


passible that questions 6. 7 and 8, Part 
ILL may be eliminated entirely. Simi¬ 
larly. several of the questions in Part IV, 
Engineering . may be eliminated depend¬ 
ing on the results of our current study 
related to automated transmitters. As 
noted above, therefore, it is possible that 
further improvements in the form can be 
made. 

8. We believe that the questions con¬ 
tained in FCC Form 303-R, ns proposed, 
arc self explanatory. The following brief 
summary, however, may be helpful in 
comparing the proposed FCC Form 303- 
R with existing FCC Form 303 and in the 
preparation of comments. 

Past I—Central Information 

Question 1 concerns the name and ad¬ 
dress of the applicant and is identical to 
the information sought in Section I. FCC 
Form 303. The name of the applicant, of 
course, must be stated exactly as it ap¬ 
pears on the stations license. 

Question 2 requests information con¬ 
cerning the facilities for which renewal 
is sought and Is comparable to Question 
1. Section I, FCC Form 303. 

Question 3 requests information as to 
whether renewal Is also being sought for 
an Auxiliary Antenna, Auxiliary Trans¬ 
mitter. and Alternate Main Transmitter. 
At present, applicants are required to 
file separate Section II's for each trans¬ 
mitter or antenna involved. Pursuant to 
the proposed procedure, applicants need 
only list the type transmitter or an¬ 
tenna under Question 1, Part IV. 

Part n—F inancial 

Question 4 requests the submission of 
a balance sheet and is Identical to Ques¬ 
tion 3. Section I. FCC Form 303. 

Question 5 requests an explanation of 
the applicant's financial plans in the 
event that current liabilities exceed cur¬ 
rent assets. At present it is necessary to 
request this information from approxi¬ 
mately 25 percent of renewal applicants 
by letter. Consequently, w’e believe the 
inclusion of the question In the renewal 
form will expedite processing. 

Part III— Legal 

Question 6 relates to the filing of an 
Ownership Report (FCC Form 323) and 
is similar In format to Question 4, Sec¬ 
tion L FCC Form 303. 

Question 7 relates to section 310(a) of 
the Communications Act and concerns 
the citizenship of the applicant and the 
Interests of aliens and foreign govern¬ 
ments. This question is similar In nature 
to Questions 5 and 6, Section I, FCC 
Form 303. < We are not in this proceeding 
seeking comments on alien and foreign 
ownership. We anticipate that report¬ 
ing of such Interests will be explored In 
a separate proceeding relating to the 
ownership reporting requirements of ap¬ 
plicants in the near future.) 

Question 8 relates to the applicants 
other business Interests. The question, in 
this respect. Is Identical to the first part 
of Question 7. Section I. FCC Form 303. 
The question has been modified, how¬ 
ever. to eliminate information concern-

ing the applicant’s other broadcast In¬ 
terests. Such information is contained 
in the Ownership Report and, thus, is 
merely a duplication of efTort. 

Question 9 expands the reporting re¬ 
quirements of existing Question 2, Sec¬ 
tion I, FCC Form 303. to solicit informa¬ 
tion relating to any suits or judgments 
concerning certain cilmes or anti-trust 
matters since the filing of the appli¬ 
cants lost major application. (l.e.» 301. 
302. 314, 315.) In this respect, proposed 
Question 4 is similar in nature to the 
anti-trust questions contained in those 
forms. This question also requests iden¬ 
tification of the crimes or anti-trust 
matters involving the applicant or any 
person directly controlling the appli¬ 
cant. Respondents are requested to sub¬ 
mit specific comments related to the 
matters which should be reported under 
this question. 

Part IV— Engineering 

Question 10 relates to the model and 
type number of the applicant’s trans¬ 
mitters) and is similar to the Informa¬ 
tion presently requested in Question 1, 
Section n. FCC Form 303. 

Question 11 requests information re¬ 
lating to operating constants for both 
AM and FM stations. In tills respect in¬ 
terested parties should compare Ques¬ 
tion 7 with Questions 2 and 3. Section n. 
FCC Form 303. 

Question 12 relates to stations operat¬ 
ing with directional remote control with 
a first class operator on duty during all 
broadcast hours. Such applicants, pur¬ 
suant to the requirements of 5 73.66(c) 
of the Commission’s rules must submit 
at renewal time the skeleton proof of 
performance measurements and the 
ratio between those measurements and 
the measurements contained in the last 
complete proof of performance filed with 
the Commission. There is no similar 
question in Section n. FCC Form 303. 

Question 13 relates to stations operat¬ 
ing with directional remote control with 
a first class operator on duty less than 
during all broadcast hours. 8uch appli¬ 
cants. pursuant to the provisions of 
$9 73.66<c) and 73.93. Note 2. of the 
Commission’s rules must submit at re¬ 
newal time the last two skeleton proof 
of performance measurements and the 
last partial proof measurements. Addi¬ 
tionally. the applicants must submit the 
ratio between the partial proof measure¬ 
ments and the measurements contained 
in the last complete proof of perform¬ 
ance filed with the Commission. 

Question 14 requests certain readings 
pertaining to directional antenna sta¬ 
tions. and is similar to Question 4. Sec¬ 
tion II, FCC Form 303. 

Question 15 requests the applicant to 
describe the manufacturer and type of 
antenna monitor used to take the read¬ 
ings required by Question 12. above. The 
same information is currently requested 
in Question 4. Section II, FCC Form 303. 

Question 16 requests Information as 
to whether there have been any changes 
in the fundamental audio or radio cir¬ 


cuits of the transmitter afTccting the 
station’s previously filed schematic dia¬ 
gram. Again if the answer is “Yes.” ap¬ 
plicant must submit a brief statement of 
explanation and an accurate diagram 
This question is similar to Question 9. 
Section n, FCC Form 303. 

Question 17 relates to 9 73.47 of the 
Commission’s rules, which requires 
equipment performance measurements 
to be conducted within the four month 
period prior to the filing of an applica¬ 
tion for renewal of license. This question 
also requires the applicant to submit a 
statement of explanation if the equip¬ 
ment performance measurements show 
the station’s transmitting system not to 
be in accordance with the Commission's 
rules. The question is similar to Question 
10 (a). <b> and (c) of Section n. FCC 
Form 303. 

Question 18 requests information as to 
whether the station’s apparatus, antenna 
or operation differs from that described 
in the applicant’s last application. If 
“Yes.” applicant must attach a state¬ 
ment of explanation. The question is 
sunilar in content to Question 11, Sec¬ 
tion n. FCC Form 303. 

Question 19. as does Question 12. Sec¬ 
tion II. FCC Form 303. requests the sub¬ 
mission of the transmitter operating logs 
for the composite week. 

Part V—Procramming Information 

Question 20 relates to documentation 
which an applicant will be required to 
place In its public inspection file con¬ 
cerning its efforts to consult with a rep¬ 
resentative cross-section of community 
leaders and a generally random sample of 
members of the general public. In this 
respect, it should be noted that in con¬ 
sidering the filings in Docket No. 19715, 
Ascertainment of Community Problems 
by Broadcast Applicants , 40 FCC 2d 379 
(1973), we have approved In principle a 
continuous ascertainment procedure for 
renewal applicants. Question 20, as well 
as Questions 21 and 22. are designed to 
implement our tentative resolution of 
Docket No. 19715. Since, however, a final 
Report and Order in Docket No. 19715 
is yet to be adopted and released, the 
proposed ascertainment questions are 
subject to revision. 

Question 21 requests the applicant to 
submit its community leader checklists 
for each year of the license term. As noted 
above, this question is also designed to 
implement our tentative resolution of 
Docket No. 19715 which calls for con¬ 
sultations with community leaders 
throughout the license term. 

Question 22 relates to the applicant’s 
efforts to program to serve the problems, 
needs and Interests of its service area. 
The question requests a statement as to 
whether the applicant has placed in its 
public inspection file at the appropriate 
times its annual list (1) of those prob¬ 
lems, needs and interests which, in the 
applicant’s judgment, warranted treat¬ 
ment by its station, and (il> typical and 
illustrative programming broadcast in 
response to those problems. The ques¬ 


tion also asked the applicant to submit 
those listings each year of the past li¬ 
cense period as an exhibit with Us 
application. 

Question 23 relates to the applicant’s 
previous program proposals, composite 
week performance, and future program 
proposals in the areas of (!) Entertain¬ 
ment and Sports, <li) News. (Ui) Public 
Affairs, <iv) All other programs, exclusive 
of Entertainment and Sports, (v) Com¬ 
mercial Matter, and (vl) Noncommercial 
Matter. This question also requests the 
applicant to state the number of public 
service announcements previously pro¬ 
posed, actually broadcast, and proposed. 
For a discussion of this question, see 
paragraphs 9-10, infra . 

Question 24 requests the applicant to 
list those programs in the composite 
week included in the Public Affairs and 
All other programs, exclusive of Enter¬ 
tainment and Sports categories, indicat¬ 
ing their Title, Source, Type. Brief De¬ 
scription, and Time Broadcast and 
Duration. Although not identical, this 
question is similar to Question 4, Part 
II. Section IV-A of FCC Form 303. 

Question 25 requests the applicant to 
explain the reasons for any substantial 
variation between previous proposals 
and actual operation during the com¬ 
posite week. 

Question 26 requests the applicant to 
list the number of 60-minute segments 
of the composite week containing over 
18-minutes of commercial matter. Ques¬ 
tion 7 is, in this regard, similar to Ques¬ 
tion 23. Part IV. Section IV-A of FCC 
Form 303. 

Question 27 is related to any substan¬ 
tial variation between applicant’s pre¬ 
vious commercial proposals and actual 
commercial operation and is based on 
Question 24. C.. Part IV, 8ection IV-B 
of FCC Form 303. 

Question 28 relates to the applicant's 
proposed commercial practices and is 
similar in content to Question 26, Part 
V. Section IV-A of FCC Form 303. 

Question 29 relates to the applicant’s 
past and proposed programming format. 

Question 30 relates to the Commis¬ 
sion's AM-FM duplication rule (9 73,242 
(a)) and is similar in content to Ques¬ 
tion 11. Part H. Section IV-A of FCC 
Form 303. 

Question 31 asks whether the appli¬ 
cant has placed in its public inspection 
file the composite week logs used as a 
basis for responding to questions set forth 
In Part V of proposed FCC Form 303-R. 
This represents a departure from exist¬ 
ing Commission practice, which requires 
that the logs be submitted with the ap¬ 
plication. However, in view of the re¬ 
quirements of Question 4 of proposed 
FCC Form 303-R. w r e do not believe that 
it is necessary to have the logs submit¬ 
ted to the Commission unless a substan¬ 
tial question is raised by the Commission 
on its own motion or the public about 
the applicant's past programming oper¬ 
ations. 

Question 32 provides the applicant an 
opportunity to provide any additional 
information It believes necessary to ade- 
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qutitely reflect its operation during the 
past license period. 

Part VI—Equal Employment 
Opportunity 

Question 33 Is designed to elicit Infor¬ 
mation concerning the specific practices 
undertaken by the applicant during the 
past license term to assure equal em¬ 
ployment opportunities for minorities 
and women and the practices applicant 
proposed to follow to assure such oppor¬ 
tunities. i See paragraphs 10. 11 and 12. 
below.) 

9. In conjunction with the above, sev¬ 
eral observations arc in order. As noted. 
Question 23. Part V differs in several re¬ 
spects from current reporting require¬ 
ments. First, the question now requests 
information relating to the applicant’s 
previous programming proposals, actual 
composite week performance, and future 
proposals In six areas, namely: (1) En¬ 
tertainment and Sports; <2> News; <3> 
Public Affairs; (4) All other programs, 
exclusive of Entertainment and Sports; 
(5) Commercial Matter; and *6) Non¬ 
commercial Matter. With regard to items 
(1). (2). (3) and (4). commercial and 
noncommercial matter (e g., public serv¬ 
ice announcements, station promos, etc.) 
are to be excluded in computing the num¬ 
ber of minutes and percentage of time 
devoted to each program category. Item 
<5>. of course, includes a computation of 
commercial matter, and Item (6) in¬ 
cludes a computation of noncommercial 
matter such as public service announce¬ 
ments. station identification announce¬ 
ments. promos, etc. Question 23. in this 
respect, is designed to give a complete 
picture of the applicant’s programming 
operations. 

10. Second, and more importantly per¬ 
haps. the question is designed to reveal 
at a glance whether there has been a sub¬ 
stantial deviation from the previous pro¬ 
posals in applicant's prorgamming oper¬ 
ations. An applicant is not. of course, ex¬ 
pected to adhere inflexibly in day-to-day 
operations to the specific programming 
proposals contained in Its previous ap¬ 
plication. At the same time, it is clear 
that an applicant cannot completely dis¬ 
regard its previous programming pro¬ 
posals in the hope that its application will 
slip by and still be acted upon favorably. 
Question 23. therefore, will enable the 
applicant, members of the public and the 
Commission to determine whether there 
has been a substantial unexplained de¬ 
viation between previous proposals and 
actual performance. 

11. It will also be observed that pro¬ 
posed Question 23, Part V retains sepa¬ 
rate categories for (a) Public Affairs and 
(b> All other programs, exclusive of En¬ 
tertainment and Sports. In this respect, it 
has been suggested that much of the in¬ 
formational programming traditionally 
Included In the 44 All other” program cate¬ 
gory—e.g„ communications for agencies 
such as the Veterans Administration, 
Social Security Administration, and Com¬ 
munity Bulletin Board, etc.—perform a 
service very much akin to public affairs 


programming for persons who depend 
greatly on this type of information. We, 
therefore, invite specific comments on 
whether—for radio—Public Affairs and 
All other programs, exclusive of Enter¬ 
tainment and Sports should be combined 
into one category, whether Public Affairs 
and News should be combined, or whether 
a new program category such as a Com¬ 
munity Service Programs should be de¬ 
veloped. Any other suggested alternatives 
Interested parties may have are, of 
course, invited by this Notice. 

12. In connection with Question 23, 
Part V we also propose to amend the 
definition of Public Affairs program as 
set forth in note 1(d) of 1173.112, 
73.282, and 73.670 of the Commission's 
rules. 

The Commission's definition of Public 
Affairs uses the term to be defined as the 
definition for itself. The present defini¬ 
tion. for example, after mentioning a 
variety of program formats. <e.g.. talks, 
speeches, round tables, documentaries, 
etc.) concludes by stating that a public 
affairs program is one ^primarily con¬ 
cerning local, national and international 
public affairs.” Clearly, therefore, a 
more precise definition U needed. An 
alternative definition suggested by 
Dempsey and Kopovitz in its Further 
Comments in Docket No. 19154 is as 
follows: 

Public Attain) programs (PA) Include 
talks, commentaries, discussions, speeches, 
editorials, political programs, documentaries, 
forums, panels, round tables, and similar 
programs which deal with: (1) local com¬ 
munity problems, or (2) other problems 
or topics of concern to the general public 
which are local, state, national or interna¬ 
tional In scope. Also included would be pro¬ 
grams (exclusive of news Inserts) providing 
extended coverage, whether live or recorded, 
of public events or proceedings concerned 
with the aforementioned problems or topics. 

Subsection <2» of the proposed defini¬ 
tion is included to make clear that pro¬ 
grams such as Social Security Reports, 
and like programs, are comprehended by 
the Public Affairs definition and would 
be classified as Public Affairs, rather 
than AU other. Any other suggestions as 
to an appropriate Public Affairs defini¬ 
tion are, of course. Invited by this 
Notice. 

13. Question 23 1s designed to elicit 
information on the number of public 
service announcements previously pro¬ 
posed. actually broadcast during the 
composite week, and proposed for a 
typical week. It has been suggested that 
the question should also request Infor¬ 
mation concerning the local or national 
character of such announcements. See 
Questions 4.B. and 93.. Section IV-B of 
FCC Form 303. Our Initial reaction is 
that for radio such information may not 
be necessary because it appears most 
such announcements are local in nature. 
Nonetheless, comments are specifically 
invited on this suggested change in 
Question 23 of Part V. It has also been 
suggested that Question 23 should be 
designed to request information con¬ 
cerning the amount of programing 


broadcast between 6:00 a.m. and mid¬ 
night and between midnight and 6:00 
a m. Compare FCC Form 303, Section 
IV-B, Question 8. In view of Question 24, 
however. It is not clear whether such 
information would serve a useful pur¬ 
pose, Nonetheless, respondents should 
consider such a proposal and submit any 
comments they may have thereon. 

14. In connection with Part VI, Equal 
Employment Opportunity, It should be 
noted that proposed Question 1 relates 
to both the applicant’s past and pro¬ 
posed practices to assure equal employ¬ 
ment opportunities for minorities and 
women. We are not. in this proceeding, 
soliciting comments on the required con¬ 
tents of any equal employment oppor¬ 
tunity program. This matter is presently 
under consideration by the Commission 
and clarifying guidelines will be issued in 
tiie near future. In tills proceeding, how¬ 
ever. comments are specifically re¬ 
quested on our proposal to delete from 
current Section VI of the Commission's 
various application forms the request for 
a brief description of any discrimination 
complaint filed against a broadcast ap¬ 
plicant. including identity of the persons 
involved, the date of filing, the court or 
agency, the file number (if any), and 
the disposition or current status of the 
matter. It has been called to our atten¬ 
tion that the requirements of this part 
of Section VI may in contravention of 
the spirit of section 709(a) of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, as amended. More 
importantly, it appears that the requests 
of such detailed Information may violate 
the right of privacy afforded employers 
and employees under the exemptions 
contained In section 552<b)<6) of the 
Freedom of Information Act, 5 U3.C. 
522(B) (6>. Comments arc. therefore, in¬ 
vited on this proposal. 

15. In addition to the foregoing, it has 
been suggested that proposed FCC Form 
303-R should be designed to elicit infor¬ 
mation as to whether the applicant antic¬ 
ipates that its next annual problem- 
program listing will contain specific 
problems and programs not Included In 
Its most recent listing. Sec FCC Form 
303, Section IV-B. Question 2. In view of 
our proposed ascertainment procedures, 
which are designed for continuous as¬ 
certainment throughout the license 
term, it is debatable whether such a 
question will provide useful Information. 
However, we arc asking for specific com¬ 
ments on such a proposal. 

16. Finally, it should be noted that 
Questions 2. 4. 5, 6. and 7 of Section I. 
and Questions l-A and B of 8ectton IV- 
B: of FCC Form 303. which will continue 
to be filed by television renewal appli¬ 
cants, will be revised to conform to new 
or revised Question 3 of Part I; Ques¬ 
tions 7. 8. and 9 of Port HI; Part IV; 
Questions 20 and 21 of Part V; and Part 
VI of proposed FCC Form 303-R. Also, in 
view of the separate form for radio. Sec¬ 
tion II of the FCC Form 303 will be re¬ 
vised to apply to television only. Re¬ 
vised Section H of FCC Form 303 Is at¬ 
tached as Appendix C. 
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17. In view of the above, comments 
are Invited on: (1) the proposed new 
form (Appendix A); (proposed changes 
In our rules relating to the use of Com¬ 
mission's form): and (3) the proposed 
revision of Section II of FCC Form 303 
(Appendix C). Authority for the adop¬ 
tion of the form and changes in the rules 
is contained in sections 4d). 303<r>, 
308<b>. and 319(a) of the Communica¬ 
tions Act, 

18. In accordance with the procedures 
set forth in 9 1,415 of the Commission's 
rules. Interested persons may file com¬ 
ments on or before June 3. 1975. and 
reply comments on or before June 18. 
1975. It is hoped that comments, either 
formal or informal, will be submitted 
by interested parties from all segments 
of the public, the communications bar. 
national and state broadcasting associa- 









Uons. and Individual licensees. All rele¬ 
vant and timely comments and reply 
comments will be considered by the Com¬ 
mission before final action is taken in 
this proceeding. To assist the Commis¬ 
sion in responding to the requirements 
of the General Accounting Office, re¬ 
spondents may also give their best esti¬ 
mate of the number of man-hours—or 
fraction thereof—-which may be required 
to complete proposed FCC Form 303-R 
Factors which could be considered are 
the time needed to gather and compile 
the data and the clerical time needed 
to complete the proposed form. In reach¬ 
ing its decision in this proceeding, the 
Commission may also take into account 
other relevant information before it. 

19. In accordance with the provisions 
of 9 1.419 of the Commission's rules, an 
original and 14 copies of all statements. 
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briefs, and comments filed shall be fur¬ 
nished to the Commission. However, in 
an effort to obtain the widest possible 
response in this proceeding from licens¬ 
ees and members of the public, informal 
comments (without extra copies) will be 
accepted. Copies of all pleadings filed 
in this matter will be available for public 
inspection during regular business hours 
in the Commission's Public Reference 
Room at its headquarters in Washing¬ 
ton, DC.

If a program contains two or more identifiable units of program material which constitute different program types as herein 
defined, each such unit may be separately logged and classified. 

The definitions of the first eight types of programs, (a) through (h) are not intended to overlap each other, and these types 
will normally include all the programs broadcast.

(g) Sports programs (S) include play-byplay and pre- or post-game related activities and separate programs of sports in¬ 
struction, news, or information (e.g., fishing opportunities, golfing instruction, etc.).

II. DEFINITIONS 

The definitions set out below are to be followed in furnishing the information called for by the questions of Sec¬ 
tion IV-B. The inclusion of various types and sources of programs in the paragraphs which follow is not intended 

to establish a formula for station operation, but is a method for analyzing and reporting station operation. 

1. A. Sources of programs are defined as follows: 

(i) A Local Program is any program originated or produced by the station, or for the production 
of which the station is substantially responsible, and which also employs live talent more 
than 50^ of the time. Such a program, taped, recorded or filmed for Liter broadcast shall 
be classified as local. A local program fed to a network shall be classified by the orig¬ 
inating station as local. All non-network and non-syndicated news programs may be classi¬ 
fied as local. Programs primarily featuring syndicated or feature films, or other non-locally 
recorded programs shall not be classified as local, even though a station personality 
appears in connection with such material. However, identifiable units of such programs 
which are live and separately logged as such may be classified as local (e.g., if during 
the course of a feature film program a non-network 2-minute news report is given and 
logged as a news program, the report may be classified as local). 
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(ii) A Network Program (NET) is any program furnished co the station by a network (national, 
regional or special). Delayed broadcasts of programs originated by networks are classi¬ 
fied as network. 

(iii) A Recorded Progrom (REC) is any program not defined in (i) and (ii) above, including 

without limitation, syndicated programs, taped or transcribed programs, and feature films. * 

B. Types of programs are defined as follows: 

(i) News Progroms includes reports dealing with the current local, national and international 
events, including weather and stock market reports; and commentary, analysis, or sports 
news when it is an integral part of a news program. 

(ii) Public Affair* Programs includes talks, commentaries, discussions, speeches, editorials, 
political programs, documentaries, forums, panels, round tables, and similar programs pri¬ 
marily concerning local, national and international public affairs. 

(iii) All Others (excluding entertainment and sports) includes all other progroms which are not 
intended primarily as entertainment (e.g., music drama, variety, comedy, quiz, etc.) and do 
noc include play-by-play and pre-or post-game related activities and separate programs of 
sporrs instruction, news, or information (e.g., fishing opportunities, golfing instructions, etc.). 

(iv) A Locol Progrom —See 11. l.A. (i) above. 

NOTE: If a program contains two or more identifiable units of program material which con¬ 
stitute different program types as herein defined, each such unit may be separately 
classified. 

C. Commorciol Matter (CM) includes commercial continuity (network and non-network) and com¬ 
mercial announcements (network and non-network) as follows: 

(i) Commorciol Continuity is the advertising message of a program sponsor. 

(ii) A Commercial Announcement is any other advertising message for which a charge is made, 
or other consideration is received. 

(1) Included are (i) "bonus" spots, (ii) trade-out spots, and (iii) promotional announce¬ 
ments of a future program where consideration is received for such an announcement 
or where such announcement identifies the sponsor of the future program beyond 
mention of the sponsor's name as an integral part of the title of the program, (e.g., 
where the agreement for the sale of time provides that the sponsor will receive pro¬ 
motional announcements, or when the promotional announcement contains a state- 
mem such as "TOMORROW SEE - [NAME OF PROGRA.vfl -- BROUGHT TO YOU 
BY - [SPONSOR’S NAMEj"). 

(2) Other announcements including but not limited to the following are not commercial 
announcements: 

(i) Promotional announcements, except as defined above; 

(ii) Station identification announcements for which no charge is made;

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(vi) Announcements made pursuant to the local notice requirements of 
Sections 1.580 (pre-grant) and 1.594 (designation for hearing) of the 
Rules. 

2. A Public Service Announcement (PSA) is any announcement (including network) for which no charge is made 
and which promotes programs, activities, or services of federal, state, or local governments (e.g., recruiting, 
sales of bonds, etc.) or the programs, activities or services of non-profit organizations (e.g., UGF, Red Cross 
blood donations, etc.), and other announcements regarded as serving community interests, excluding time 
signals, routine weather announcements and promotional announcements. 

3. A Program is an identifiable unit of program material, logged as such, which is not an announcement as 
defined above (e.g., if, within a 30-minute entertainment program, a station broadcasts a one-minute news 
and weather report, this news and weather report may be separately logged and classified as a one-minute 
news program and the entertainment portion as a 29-minute program).

Attention it invited to th# Commmion't “Report ond Statement of Policy Re: Commission En Bone Programming 
inquiry** releoied July 29. 1960 FCC 60-970 (25 Federol Register 7291; 20 Pike ond Flicker Radio Regulation 1902). 

Pursuant to the Communications Act of 1934, os amended, the Commission cannot gront, renew or modify o broad¬ 
cast authorisation unless it mokes on affirmative finding that the operation of the station, as proposed, will serve the public 
interest, convenience ond necessity. Programming Is of the essence of broodcosting. 

A broadcast itofion*s use of a channel for the period authorized is premised on its serving the public. Thus, the 
public has o legitimate ond continuing interest in the program service offered by the station, and it is the duty of all 
broadcast permittees and licensees to serve os trustees for the public In the operation of their stations. Broadcast 
permittees ond licensees must moke positive, diligent ond continuing efforts to provide a program schedule designed to 
serve the needs ond interests of the public in the areas to which they tronsmit an occeptoble signol. 

In its above-referenced "Policy Statement," the Commission has indicated the general nature of the inquiry which 
should be made in the planning ond devising of a program schedule: 

"Thus we do not intend to guide the licensee along the path of programming, on the contrary, the licensee 
must find his own path with the guidance of those whom his signal is to serve. We will thus steer clear of 
the bons of censorship without disregarding the public's vital interest. Whot we propose will not be served 
by pre-planned progrom format submissions accompanied by complimentory references from locol citizens. 

Whot we propose is documented progrom submissions prepored os the result of assiduous planning and con¬ 
sultation covering two main oreos: first, a convasy of the listening public who will receive the signal and 
who constitute a definite public Interest figure; second, consultation with leoders in community life-public 
officials, educators, religious (groups), the entertainment medio agriculture, business, lobor, professional 
and eleemosynory orgonirations, ond others who bespeok the interests which moke up the community," 

Over the yeors # experience hos shown both broadcasters and the Commission that certain recognized elements of 
broadcast service hove frequently been found necessory or desiroble to serve the broadcast needs and interests of many 
communities. In the Policy Statement, referred to above, the Commission set out fourteen such elements. The Commis¬ 
sion stated: 

"The mo |or elements usually necessary to meet the public interest, needs and desires of the community in 
which the station is locoted as developed by the industry, ond recognized by the Commission, have included: 

(1) Opportunity for Locol Self-Expression, (2) The Development and Use of Locol Talent (3) Programs for 
Children, (4) Religious Programs, (5) Educational Programs, (6) Public Affairs Progroms, (7) Editoriolitotion 
by licensees (8) Politico! Broadcasts, (9) Agricultural Progroms, (10) News Programs, (11) Weather ond 
Morket Reports, (12) Sports Progroms, (13) Service to Minority Groups, (14) Entertommenf Programming." 

It is emphasized that broadcasters, mindful of the public interest, must assume and discharge responsibility for 
ptonmng, selecting and supervising all matter broadcast by thair stations, whether such matter is produced by them or 
provided by networks or others. This duty was mode cleor m the Commission's Policy Stotement, page 14, paragraph 

3: 

"Broadcasting licensees must assume responsibility for all motenal which is broodcost through their 
facilities. This includes oil programs and advertising material which they present to the public. With 
respect to advertising moteriol the licensee hos the additionol responsibility to take oil reasonable 
measures to eliminate any folse, misleading, or deceptive matter and to ovoid abuses with respect to 
the total amount of time devoted to advertising continuity as well as the frequency with which regular 
progroms are interrupted for odvertising messages. This duty is personol to the licensee ond moy not 
be delegated. He is obligated to bring his positive responsibility affirmatively to bear upon oil who 
hove a hand in providing broadcast matter for transmission through his facilities so os to assure the 
discharge of his duty to provide (an) acceptable program schedule consonont with operating in the 
public interest in his community. The broodcoiter is obligated to moke o positive, diligent and contin¬ 
uing effort, in good foith, to determine the Vostes, needs ond desires of the public in his community 
and to provide programming to meet those needs ond interests. This, again, is a duty personal to the 
licensee ond may not be avoided by delegation of the responsibility to others."

The program should reasonably address itself to such specific practices as the 
following, to the extent they are appropriate in tetms of station sue. location, etc. A program need not be filed if the 
station has less than five fulltime employees or if it is in an area where the relevant minorities are represented in such 
insignificant numbers that a program would not be meaningful. In the latter situation, a statement of explanation should 
be filed. 

1. To assure nondiscrimination in recruitin g: 

a. Posting notices in station employment offices informing applicants of theit equal employment rights and their 
right to notify the Federal Communications Commission or other appropriate agency if they believe they have 
been the victim of discrimination. 

b. Placing a notice in bold type on the employment application informing prospective employees that discrimination 
because of race, color, religion, national origin, or sex, is prohibited and that they may notify the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission or other appropriate agency if they believe they have been discriminated against. 

c. Placing employment advertisements in media which have significant circulation among minority-group people 

in the recruiting area. . 

d. Recruiting through schools and colleges with significant minority-group enrollments. 

e. Maintaining systematic contacts with minority and human relations organizations, leaders and spokesmen to 
encourage referral of qualified minority applicants. 

f. Encouraging present employees to refer minority applicants. 

g. Making known to all recruitment sources that qualified minority members are being sought fof consideration when¬ 
ever the station hires. 

2. To assure nondiscrimination in selection and hiring: 

a. Instructing personally those of your staff who make hiring decisions that minority applicants for all jobs are ro be 
considered without discrimination. 

b. Where union agreements exist: 

(1) Cooperating with your unions in the development of programs to assure qualified minority persons of equal 
opportunity lot employment; 

(2) Including an effective nondiscrimination clause in new or re-negotiated union agreements. 

c. Avoiding use of selection techniques or tests which have the effect of discriminating against minority groups. 

5- To assure nondisenminatory placement and promotio n: 

a. Instructing personally those ol the station staff who make decisions on placement and promotion that minority 
employees ate to be considered without discrimination, and that job areas in which there is little or no minority 
representation should be reviewed to determine whether this results from discrimination. 

b. Giving minority group employees equal opportunity for positions which lead to higher positions. Inquiring as to 
the interest and skills of all lower paid employees with respect to any of the higher paid positions, followed by

Aisiftuitcr, counselling. and effective measure* to enable employees with interest and potential to qualify them¬ 
selves for such positions. 

c. Reviewing seniority practices and seniority clauses in union contracts to insure that such practices or clauses are 
nondiscriminatory and do not have a discriminatory effect. 

4. To assure nondi vcnminatipn in other areas of employment practices: 

a. Examining rates of pay and fringe benefits for present employees with equivalent duties, and adjusting any inequi¬ 
ties found. 

b. Advising all qualified employees whenever there is an opportunity to perform overtime work.
